THE COUNTY BOARD CHAIRMANSHIP. 


Why a Republican Caucus Was Not Held 
Klehm’s Ambition for Re-election. 4 
As the time for organizing the new board a 5 
approaches the Commissioners, new and old. 
are betraying more anxiety as to the probable = 
outcome of the struggle that abopeless mino~ 
ity bas tor the last year been carrym o 
against the corruption of the old board. The 3 
complicanons are of a peculiar character. The 
newly-elected Commissioners have for some 
time indulged the hope that they would 90 
able to elect Murry Nelson Chair ~ 
man of the board, and that be 
would appoint te standing committees, 
which is a matter of great im 
Besides this the new Commissioners bave en- 
tertained an idea that to tide over the presens 
financial difficulties of the county it would ve 
necessary to make loans at reasonabie interest 
and witb a proper managewent in the future 
gradualiy pav off the indebtedness of 81. 500. 
000 now resting on the county. They refer to 
the financial difficuities of tne City Govern- 
ment in 1876, woen the reform Council was 
elected independent of politics and a number 
of Lbusiness-men placed in the Council whose ' 
names restored the credit of the city to sun 
a desree that credit could be obtained to a 
tide the government over its difficuities. Js 
But, the newly-elected men argue, the single 
instalment of five is not enough. Five men 
cannot control the remaining ten. If the 
county would have the desired credit at the 
present time it can be obtained only by placing 
in the chair a mdn of the reputation tor busi- 
ness ability of Mr. Nelson. But the new Com- 
missioners bave of late commenced to realize 
the difficulty of their project. Its success is 
beginning to look a littie dubious to them iu 
view of the opposition expected from eight of 
the hold-over Commissioners. For this reason : 
the new Commissioners, while they have not 


taken any concerted action, are inclin- 
ing to the view that it may de 
best to let the smaller thing go 


in order to secure the greater one. They may 
agree not to oppose Kiebm for Chairman if be 
agrees to appoint the committees they desire, 
Klehm is anxious to be reéiccted Chairman, 
and as things now stand will side with those 4 
who will elect him. But he is paturaily ine . 
clined to favor those who mean to adm.nister . 
the affairs of the county in the interest of the 
taxpavers, and would not only preter to be 
elected by that part, but would be willing to 
make greater concessions to them than to the 
other side. Forthsreasonit was bis inten- 
tion to call a caucus of ali the Republican mem- 
bers of the new board. He spoke about the mat- 
ter with the hold-over members, but met with 
opposition from Hemmeigarn, who claimed 
that McCarthy and Wren were not true Repub- 
heans and should not be admitted to the cau- 
cus. While the acnon of these two Commis 
sioners in the past miebt give color to Hem- 
melgarn's assertion it crosged Kiehm’s plan. 
Klehm said he would cali all tne Republicans 
to caucus or none at all. and if the reform ele- 
ment would come in they were strong enough 
in numbers to controi the caucus, as they 
numbered seven—the five new ones, with 
Hemmelgarn and MacDonaid—while the oid 
members were only five, including Klebm, 
should be oppose tbe reform Com- 
missioners. Hemmelgarn persisted ja 
bis opposition to McCarthy and Wren, ~ 
and Kleum abanduned the idea 
of a Kepublican caucus. This does not neces- 
sarily preciude tbo calling of such a caucus, 
as any other member bas the rigbt to cals it, 
but it is feared that unless Kbelm calis it none 
would come in but the seven who need no 
caucus, being already unanimous in their 
sentiments. 

The five new Commissioners met informally 
yesterday, more to become acquainted and 
learn one another's ideas than to agree on any 
plan ct acuon. The result of their talk was 
that each was convinced of the siocerity 
of the others in tneir endeavors to re 
trieve the finances of the county. Wust 
Klehm's ambition is in so earnesily desir- 
ing a reéiection as Chairman he hag 
not iImparted to anybody, but the 
prevailing impression is that, whatever his 
political aspirations might be beyond Chair 
man of the County Board, be would kill him 
se.f political y by being re@lected by the men 
who put dim in the place a year ago. It is no 
secret that one of the outgoing Democratic 
Com missioners who bas for the lust three years 
dictated the action of the board is managing 
the present boom for Kleum and the oid com- 
mittees, and if he succeeds the twelve Repub- 
licans in the board will be at the mercy of the 
three Democrats. This idea Well probably in- 
duce the reform Commissioners to make over- 
tures to Kiebm granting bim the Chairman- 
ship, but demanding in return the appoint- 
ment of the committees they make up in 
caucus with the other Republicans. Suould 
they {ail they will make a lively minority any- 
bow, as they express it. This state of affairs 
induces some of the reform Commissioners to 
declare that they ure perfectly willing to vote 
for Kleum personally. but they must have 4 
pledge for reform in the committees. 

Chairman Klebm was not in an amiable 
frame of mind yesterday over we publication 
of the report that de was the choice of the 
gang members for reslection. Mr. Hemmer 
garn denies the stories told about him favor- 
ing the Kiehm and McCarthy rule, “I charac- 
terte the story as being untrue, de said yes 
terday. I don't favor gang rule and will not 
vote for it. My future will show that I have 
not swerved from my former path, and as long 
as Lam in the board I will stand up for re- 
form.” 

The Committee on Judiciary met yesterday 
to consider Van Pelt's resolution of Nov. 8 
that the Clerks of the Superior, Circuit, Coua- 
ty, and Probate Courts be directed to pay out 
of moneys on band and received by them for 
fees, so far as the same will apply, all out- . 
standing warrants drawn on the Treasurer for 85 
salaries of the Judges of the courts men- ; 
tioned, and directing the Treasurer to receive 
from the clerks all such warrants in lieu of 
cash. Mr. Van Pelt said as tae County and 
Probate Judges will be dependent entirely on 
the county for moneys they should be paid. It 
didn’t make 80 much difference with 
the other Judges, who received part of 
their salaries from the State. Mr. Mac 
Donaid thought it was wrong that 
the Judges bad received no money from the 
county since March. Mr. Hemmeigarn thought 
it best to bold the money, as he thought it 
would be needed in compieting the Court- 
House repairs. Mr. Wren denounced the Cir 
cuit Court for its recklessness. but thought the 
others should be pad. Mr. MacDonaid sug- 
gested that the money be put in the general 
fund. It could be used for better purposes 
than paying contractors. Van Peit said agood 
sum of money was coming from tne Sheriff's 
und other offices, and that could go into the 
general fund. The matter was allowed to 
stand to let the new board decide it, and the 
committee decided to report the resolution 
back without action. 

Sheriff-elect Matson's bond bas been signed 
by William Jonnsou, Andrew Neison, E G. 
Keith, and W. F. Johnson as sureties, and is in 
the sum of $100,000. It will be submitted to 
the County Board for approval Monday,

LIEBENECHT’S FALSE STA 
Herr Liebknecht, the Socialistic member of 


the German Parliament who was sent to this 
country to strengthen the paren sti agita- 
tion here, in a speech to the New York 
Socialists the other evening, just befdre his 
departure for Europe, said that when he 
‘* first came here he thought that the Chicago 
** Anarchists, Spies and his companions, 
“were guilty and deserved hanging,” but 
he had since carefully read the evidence 
wand had changed his mind. He de- 
“* cided that they were innocent, There was 
absolutely nothing to warrant convi¢tion.”

The evidence went to show that Spike and 
his companions in jail had advised en- 
couraged the perpetration of the haymarket 
massacre and convicted them as ories. 
Acting on the spirit and letter of this law. 
Judge Gary ruled and instructed the jury, in 
accordance with his rulings, that if there was 
an agreement to which the condemned men 
were a party to kill the police upon some 
occasion that might occur in the future, 
“‘whether the proper time had occurned be- 
eins left to their judgment, then if vio- 
lenee was used and resulted in the death of 
“the police, then those who were a party to 
the conspiracy are guilty of murder.” This 
is certainly not a strained interpretation of 
the law. | 

But what does Liebknecht know about 
the laws of Illinois? Nothing whatever. 
Yet he impudently and indecently sets him- 
self up as an expounder of the law superior 
to the learned Judge who presided at the 
trial. 

It may be observed also concerning Lieb- 
knecht’s statements that he was not in the 
country more than a couple of days when he 
announced his intention to use all his influ- 
ence, whatever that was, to secure the sus- 
pension of the sentence of the Anarchists. 
Now he says that if guilty they deserve 
hanging. How consistent! 

But where could Liebknecht have read the 
whole eyidence? He does not understand 
English, at least not sufficiently to compre- 
hend a cross-examination or a legal argu- 
ment. None of the German or German- 
American papers published anything like a 
full report of the trial. He probably relied 
on the garbled and fragmentary reports of 
the Arbeiter-Zeitung and talked in accord- 
ance with the spirit of those reports. 

Yet there are thousands of people in New 
York City who accept the demagog’s false 
statements as gospel truth. There are thou- 
sands of others in Germany who will also 
accept them as true. His yawpings, how- 
ever, will not affect the course of justice in 
America. 


DEFECTIVE COMMON-SCHOOL EDUCATION. 

The letter by Hattie Tyng Griswold, pub- 
lished in THe Trisune of yesterday, calls 
attention to a crying evil which results from 
defective methods of teaching in the public 
schools of this and other cities. As a tree is 
known by its fruits, so the demerits of the 
system are shown by the lamentable amount 
of ignorance displayed by thousands of those 
who have attended the public schools. The 
fact is that we are gradually but rapidly 
swinging clear of the old-fashioned idea that 
reading, writing, and arithmetic are the three 
grand essentials, and should be taught first 
if not exclusively. It has become untash- 
ionabie to teach those simple branches, and 
searcely an instructor can be found who is 
willing to devote his or her energies to 
them if he or she can do better — Which 
means the teaching of a higher branch. The 
result is a steady pressure upon our Boards 
of Education for the creation of new depart- 
ments and the extension of old‘ones. And 


languages, etc., crowded in upon the pupil, 
to say nothing of a host of other matters 
which are more useful but have no legiti- 
mate place in the public-school room so long 
as a single child remains untaught how to 
read and write the language ot the country. 
In very many of our schools sd large a part 
of the time of the average pupil is absorbed 
by these ornamental studies as to detract 
seriously from his or her opportanity to be- 
come well grounded in the essentials. 

The writer of the communication referred 
to makes a point which is worthy of being 
written in letters of gold and posted up con- 
spicuously in every school-room in the land. 
It is that if we have taught him [the pupil] 
to read well and to know the meaning of the 
ordinary words he meets with in his reading, 
we have given the key to all knowledge. 
There are thousands of people in the world 
today occupying honorable positions in so- 
ciety and highly respected for their attäin- 
ments who learned no more than this in the 
school, It is true even of the university 
education that it can do little more than lay 
the foundation for the acquisition of knowl- 
edge after graduating from the institution. 
It is useful rather in forming correct habits 
of thought than in the teaching of facts that 
will be useful in after life. If tnis be true 
of the university, how much more must it 
hold good for the common school ? 

It is with many an open question whether 
ornot the teaching of anything besides the 
three essentials should be done at the ex- 
pense of the taxpayers. A great deal may 
be and has been said on both sides. But 
there can be little room to dispute the 
proposition that the community owes it to 
itself to see that the knowledge of these 
rudiments shouid be insisted upon in every 
case as arequisitto good citizenship, and 
that nothing else should be taught at the 


interferes with the other. How poorly this 
axiom governs our practice may be judged 
from the statement that sometimes as much 
as 40 per cent of the children of school 


age in this city bave been shut out 


so we have music, drawing, calisthenics, the 


public expense if such extraneous teaching: 


from any kind of tuition for want of room, 
while a comparatively few favored ones 
were learning the etceteras at the public ex 
pense. At the present time the pressure for 
room is great enough to make it necessary 
in some of the schools to have one set of 
children attend in the morning and another 
in the afternoon. And this while time is 
rapidly carrying them up towards the condi- 
tion where they will be unable to attend 
longer, and will be obliged to turn out into 
the world minus the ability to read well 
enough to derive either pleasure or informa- 
tion from reading. Such people can know 
nothing of the pleasures of home life and un- 
derstand little of their duties as eltizens. It 
is not too much to say that the permitting of 
a large class of such persons to grow up to 
manhood in our midst is a serious menace to 
the perpetuity of our republican institutions, 
to say nothing of the hope that they will im- 
prove as a result of collective enlightenment 
among the voters of the community. 


-— 
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ANGLOMANIA. 

There was printed in the last issue of THE 
TRIBUNE a sufficiently revolting description 
of the Anglomania which now rages in New 
York and other Eastern cities and the dis- 
gustmg manner in which some young 
women, as well as men, not only copy but 
exaggerate English manners and habits. At 
present the mania is confined to a few very 
empty-headed persons, familiarly known as 
gilded youths, who have no occupation more 
exacting than the exhibition of toilets, loung- 
ing at clubs, or posing at receptions. There 
is always the danger, however, that such 
manias will spread, as the tempation to ape 
the ways of those who have money and are 
considered fashionable is a very strong one. 

Mr. Henri Watterson, who has just re- 
turned from abroad, affirms that there is 
no place in English society for any self- 
respecting American nor any sentiment in 
England which does not antagonize our sen- 
sibilities as gentlemen and affront our Na- 
tional spirit and pride.” In a ruggedly 

rican article he emphasizes this senti- 
ment as follows: 


We have nothing to say of the English social 
system so far as it relates to the English. That 
every Englishman after the Prince of Wales is a 
snob does not concern us. Thatthe Prince of 
Wales is a debauched blackguard, with a nose 
for American ris, does concern us. That 
the American inister is a dreadful little cad 
and toady does concern us. That America is 
represented in English society by a riff-raff of 
vulgar American women, who have themselves 
or their daughters to put on the market, does 
concern us. The English system, let us repeat, 
is abhorrent to every American sensibility. 


Mr. Watterson perhaps goes as far towards 
one extreme as the dudes go towards the 
other, but between the two there is certainly 
safety. Wemight add to his original state- 
ment that there is no place in English so- 
ciety for any self-respecting American” the 
suggestion that there ought to be no place 
in American society for these Anglomanlacs. 
There are customs of the English which we 
would do well to follow as a Nation—name- 
ly: those which pertain to recreation and 
physical strength, such as cricket, bowling, 
out-door games, walking, and open-air exer- 
cise. It would make us a healthier, stronger, 
and more robust people, and it is just what 
we need as an offset to our rushing, head- 
long devotion to work and business as a Na- 
tion. This would not be imitation; but when 
it eomes to the adoption and exaggeration of 
English peculiarities without any reference 
to their adaptability to our form of life, 
merely because they are English, the 
exhibition becomes disgusting, whether the 
exhibiter be male or female. It is little 
wonder that it rouses the wrath of those who 
have a pride in their country, and that genu- 
ine Americans should at times feel like 
taking a stuffed club and slaying the whole 
herd of effeminates and idle nuisances who 
are aftecting English styles. Are we not big 
enough as a Nation to have manners of our 
own? Certainly if we have not yet reached 
that point where we can be Jadies and gen- 
tlemen without aping other people, and so 
exaggerating their peculiarities as to be a 
laughing-stock to them, we have made little 
progress. As it is not possible to elub or 
drown the maniacs, as ‘one would puppies, 
perhaps the next best thing would be to bar 
them out of society, refuse them admission 
to clubs, and confine them to the streets as 
lawful prey for gamins. 


THE POLITICAL MACHINERY OF SOCIALISM 
There is still another and important phase 
of Socialista which has not yet been dis- 
cussed, It lies at the very foundation of the 
doctrine; yet, curiously enough, no platform 
covering it has ever been laid down by any 
Socialistic speaker or writer. Search the 
addresses and writings of Marx, Lassalle, 
Proudhon, Stécker, Bakunin, Liebknecht, 
Aveling. or any of the lesser lights, and no 
reference to it can be found, More than 
this, no Socialist has yet been able to ex- 
plain it when questioned on the subject. It 
is simply, How is Socialism to be carried 
out? Whatis to be its political machinery ? 
What will be the mode and form of the gov- 
erning power, and how will that power be 
elected and clothed with authority? No an- 
swer has ever been given to these all-impor- 
tant queries, probably because the Socialist 
leaders have no answer to them or dare not 
divulge their scheme of government. All 
that they can say is, that all production and 
means of production, all the land and capital 
of the country are to be taken away from 
the owners and concentrated in the hands of 
the State, which will control not only all 
property and the work of. production, but 
that of distribution, dealing out remunera- 
tion to the workers, share and share 
alike, without regard to thelr skill or 
industry, and equally without regard to 
the promotion 6f skill, invention, enterprise, 
or progress, There is to be no personal 
liberty, no personal ownership of anything. 

This is as far as they go; but they must go 
much farther and explain how all this is to 
be organized and carried on. What form of 
government will Socialism have? There 
are despotic monarchies, limited monarchies, 
aristocracies, oligarchies, and the republican 
or democratic form. 

Suppose that Socialism should have made 
such progress in Illinois, for instance, that 
the majority of the people were willing to 
surrender their property and in favor of 
giving it a trial. How would they proceed ? 
If they should choose the despotic form of 
government it is clear enough that they 
could not have an hereditary ruler or Gov- 
ernor, as is the case in despotisms. Hence 
they must elect the first Governor. But who 
would élect the next Governor? Would he 
be chosen by the whole adult people ar by a 
certain syndicate selected for that purpose? 
If by the latter, who would elect them? The 
whole adult people, or only males over 21, 
or only the females (for there would be no 
marriage or family tie or duty to stand 
in the way of female suffrage), or 
would they all vote together? By this 
time, it will be seen, they would have drifted 
back to the present status so far as choosing 
the Governor and Legislatures are concerned. 
Let us see if they would not complete the 
political circuit. If disputes or contests 
should arise would not some one have to de- 
cide the points at issue, and would not the 
parties to the dispute have to appear and 


| state their version? In such cases would 


not the weak or embarrassed man, even 
though he might have the strongest case, be 
at the mercy of his more adroit opponents, 
and therefore would he not employ soine one 
to speak for him? Would not the other 
man follow his example also, and what 
would these agents be but lawyers? Would 
not the defeated party claim the right to ap- 
peal his case to some higher tribunal or one 
more qualified to determine, and would not 
that be a court? Then how are the decisions 
of the Judge or jury to be carried out? Sup- 
pose they involve punishment for crime, for 
deprivation of personal liberty, or mayhap 
the loss of life, how can the decrees be en- 
forced unless they have Sheriffs, depu- 
ties, jails, and prisons with their 
keepers? Suppose there is a turbulent 
element in the State which defies all author- 
ity, how is it to be put or kept down without 
police, and in desperate cases without militia 
with rifles? If it be necessary to intern or 
kill for crime, as it always has been since the 
world commenced, who will do the interning 
and killing except chosen officers of the law ? 
Are we not by this time pretty nearly back 
to our present system of government? How 
are the Socialists, after they have done away 
with all present governing methods and ap- 
pliances, to get along without them, unless 
they are going into the millennial period at 
a single bound? 

Would the conditions be changed if the 
Socialists decided to live under a democratic 
form of government? Unless they could 
all vote one ticket, which in the present 
status of human nature is inconceivable, the 
people must divide into two parties. There 
would be a majority and minority, bitter 
strife between them, newspapers arguin® for 
each side, excited canvasses, and hence 
the same desperate efforts by des 
perate men to get into power, where 
there would be little to do—the same poli- 
ticlans, bummers, gangs, and rings as now. 
There would be the same need of Judges 
and decisions and methods of enforcing de- 
cisions as in the other case, and if the 
minority should refuse to obey the majority 
then there must arise the same need of police 
and soldiers to put them down with clubs 
and guns, or if the majority should 
attempt to defraud the minority there 
must arise the same necessity for 
courts and power to enforce their 
decisions. Turn it over in any form, the 
Socialists cannot conceive of or formulate 
any method of organizing and carrying on 
their work except that under which society 
is now operated and controlled. There is 
no other method, but how long would people 
stand Socialism under such conditions? If 
the Socialists have any method of carrying 
out their principles and maintaining them, 
other than those we have stated, will they 
inform us what they are?

AN OATH-BOUND POLITICAL PARTY. 
+The Committee of Twenty-one of the 
United Labor party has decided that persons 
shall be admitted to that organization here- 
afier only on taking the following oath: 


I,——, hereby declare that I have ceased to 
bea member of the Republican or Democratic 
party, believing said party organizations to be ir- 
retrievably corrupt and their continued existence 
a menace to liberty. and declare my belief in the 
necessity forthe political organization of the 
United Labor party, and hereby freely offer to 
that party and its nominees my cordial aid and 
support; that I recognize and cheerfully submit 
to the constituted authorities of the United 
Labor party, to whom have been intrustca its 
safety and existence, and that a failure upon my 
part to abide by their decisions or instructions 
will work my expulsion from the organization 
without further proceedings. 


Since the days of Know-Nothingism no per- 
son joining a political dgeanization has been 
required to make such a renunciation of indi- 
vidual liberty as is embodied in the above 
pledge. The person sworn in according to 
the formula prescribed by the Committee of 
Twenty-one not only binds himself to obey 
implicitly the ordert, commands, or directions 
of the ‘constituted authorities” of the or- 
ganization, but he foregoes even freedom of 
thought or opinion. For instance, two can- 
didates coming respectively from the Repub- 
lican and Democratic parties must stand up 
and swear that they believe those organiza- 
tions ‘* irretrievably corrupt and their contin- 
ued existence a menace to liberty —a dec- 
laration which implies, of course, that ten 
millions of American voters, comprising 
Dewocrats and Republicans in almost equal 
numbers, are composed of fools and knaves. 
It must take a pretty sturdy conscience to 
stand the burden of such an oath. A candi- 
date might make the averment in respect to 
one or the other of the old parties through 
partisan prejudice, but according to the 
Committee of Twenty-one” he must say it 
and swear it of both, and apply it to ninety- 
nine one-hundredths of the American people. 

Widely as Democrats and Republicans 
differ on certain questions, they are quite 
generally agreed that government in this 
country must be through the agency of 
parties, and that the welfare of the Nation 
demands the continuance of two National 
political organizations. The United La- 
bor” party disputes this doctrine and affirms 
that liberty can be saved only through the 
efforts of an oath-bound class organization of 
city workmen numbering at most less than a 
tenth oi the voters of the Nation. Of course 
no such class party can sueceed in dominat- 
ing the masses. It puts itself in opposition 
to a vast preponderance of the people in 
both the regularly-organized parties, com- 
prising representatives of all classes and in- 
terests; and, while it may attain temporary 
success in a few industrial centres where 
capital has developed great enterprises and 
furnished employment for thousands of 
workmen, the vote of the so-called Labor 
party will appear elsewhere only under the 
head of “scattering.” If city workmen, 
who constitute a mere fraction of the Ameri- 
can people, were the only true and sagacious 
friends of liberty there would be little 
chance that the boon could be saved. 

Still, if trades-union workmen employed 
in the cities consider themselves the only 
supporters of liberty and good government 
in the United States, it is their privilege to 
organize a new party and get as many of the 
walking delegates into office as possible. If 
they choose they may abjure all personal 
freedom of action and bind themselves by an 
oath to obey the commands of their leaders 
and vote as ordered. They may agree, as 
they are doing in Chicago, that if they fail 
in obedience to the ‘‘ constituted authori- 
ties” they may be expelled from the organi- 
zation, stigmatized as scabs, and denied 
the right thereafter to earn a livelihood in 
association with trades-union men. The one 
thing certain is that an organization so arbi- 
trary and despotic cannot possibly endure. 
The political bondmen who are swearing 
allegiance to Schilling, Morgan, Butler, 
Owen, Selb, Gleeson, et al. will be sure to 
revolt in time and court expulsion. Secret 
oath-bound societies have never made them- 
selves forces in American politics, but in the 
attempt to do so have usually accomplished 
their own destruction by arbitrarily subject- 
ing the followers to the despotic authority of 
a few leaders. In respect to the effort to 
make the Knights of Labor society a parti- 
san weapon in the hands of its ‘* constituted 
authorities” by forming adjunctive political |

assemblies, the real question is whether the 
scheme will not lead to the speedy disrup- 
tion of both branches of the organization.

melgarn, and that Fortune will make the ninth 
man in a pinch.” 

Tas TRIBUNE hesitates to be lieve this report 
to be true. In the first place, Hemmelgarn 
could not have anything to do with acombina- 
tion to be bossed by a man who bas abused bim 
so truculently and shamefuily as Buck Mo- 
Carthy bas. He is, besides, tom good a citizen 
and too good a Republican to enter into any 
such combination to bring disgrace or odium 
on bis party, and Mr. Schubert bas too good a 
reputation to sacrifice it so easily by breaking 
bis preélecnon pledges and proving traitor to 
those who supported him and brought about bis 
election.

The 
street-car people are represented as saying 
that if the city will provide them with a demp- 
ing-ground—some place to deposit the now 
they will gladly comply with the ordinance. 

Now here is a chance not only for the Alder- 
men, but for the modest gentleman who can 
govern a city better than all the editors in the 
country. Will they not suggest or provide 
some suitable place to deposit the snow? 
Would not the river make a good place? Are 
there no portions of the Lake-Front that 
might be utilized? What possible objection 
can there be to throwing snow into both? The 
snow will all melt in the spring with the fist 
rains. There is no danger of flooding. Tune 
first good rain in March will convert the 
dumped snow into water. If the snow is cart- 
ed away in accordance with the ordinance 
eighteen hours after it ceases to fall there 
will be little or no impurities mixed up gvith 
it. There will be hardly anything, in fact, but 
“the beautiful snow.” In Paris the municipal 
authorities dump their surplus suow into the 
Seine; the Cockneys dump theirs into the 
Thames; the Glasgow Scotch into the 
Clyde. Why should not Chicagoans cast their 
snow into the Chicago River and Lake Mich! 
gan? The Mayor, in a message to the Council 
June 14 last, said: 

A snow ordinance should be passed which will 
operate alike on all the roads. To this end I have 
prepared an ordinance. It has been care- 
fully examined by the Law Department and has 
been approved by it. Jt will beno hardship upon 
the roads and wilt be a thing long since demanded. 
It permits the railroads to throw snow when nec- 
essary from the tracks upon the remainder of the 
roadway, but then makes it the — duty 
to remove the same within a reasonable time. 

The Mayor has been telling the Gothamites 
that he is the government of Chicago. If be 
does not wish to lay himself open to the charge 
that he made that boast for the purpose of as- 
tonisum the natives by his knowledge of 
French, he will now use bis great power to put 
his snow ordinance through the Council and 
provide a dumping-ground for the street-car 
companies. Let bim go before the Railroad 
Committee of the Council and explain to them a 
way out ot the muddie. He knows that “the 
ordinance ts a thing long since demanded. and 
that d will be no hardship on the roads. He 
will therefore not be deterred from his duty in 
the matter by consideration for any of his 
friends among the street-car company stock- 
holders. 

But whether the Mayor assists or not, it is 
the duty of the Railroad Committee to report 
back the ordinance which the members have 
now under consideration. They ought not to 
shirk responsibility in the matter, though the 
Mayor should do so. If they fail, tne Alder 
men in the Council who pose as friends of 
“the toiling masses " ought to come to the 
front. The enforcement of the ordinance 
will give employment to thousands of hands 
and teams at a time when work is most needed.

Longuet, and signed by the Presidents, Vice- 
Presidents, Secretaries, and nearly all the 
members of the Municipal Council of Paris 
and the Consul-General of the Seine, altogeth- 


er about fifty sienatures, that will be present- 
ed today to Mr. McLane, the American Mipis- 
ter, for transmission to the President of the 
United States: 


To Mr. Robert N. McLane, Ambassador Extraor- 
dinary and Minister Plenipotentiary from the 
United States of America—DEAR SIR: The under- 
signed, members of the Municipal Council of 
Paris and of the General Council of the Seine, 
have the honor to appeal to you for your dis- 
tinguished intervention on the hope that it will 
not fail them in a question which is one of hu- 
manity. It is with 1 — emotion that 
they have seen an erican jury bring in 
seven sentences of death against men accused 
of political crimes, and it is with genuine afflic- 
tion that they have heard of the pre tions for 
their forthcoming execution. or long years it 
has been the boast of the great Republic—toward 
which the gaze of the French and the Kuropean 
democracy has always been turned—never to have 
known these acts of vengeance and of reprisal 
that have drenched with blood the political his- 
tory of so many modern nations. 

The sepublicans of France envied the cool- 
ness, the courage, and moderation of their broth- 
ers in America, sufficiently masters of them-

ers of your institutions and of your manners still 
hope t these noble traditions will neither be 
broken nor tarnished by the punishment that 
menuces the seven condemned men at Chicago.

THE ORGANIZATION OF MILLERS. 


The Union at Minneapolis Dissolved—The 
Purpose It Subserved. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minu., Nov. 27.—[Special. |— 
When the Minneapolis Millers’ Union was dis- 
soived Sept. 1 the Millers’ Union was organ- 
ized in its piace. The time fixed for trial of 
this organization was three months. The 
union expired Dec. 1 by limitation. it will be 
dissolved because the millers think there 
is no necessity for its continuance. 
The reason for the formation of the oid 
Millers’ Association wus the fact that, 
owing tothe rapid development of tne milling 
interest in Minneapolis and other sections of 
the State a few years ago, the milis were built 
faster than there was wheat naturally tribu- 
tary to Minneapolis to supply them, and the 
Millers’ Association was organized for the pur- 
pose of bringing wheat to Minuveapolis that was 
not naturaily tributary to this point. As the 
result of the organization of this association 
large amounts ot wheat were brought from 
Southern Minnesota and Dakota and Ne- 
braska, and even from the State of 
Kensas. It bas been claimed that the 
Miliers’ Association was a monopoly. There 
is no question but that it did contro! the price 
of wheat in the Northwest; but it simply con- 
trolied it because it paid more than any one 
else would or could have paid. C. A. 
Pilisbury, President of the union, was asked 
yesterday whether any organization would 
take the pluce of the union. He sad: That will 
depend upon whether it is possible to supply 
the millers with wheat as they want it with the 
present terminal facilities without some «ind 
of an organization. On account of the very low 
water in the river it is probable that the milis 
will not be abie to run more than one 
halt their capacity during this winter, and it 
may be practicadle for awhile; but it is sim- 
ply an impossibility as far as the West side 
mills are concerned, when they are running to 
their full capacity, foreach man to buy and 
get his own wheat, as the railroads cannot do 
the switching with the present track accom- 
modations. Under the present organzauon 
each mill gets a certain number of 
cars of a certain grade of wheat, 
and the railroads deliver to each mill 
the cars which are the most conven- 
jent to deliver. It is almost impossible to sort 
out each man’s wheat and give him the ident- 
ical cars he purchased on "Change when the 
mills are running to their full capacity. Of 
course every emergency will have to de met 
in some way. I would state that there is the 
utmost good feeling prevailing between the 
millers, and we present dissolution of their 
organization is not the result of any bard feel- 
ings or bickerings, and this fact is also equail 
true as between the managers and employ 
of the Millers’ Union.“

PROTEST, 
IT WAS EXERCISED BY VARIOUS CIT- 
1ZENS LAST NIGHT. 


West-Siders Ghject to the Extension of the 
Adams-Street Tracks of the Horse and 
Dummy Railroad, While Various Fifth- 
Warders Meet to Denounce 
dimance to Lay Additional Tracks on 
Stewart Avenue by the Fort Wayne 
Road. 

A lodge-room at the corner of Twenty-fifth 
and Hanover streets was filled last night by a 
meeting of property-owners of the Fifth Ward. 
Chairman Henry Hafer saia the object of the 
meeting was to protest against the ordinance 
drawn by the Pennsylvania Company and 
handed to the City Council. The laying of 
more tracks on Stewart avenue and the in- 
crease of speed to twenty miles an hour were 
very dangerous. John Peter Eck said the or- 
dinance had been potiuoned for by wealthy 
citizens who did not know what the people in 
the Fifth Ward wanted. Ad. Hillock said 
there were two very bad clauses in the 
ordinance—the twenty-mile speed and 
the stopping at Twenty-third street. 
The railroad had made it appear that four- 
fifths of the people wanted the ordinance. 
This was not 30. John McDowell said. they did 


not want to sacrifice their property to swing | 


Jackson street bridge. They did not want the 
Mayor to trade off their property without their 
consent. The privilege of increased speed and 
of stopping at Twenty-third street was worth 
more than $250,000. 

J. M. Baker said they did not want a bobtall 
street; they wanted it through to Twenty-sec- 
ond street. Between Arcter avenue and 
Toirty-ninth street there were twenty crose- 
streets. Before they were viaducted they 
would all be injured by the railroad it it was al- 
lowed to run twenty miles un hour, All the neigh- 
borhood would have to be elevated to meet the 
viaducts. Were it not better that the railroad 
should be elevated or else laid in a trench 
twelve feet deep or so and viaducted?” 

The following resolutions were adopted: 

Resolved, By the citizens and owners of prop- 
erty in the Fifth Ward, and 8 on the 
line of the Pittsburg & Fort Wayne Railroad, on 
and near Stewart avenue. in mass meeting, as- 
sembied, that we respectfully protest against the 
adoption of the ordinance now pending in the 
Common Council, which ordinance we hereby de- 
nounce as an ill-disguised attempt on the part of 
a grasping monopoly to secure from the city the 
most valuable franchises not only for itself, but 
also for any other company or companies to whom 
it may now or hereafter choose to lease its line 
or the new tracks propo to de con- 
structed. We protest against the passage 
of such ordinance tor the further reason 
that the increased rate of speed permitted there - 
by will endanger the lives and security of the 
residents of this neighborhood and their children. 
and ause the widening of Stewart avenue to 
Twenty-third street only and the right of swing- 
inga bridge over land of the railroad company 
are no proper and adequate compensation for 
the enormous privileges demanded by the com- 


pany. 

We insist that if the right to lay two new tracks 
and to destroy Stewart avenue forall time to 
come as a street is to be granted to the company 
that it should only be done upon condition that 
Stewart avenue be widened from the city limits 
to Twenty-second street, so as to give the busi- 
ness interests of this vicinity an outlet to the 
West Side, and that the railway company also be 
required to pay for the approaches to all 
viaducts, the construction of which may become 
necessary in order to afford proper protection. 

A protest was signed by most of those pres- 
ent, and it was resolved that as many as possi- 
bie should attend the meeting of the Council 
next Monday along with the following commit- 
tee: John H. Weiss, John McDowell, T. XI.

THEY EXPRESS THEIR FEELINGS. 


West-Siders Object to the Extension of the 
Adams Street Tracks. 

Nearly 100 property-owners on West Adams 
street met at Martine’s Hall last night to take 
steps to oppose the passage of the ordinance 
presented to the Council last Monday night 
granting the Chicago Passenger & Dummy 
Street Raliway a right of way on Adams street 
between Centre and California avenues. No 
petition of property-owners accompanied the 
ordinance, the company proceeding under the 


decision of the Appellate Court recently given 
that no such petition was necessary under the 
Horse and Dummy Road act. The frontage of 
property along the proposed right of way is 
20.000 feet, and remonstrances from the 
owners of 14.000 feet have already been signed. 

George Sherwood said that upon some 
technicality it had been decided that the 
streets could be voted away without the con- 
sent of the property-owliers or any compensa- 
tion. He called attention to the giving away 
of the La Salle and Washington street tun- 
nels, which the Council had no right to do, and 
wanted to know whether the scoundreily 
Council woula be allowed to go. still further. 
A few weeks ago a man came to him and 
wanted to sell him eome stock in the Adams 
street line. The man told him the Aldermen 
were putting their stock oa the market. They 
got it for 12 cents and wanted to sell itat par. 
He spoke to the Mayor about the matter and 
the Mayor seemed to understand ail about it. 
The Council, it seemed, bad voted away streets 
at 12 cents on the dollar and wanted now to 
unload their stock at par. A member of the 
Vouncil bad informed bim that there was a 
scheme on foot to have the Jackson street 
bridge built and then let this company run 
down Jackson street and take possession of 
the bridge. 

Speeches were made by George Berkhoff Jr., 
Ald. Kerr, F. H. Collier, W. O. Carpenter, and 
others, and about half of those present axreed 
to be on hand when the Committee on Streets 
and Alleys West takes uv the ordinance for 
consideration at 2 o’clock Monday afternoon. 
The following was unanimously adopted: 

Citizens of Chicago: In the face of a protest 
signed by the owners of over 78 per cent ot the 
lineal feet of the property upon Adams street, 
between Centre and California avenues, which 
includes % per cent of the resident owners, an 
ordinance has been introduced into the Common 
Councilof the City of Chicago to take from the 
adjoining owners of the property the use of this 
street, most of which has been graded, curbed, 
and twice paved at the expense of said property- 
owners, and give the same to u horse and dummy 
railroad corporation to be used for the personal 
profit of the stockholders of said horse and dum- 
my railroad corporation. If, under these 
circumstances, the use of this street 
can be 80 taken from the ad- 
joining property-owners and given to others to 
be used for personal gain any other street in the 
city can be taken by this or another horse and 
dummy railroad corporation, and all of the resi- 
dence streets of this rapidly-improving city will 
be so threatened as to deter property-owners 
from making desirable residence improvements 
within the city limits. Under these circum- 
stances we call upon every citizen identified with 
the growth and improvement of Chicago to join 
the residents of Adams street in praying the 
members of the Common Council not to support 
a measure which will make a precedent for ig- 
noring allofthe rights of adjoining property- 
owners to the streets, except the right to pay for 
the construction and muintenance of the same. 

Mr. W. O. Carpenter said it would be neces- 
sary to raise money to fight the case in the 
courts. Messrs. George Sherwood, W. O. Car- 

nter, J. C. McMullen, Willis G. Jackson, L. 
D. Hammond, George Berkuoff Jr., and J. H. 
Wood were appointed a committee to look 
after the finances and employ attorneys. A 
collection of $135 was taken as a starter for 
lawyers’ fees. 


A Bank's Officers Take the Cash. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 27.—Considerable 
mystery envelopes the affairs of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Glen Rock, York County, Pa. 
Within a short time the President and cashier 
have been deposed and new officers elected. 
The reason for this action was not made ap- 
parent until the issugnce Of warrants last 
evening by Henry R. Edmunds, United States 
Commissioner, tor the arrest of William 
Herbst, late President of the bank, ana Henry 
Seitz, late casbier, aud Jacob Herbst and 
William Herbst, sons of te President, the 
Herbsts composing tne firm of Herbst & Sons 
of Gien Rock. Seitz nad a preliminary bear- 
mg before Commissioner Edmunds this after- 
noon, and upon information furnished by 
Marshal Kerns he was held in $5,000 bail for a 
further hearing Monday afternooo, when ail 
the defendants will be present to answer the 
charge’ of embezzling funds of the bank 
amounting to $750,000.

FROM THE GOLDEN GATE. 


Flight of Embezzler Gardiner—Goldenson, 
the Hebrew Murderer. 

San Francisco, Cal, Nov. .27.—San Fran- 
Cisco bas ably sustained its record for sensa- 
tions this week. Monday morning the clients 
of Baldwin Gardiner, the President ot the Pa- 
cific Stock Exchange, found on visiting his 
office to rencw speculation on the uncertain 
Comstock mining stares that be had flown, 
leaving a dumiounded bookkeeper to ausver 
their wild imaquiries after their money and 
stocks. It is now positively kuown that Gar- 
diner regarded the sudden rise in worthiess 
Comstock shares as a windfall and seized the 
opportunity to make a fortune dishon- 
estly by appropriating every dol- 
lar and share imstrusted to him. 
His bookkeeper bas a remarkable record 
not generally kpown here. Inside ot gix years 
he bas acted as accountant in the closmg days 
of their delinquency for six embpzziers. No 
sooner does he attempt to take o than the 
office suspends business and the cipal dis- 
appears. The more notable of his tfugitive 
employers were Chisholm, Secretary of several 
Arizona mining companies; Calvin Pratt, civii 
engineer, Who swindied the Pacific Bank; and 
Gardiner, whom he bad served one week. He 


is a well-meaning man and is getting discour- 


aged. 

Goldenson, the Hebrew who murdered the 
little school-girl so ruthlesly, tried this week 
to have set aside the indictment by the grand 
jury found a few hours after bis arrest. This 
motſun w denied. Popular indignation 
against him seems to have abated. A sub- 
scription started by an evening journal to de- 
fray the expenses of the murderer’s prosecution 
reached the sum of $100 and some cents, and 
then collapsed. 

Two murders bave claimed popular atten- 
tion since Goldenson's pistol jaid the little 
schoo)-girl weltering amid ber scattered school- 
books. Ceteyano Flores was the subject of 
this week’stragedy. He was a type of the 
Mexican-American tough. In hig cups Thurs- 
day night ne vidiied his discarded mistress, 
insulted her company, was invited into the 
street for a duel by ber latest paramour, De- 
metrio, a Greek fisherman, and, accepting, was 
cut to pieces. Demetrio fied and the detective 
department, absorbed by the stock market 
and contemplation of pools on the big trotting- 
race here, have hunted bim 60 far in vain.

jaw and Claus Spreckels, the sugar merchant, 
the monarch infact. Spreckels obtained such

His power over the Canni- 
bal-lsland monarch has waned, however. The 
American Sugar-Refinery Corporation, ani- 
mated by deadly enmity to Spreckels, bas 
contro! of the Hawaiian sugar crop, and found 
#uch favor in the royal court that the Presi- 
dent of the company, Herman Bendel, has 
come back from Hawali knighted and endowed 
with a costly medallion as large as a soup 
plate and emblematic of the highest or- 
der of Sandwich Island chivalry. Sir Herman 
Bendel, the once plain corner-grocer, is now an 
object of awe to his former associates, and the 
sugar of the American Refinery already rates 
acenta pound in advance of the output of 
Spreckels’ establishment. The matter is 
laughable, but also important, as it may affect 
the loan of $2,000,000 which the Hawaiian 
monarchy is trying to float. 


THE PUBLIC LIBRARY, 


The Mutilation of Books to Be Investi- 
gated—The Dearborn Park Site. 

Librarian Poole complained to the Library 
Board at its meetmg yesterday afternoon of 
the wholesale cutting of books being done by 
unknown persous. Valuable books have been 
weil-nigb ruined, and all the work has been 
done secludedly and in a very skillful manner. 
Sixteen large plates were cut from the Iilus- 
trated Catalog of Art and Sculpture” of 1883. 
Mr. Poole thought this book ru deen mut! 
lated by Funk, the crank who committed sul- 
cide in Massachusetts. He said de bad a col- 


lection of books mutilated recently. Bookson 
travel, particularly in Africa and Asia, were 
the ones selected. The Librarian was astound- 
ed at the extent of the mutilation, 
and he suspected some of th emplosés 
of the library. Most of the mutilating 
is done Sundays. Some visitors also nave a 
habit of clipping things from the newspaper 
files. Mr. Poole was instructed to make a full 
written report to the Library Board, and the 
board will make an investigation and report at 
the next meeting. Mr. MacMillan, Chairman 
of the Committee on Future Library, reported 
that he met with four members oi Congress 
and representatives of various military organ- 
izations and that asubstantial ground of agree- 
ment was arrived at fora bill to replace the 
so-called Stafford bill of Gen. Logan. A com- 
munication was read stating that Gen. Logan 
readily assents to any change in his bill deemed 
advisory. 

At a session last evening there were present 
committees from the following organizations: 
The Library Board on Future Library Build- 
ings, the Lovai Legion, Veteran Club, Mexican 
Veterans, National Veteran Association, Ex- 
Confetierate Societies, G. A. R. Posts, and the 
Soldiets’ Home. The entire evening was oo 
coupled in discussing the best means to pursue 
in the acquisition of Dearbora Park. A tele 
gram was read from George J. Brine, the 
President of the Library Board of Directors, 
who is now in Washington, that if any con- 
tract could be entered into by the three 
organizations the bill could be passed in Con- 
gress with any proper amendment that might 
seem necessary. Although immediate action 
would seem to be the proper move at this 
time, the meeting ad jourued without effecting 
a settlement of the long#oughbt object.

A MILLION OF PROPERTY DESTROYED 
LAST NIGHT, 


Two of the Largest Elevators Burned with 
Their Contents of Nearly a Million 
Bushels of Grain—Several Dwellings and 
Other Buildings Consumed — Terrible 
Fate of « Fireman Who Leaped from the 
Top of an Elevator—Two Others Killed. 

DULUTA, Minn., Nov. 27.—|Special,|—The 
most disastrous fire in the history of this 
piace occurred here this evening. Two grain 
elevators, having each a capacity of 500,000 
bushels of grain, and nearly full of wheat, 
corn, flaxseed, and vats, also an aunex to one 
ofthe elevators just about completed, be 
sides a row of frame buildings, were entirely 
consumed, with a loss approximating $1,000,000, 
There were three lives lost. At s o'clock flames 
were discovered in the east end ot Elevator 
„e.“ owned by the St. Paul & Duluth Eleva- 
tor Company, but leased and operated by 
George H. Christian & Co. of Minneapolis. The 
names quickly spread through the top of tite 
building and communicated to the new annex 
of Rievator .“ having a capacity of 400,000 
busbois, and that also was soon in flames. Tne 
fire then jumped over a space about 200 feet 
wide, and soon Elevator A,“ owned by the 
Union improvement & Elevator Company, 
wasin flames. The heat was intense. The 
firemen could do notùum but protect 
surrounding property, but were not very suc 
cessful at that, as a row of buildings 
caught and were consumed, Early during 
the fire Charlies Moore, fireman in the elevator, 
was on top the buildinw, but the flames spread so 
rapidly that they cut off his way and he jumped 
from the cupola, and when the firemen picked 
bim up be was mangied into a shapeless mass, 
buving been instantly killed. The foreman, 
Edward Lee, and an emplové named Laroche 
were inthe eievator, unable to get our, and 
both burned to death. Lee leaves a wife and 
several children; the other two men were un- 
married. The elevators and the grain in them 
are a total loss. Elevator ** A was built in 1870, 
and was worth $125,000. It contained 350, 000 
bushels of wheat, 100,000 bushels of cora, 
11,000 busheis of flaxseed, and 8.000 busheis of 
vats. Elevator e“ was built two years ago, 
costing $80,000. Au annex to it was just about 
completed at a cost of $30,000, but 
had no grain ian it. Elevator 
contained 401,000 busbels of wheat, but no 
other grain. The row of houses burned was 
worth $18,000, divided among different owners, 
each suffering a loss of about $1,500, partially 
The loss on the grain destroyed is 
about $725,000. The elevators are nearly cov- 
ered by insurance, as is also tne grain. The 
following is a partial list of companies and 
their losses;

A Blaze That May Bear Investigation. 

Shortly after 6 o'clock last night Conrad 
Wagner, living at No. 154 Superior street, dis- 
covered flames in the first floor of the Chicago 
Rattan Company's building at Nos. 153 and 155 
Superior street. An alarm was turned in to 
chemical No. 3, ano Chief Swenie arriving soon 
after ordered two alarms turned in. On the 
arrival of the department much difficulty was 
experienced in opening the iron shutters, which 
resisted the efforts of the flremen to gain en- 
trance to the building. Half a dozen 
streams of water were s600n pouring 
into the building, and in a tew minutes 
the fire was under control. The structure 
is of brick, five stories high, and 100x130 feet 
in dimensions. It was Duiit by the Newberry 
estate a sbort time aro, and includes the num- 
bers from 163 to 159 Superior street. The Chi- 
cago Rattan Company occupied the entire 
building at Nos. 153 and 155 except the tbird 
floor, which was used by the Hartley Reciin- 
ing-Chair Company, recently suspended. The 
building ia damaged to the extent of $500 and 
is fully insured. The fire was confined mainly 
to the first floor, although the flawes were 
communicated to the second story by runumg 
up one of the wooden supports. The Chicago 
Rattan Company had an immense stock 
on hand, but their damage will only reach 
$3,000, the stock on the firet floor bemg ruined 
by ure and water, and that on the second floor 
damaged to some extent. The Hartley Re- 
clining-Cbair Company lost nothing. 

BRewardmg the origin of the fire Chief Swe- 
nie thought it might bear investigation. It 
was thought to bave started from a pile of 
rubbish on the floor near the east wallof the 
building, but close investigation revealed that 
it must have burned fiercely in three places at 
once, as the rattan chairs were completely 
burned up in three different spots in the room, 
while between these piaces the stock was not 
touched by the flames. The value of the 
stock of the rattan company could not be as 
certained nor the ivsurauce carried, 


A Boy Scorched. 

A can of benzine exploded at No. 928 North 
Halsted street yesterday forenoon, severely 
burning a boy named Jacob Jacobson. He was 
taken to the Alexian Brothers’ Hospital.

THE ISSUE IN CONGRESS. 


Opinions of Leading Democratic Meiabers 
on the Tariff, 

Boston, Mass., Nov.27.—Some weeks ago the 
Globe sent letters of inquiry to leading Dem- 
Ocratic Congressmen asking what action Con- 
gress should take on the tariff question in tne 
coming session. Nearly ali the replies favor a 
revision of the present laws, though they dif- 
ter as to the means by which it should be ac- 
complished. Following isan abstract of the 
replies. Congressman Coilins says: 

The attitude of the majority should be to press 
some scheme of reduction to a vote under the 
operation of the previous question, if possible. 

Congressman Bragg of Wisconsin says: 


Believing myself that a reduction of the tariff 
is essential to prosperity in business to the coun- 
try at large, I am in favor of keeping it constant- 
ly to the front until success attends the effort and 
u reasonable measure of commercial freedom is 
obtained. 

KA Lovering writes from Washing- 

n: 


Some measure of relief from onerous taxes by 
a revision of the tariff should be given to the 
country at the coming session of Congress. But 
with a majority of seventeen in the present 
House (as shown by its vote last spring) against 
any consideration of the subject I am not much 
encouraged to look for any measure of practical 
relief on this important question by the present 
Congress. Nor can I see much to encourage the 
belicf that the Fiftieth Congress will do any 
better; and I will venture the prediction that if 
any attempt by itis made to reduce the surpius 
revenues it will be rather by wbolishing the in- 
ternal-revenue tax on whisky and tobacco than 
by reducing the tax upon those articles of prime 
necessity entering into the everyday consump- 
tion of the masses of the people. 

Col. Morrison of Illinois says: 


The attitude of the majority party in the House 
this winter towards the tariff question should be 
that attitude which will best secure such a re- 
duction that the tariff will yield all the revenue 
we need and no more, without removing the in- 
ternal-revenue tax on tobacco and liquors. 

R. T. Milis of Texas says: 

The Democratic party ought to, and will, push 
the fight this winter for the reduction of the tar- 
iff. The people engaged in this fight are enlisted 
for the war. 

A. J. Warner of Obio says: 


I think the majority party should favor a tariff 
on all products in the production of which there 
is competition between this and other countries 
sufficient to cover the difference in the cost of 
production arising out of the difference in the 
conditions under which their production is car- 
ried on here and elsewhere. Ihave been plead- 
ing with the leaders of my party to assume a 
more aggressive policy. 

H. Hiatt of Crawfordsville, Ind., says: 


I saw, soon after the inauguration of President 
Cleveland, that his policy was going to run in the 
same channel with the Republican policy. They 
are identical on the finance, on the trite, and on 
the land questions. Cleveland’s policy is in op-

Itis 
generally thought that Mr. Ray will throw up 
the syndicate business and so avoid the danger 
of discipline by the board. 

Robert Bruce Kennedy, No. 169 Dearborn 
street, whose name was given by Myers & Ray 
as a referee in the pampbiet in 
which tney launched “Syndicate A,” 
explained to a reporter how bis naue bad 
come to be associated with Myers & Ray's 
syndicate. Myers, whom he believed to be an 
honest, straight fellow. had a brother who was 
a clerk in bis warebouse at No. 169 Dearborn 
street. He came to him some iittie time ago 
ana mentioned that he was going into the com- 
mission business and Gogebic mining-stock 
business with a Mr. Kay, and asked the use ot 
his name as a reference: Mr. Kennedy said 
that be could not allow his name to be used as 
a reference for the financial credit of the firm, 
as he knew nothing about it; but Myers said 
they did not wish this.

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THE STRUGGLE FOR LIFE. | 


TALES OF PRIVATION TOLD BY EU- 
ROPEAN CARPENTERS. 


Lack of Work and Small Wages Busy Them 
in the Effort to Keep Alive—Complaining 
of Their Inability to Accumulate Any 
Savings—The Workmen of Paris Seem~ 
ingly in Better Condition Then Those 
of London and Berlin. 


Loxpox. Nov.27.—[{Copyright, 1886, by James 
Gordon Bennett.]—Couating carpenters and 
“wood butebers” together, it is estimated 
that about 20,000 men make their living io 
London as carpenters and joiners. Of tnese 
nearly 5,000 are of tho wood butcher,” or in- 
expert workman, class, and therefore do not 
belong to the trade societies. The Amaiga 
mated Society of Carpenters and Joiners, with 
3,000 members in London and 26,000 in Great 
Britain, is the larger of the two trade 
societies. The General Union of Carpenters 
and Joiners, having 1,000 members in 
London and 6,000 in Great Britain. 
is the second. Only a third. therefore, of the 
expert carpenters of London are trade-union- 


all London trade societies the carpenters’ 
unions are for insurance as weil as for trade 
purposes. Age and other disqualifications 
serve, therefore, to keep out many mechanics 
who sympathize with the unions. To keep 
such debarred mechanics under the influence 
of trade-unionism an effort has beqn made to 
bring them into the trade societies as noa-in- 
sured memters at a trifling fee. This entirely 
failed, as it was found the men took no interest 
and would vay no fees except wen 
allowed to share in the societies’ guarantee 
against sickness and lack of employment. 
At present ali Loudon carpenters work fifty- 
two and a half bours per week at wine pence 
(about 18 cents) per hour. This uniformity is 
largely due, it is claimed, to a series of strikes 
beginaing in 1859. In that year a great strike 
of all the building trades caused the introduc- 
tion of the bour system. A twenty-three 
weeks’ struggle also caused a decrease in 
working bours from fifty-eight and a half to 
fifty-six and a half per week and an increase 
in pay from five sbillimgs six pence (about 
51.80) per dur to seven pence (14 cents) per 
hour. In 1866 another penny (two cents) per 
bour wae added by the masters without 
the compulsion of strike. In 1872 an applica- 
tion for a penny per bour more pay and 
a decrease of four bours per week in the labor- 
ing period gcaused a general lockout in all 
branches of the building trade. After a 
seventeen weeks struggie the carpenters 
yielded without having obtained what they 
but this was peaceably given by the 
masters during the next two ears. In 1877 a 
demand for an advance to 10 pence per hour 
was made, but withdrawn, and the carpenters 
took no part in the general strike of that year, 
Since then there bave been no strikes in Lon- 
and, in spite of the bad times, no attempt 
the masters to decrease pay or 
increase the hours of work. The 
relations between employers and em- 
ployed were never better, it is said, than now. 
The regulation hoursand pay are quite gen- 
erally enforced all through London, altbough 
afew firms get more and give less. Unilorm 
pay has, however, brought into existence a 
clase of carpenters who do not benefit by this 
uniformity. They are called improvers or 
learners, and the excuse made for refusing 
them full pay is that they are inexpert work- 
men compicting their trade education at tae 
bencb. They are paid from 3 to 7% vence 
por hour. Isaw one man of 40 who through 
stupidity bes worked all bis life at 6 pence per 
hour. In onesbop I found four improvers ”’ 
among thirty workmen. Apprentices are 
taken for six years at from 81 per 
week for the first year to $3.50 
per week for the sixth year. 
Neither masters nor men like to see ap- 
prentices in the shops. Hence 1 found that 
the sons of most of the carpenters I saw bad 
not learned any trade, but were either clerks 
or unskilled laborers. This system has not 
et forced the importation of German skilled 
abor, as recruits from the provinces supoly 
the demand for fresh carpenters. There are 
sigus, however, that the oarpentering trade, 
like other trades in which apprentices have 
been done away with, will eventually de 
flooded with welktraned foreign work- 
men. No attempt has yet been made 
to force uniformity pr bours 
ay among tue carpenters throughout Great 
ritain. carpenters of Lewes, for in- 
stance, work eight and a haif bours longer 
each week for three pence (six cents) an hour 
less than is paid to London carpenters. The 
result is that country carpenters have flooded 
the t London labor market tn thelr searvh for 
short hours and bigh pay. The building trade 
in London ougbt, from the number of build- 
ings going up, to be in good condition, but it 
is estimated that 3,000 carpenters are 
now out of work. These men come 
largely from the sbipbuilding centres, 
from whicn hard times bave driven 
them. They carry in many cases several dun- 
dred doliars’ worth of tools, the mere cost of 
transportation of which suffices to keep thom 
in London when they once get there. When 
such men are society men they bring with them 
a traveling-card whieh entities them, while out 
of work, to 25 cents a day from any branch to 
which they are accredited. The society also 
keeps ‘“out-of-employment” books, placed 
generally at convenientiy-located taverns. 
The men sign these books daily while out of 
work, and by reference to them See- 
rétaries of branches are able to warn 
the men of any approaching vacancy in 
a shop or building job, Most of the best work- 
men are society men, as by means of these 
books they obtain an important advantage 
over non-soclety Members in their searcn for 
work. Several contractors told me that they 
could not afford to quarrei with trade societies, 
as this would take from them their best work- 
men. The social condition of most London 
carpenters is deplorabie. I have visited a 
weg vee such homes and find in almost ali 
of them total absence of even necessary lux 
uries of all means for enjoyment or pleasure. In 
describing three such nomes I haveexc!uded the 
jamilies in which etorekeeping is added to the 
father’s trade as a means of support, and in 
which, therefore, the trade has become a sec- 
ondary matter. 1 exclude, also. those mectan- 
ics who bave pawned their tools and sunk into 
the ranks of unskilled labor. The toliowing 
examples will serve as average specimens of 
the London carpenter’s bome: J. P. of Chapter 
terrace, Bermondsey, lives in a double two- 
story house with eight rooms, in two of which 
are lodgers, who pay together seven sbiilings 
(about $1.75) per week. The family bas occu- 
pied the house for nine years, and pay sixteen 
shillings (about $4) per week rent. Taxes are 
paid by the landlord. The family consists of 
man, wife, three grown obildren, and three 
smail children. Mrs, P. has been blind for 
some years. The eldest son (23) wa clerk at 
30 shillings (about $7.25) per week. The sec- 
ond son (16) is a reporter at 10 shillings (about 
$2.50) per week. ‘The Other children are at 
bome. All of them are educated at board 
(Government) schools, but bave continued to 
study at home. I sat io the little back kitchen, 
whieh is the family jiving-room. All couking 
is done over an open grate. The furniture, of 
the simplest description, and even tbe partor, 
with a sofa, easy chair, and pictures, had 
about it the same bopelesly sbabby, half- 
clean air whieh made it always pieasant for 
me to step from these homes into the genuinely 
dirty and foggy streets. Clothes were drying 
ju the room in which I sat while asking about 
the family nie. The carpenter rises at 5 to 
5:30. and begin work after a balf-hour’s 
walk, without eating anything. At 8 
o'clock he bas baff an hour for « 
breakfast of coffee at three baif-vence, 
or tea at twopence, and bread. If iv funds be 
may beve a berring or bicater for a penny or 
a rasberof bacon for twopence, the latter 
very exceptional and bespeaking rather reck- 
less progidality than good times. Dinner. at 
12, is eaten at a public house or cookshop. The 
latter gives apiate of meat for fourpence, 
with vegetables tor twopence. The tavern 
gives a room with an open fire free to 
all who buy a mug of beer for tree ba! f-pence. 
At this fre a fien for twopence or a haif 
pound of Stake for fivepence is cooked 
by the workman. Supper if eaten at 
home end n generaliy of tea, with 
bread and butter. The family meanwhile 
makes a breakfast of bread aad butter, with 
ten. Dinner depends large v upon the state of 
the family purse. In bad times all the money 
must go toward food to keep tue man strong 
and well, so that often the wife and children 
find dinner no relief from that monotony of 
tea and bread whioh forms the priocipal food 
of even the better class of mechanics families. 
Mr. P. makes £1 19s (about $9.50) per wees 
when fully empioyed, but out of this sum 
comes flues and reductions due to the sixteen 
compulsory holidays during the year. During 
the last twelve months he has been out of 
work five moutas. 
Mrs. P. said with a hopeless sigh: “I 
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number of bis comrades at the tavern, where 
were cooking their dianers. I passed be- 
bind the bar through a long, low passage to & 
small room in which a dozen carpenters were 
sitting eating at low tables. Temperance 
coffee-rooms are, by the way, avoided because 
of the charge of a half-penny for use of the 
fre. He estimated bis average earnings, 

month im and month out, at 26 shillings (about 
$6.25) per week. and thought « car. 
penter very lucky if be could get 200 days 

workin the year, At such wages he found 
aaving impossible, and said that like most me- 
chanics be lived on credit when out of work, 
and when in work spent all bis surplus earn- 
ings in paying up old scores. With six days’ 
full work a week be could save six shillings & 
week for getting himself out of debt. The 
jandiords must be paid first. To pay his house 
rent when out of work he pawned bis tools, or 
in summer dis overcoat, and in winter bis un- 
dercoat. He also borrowed of bis comrades for 
this purpose. Practically be spent most of bis 
life searcbtag for work or in pay ing off old debts. 
His sons were not apprenticed, because any 
hfe is better than a mechanic's; also because 
he could never hope to save enough money for 
premiums. He did not live in an industrial 
dwelling. because he wanted to live as a free 
man vunbampered by rules and regulations. 
„ Besides, said another man. epidemics run 
through such buildings like wiid-fire.” For 
recreations, be said, he and his family go for 
two-penny rides ina tram-car to some park. 
He bad not been in @ theatre for ten years. 
There used to be balls at the trade hails to 
which families went, but times are too bard 
tor that now. ; 

J. C. lives in Frein street. The family con- 
siste of a man, wife, and four children. They 
live in two small rooms on a second floor. The 
farniture vomprises a rickety bed in each 
room, with several broken-backed chairs, two 
tables., etc. lu spite of the close quarters an 
attempt at cleanliness is made. Mrs. C. is a 
refined, neat-looking woman. The husband is 
a good worker, but not provident. A girl of 
16 works as bartender for four abillings and 
ten pence (about $1.15) per week from 8 a. 
m. to 7 m. The wife makes 
working men’s shirts at 61x pence 
each, finding cotton at fl cost 
of a half-penny per shirt. A shirt takes three 
hours’ close work. All the children are edu- 
cated at board schools. The husband was out 
of work six months of the last twelve. Wheu 
in work he bad often to travel twelve miles to 
bis work, getting up at 4 o'clock. They 
get what they can to eat when he is out of 
work. Oatmeal is not used because the chil- 
dren require too much sugar with it. They bave 
no holiday pleasure and have not been to the 
coloniai exhibition. The children save a few 
pennies during the year for Christmas spend- 
ing. The family have no saving and have 
never bad any. Mrs. C. said with a sigh that 
the banks “will not take less than a penny 
(two cents) at a time.“ 

G. S. of Union row, Newineton, lives @ a 
two-story three-roomed house. in winter the 
kitchen obimney smoked so badly that the fam- 
ily lives entirely in the front room. The fame 
consists of a man, wife, and seven children. 
They pay five shillings threevence (about $1.25) 
per week rent. <A girl ot 21 its out at service, 
getting $60 a year. but bas to dress too well to 
enable her to give much toward the family. A 
girl of 19 is vegetable cook in a hotel at seven 
sbillings a week, but was out of work for 6:x 
months and is now “saving up to buy a bit or 
clothes. Sometimes she gives sixpence or a 
shilling to her mother. A boy of 16 ise a printer 
at seven shillings per week but “ ebil- 
dren eats so hearty you can't get 
much out of a youngster.” as the 
mother said, meaning that the boy's wages 
hardly paid for his keep. The wife goes out 
as a nurse by the dav, making eight shillings 
per week, but work is slack now. The carpen- 
ter bimself has not bad a full week's work 
“for weeks and weeks,“ ana bas not averaged 
over 10 ebillings ($2.60) per week ior the inst 
year. “Last year, the mother said with 
pride, “the children saved four shilimgs and 
sixpence ($1.10) in the penny bank. At Christ- 
mas they drew kK out and bougbt a 
bit of carpet for me and neckties 
for themselves.“ The family has no 
savings and has never saved from year 
to year. it is bard enough to live, let alone 
saving.“ they said. They have no money for 
holiday-maki and bave never been to thea- 
tres and exhibitions. Their tood 16 largely 
bread and tea, with drippings or jam. The 
children get meat two or three times a week. 

The above are fair sampies of the lives of 
average journeymen Carpenters in London. 
There are, of course, those whe save some 
money and rise in life, either as shopkeepers 
or asforemen. There are ulso those who sink 
into utter wretcbedness, but these three sam- 
ples represent, it is said by the trade, a fair 
average of the social condition of those who 
remain jourbeymen. 


PARIS, 


Condition of the Carpenters—A Dismal and 
Hopeless Future. 

PARis, Nov. 27.—|Copyright, 1886, br James 
Gordon Bennett.|—The Parisian carpenters are 
far more intelligent and far more industrious 
than the masons. They number altogether 
4.000. of which 250 are boss carpenters, or 
patrons. Teu years ago the number was much 
greater, but the rapid increase in the use of 
iron, steel, and bronze in cornices, staircases, 
and many other constructions that were for- 
merly made of wood, bas displaced a great many 
wood workers, apd the number of carpenters in 
Paris steadily decreases eVory year. The re 
roarkabie feature of the trade is the secret so- 


cieties into which the carpenters are divided. 
The most important of these is the fraternity 
of the Compagnons du Devuir or Compagnons 
Passantse. This society is the most ancient in 
origin and its traditions are similar to those of 
Freemasonry. The different degrees of the or- 
der are designated by the names of animals. 
Those who bave taken the oathto enter the 
fraternity but are not yet initiated are called 
renards (foxes), apprentices are called tapins 
(rabbits), companions are called ch ens (dogs), 
and bosses are oiled singes (monkeys), 
The object of the Compagnons du Devuir is 
for carpenters exactiy what Freemasonry is 
for society in general. The oaths that bind 
together the Compagnone du Vevoir are as 
solemn and awe-inspiring as those of Freema- 
sonry, and all backsiiding from the sacred 
mysteries and traditions of the fraternity is 
visited with the same penalties as are exacted 
by the strictest Masonic lodges. In tact, death 
penaities are said to be by no means rare, and 
many of the mysterious crimes of Paris 
are creditea by the police to the exe 
eu tion of some of the secret laws of this pow- 
erful fraternity. Formerly the Chief Grand 
Lodge of the Devoir wus at Lyons. This lodge, 
which was burned down a quartér of a century 
ago, contained the sacrea codes and the an- 
tigue archives of the order, many of which, it 
ia claimed, were handed down from the car- 
penters Woo worked in the construction of 
Solomon's Temple. Since the destruction of 
the ancient lodge at Lyons the Grand and 
Worsbipiul Masters of tbe order hold their 
meetings in a large building in the Rue 
d' Alemague, the northeastern quorter of 
Paris. between Belleville and La Villette. 
Another powerful secret society, that origi- 
nated, according to its own traditions, 700 
years ago in the secession of a croup of car- 
penters trom the Devoir, is called the Com- 
pacnonnage dela Liberté. Its chief lodge is on 
the left bunk of the Seine, near the oastern ex- 
tremity of the Boulevard Saint Germain. 

The different degrees of this brotnerhood are 
Similar to those of the Devoir, except that 
their names are changed. For instance, the 
grade that corresponds to the chiens of the 
Devoir are knowu in the Liberté as ioups 
(wolves). 

These societies bave different signs and grips 
that are of course known only to the initiated. 

During the last century these two rival 
brotherboods used to bave pitched batties in 
the streets of Paris, but now their hatred ig 
confined to chasing any interloper of one 
soviety from the workshop of the other. 

It is a rue that all Paris to the right of the 
Seine is the realm ot tne Devoir, while all 
Paris tothe left of the Seine belongs to the 
Liberté, 

During the last few years another society, 
lees fanatical than the two above mentioned, 
bas been formed, called tne Federation of the 
Carpenters of the Seine, the headquarters of 
— is No. 4 Rue de Metz, near the Gare de 

t. 

During the last week 1 have visited the 
lodgings of over 300 carpenters belonging to 
all three of these societies. The lodginws that 
I visited ure situated in the Belleville. Villette, 
Paatin, and Montrouge quarters of Paris. 

The lodging insabited by Jean Courot and 
bis family, No. 48 Rue Laumiere, near the 
Battes Chaumont, is « fair sample of the home 
of au ayerage Parisiau carpenter of industrt- 
ous and thrifty babies. The house isa large, 
well-built limestone building of five stories 
and contains fifty lodgers, married and unmar- 
ried, and mostly ali carpenters. Cocrot, nick- 
named *Courtes Jambes bs his companions, 
belongs to the Devoir Fraternity, and has a 
wife and two childten. He pays 350 francs’ 
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able in the middle of the room, covered with 

red table-cloth, was a cheap petroleum lamp. 
and in a corner on a shelf a few books, inciud- 
ing an old Roman Catholic prayer-book 
and a handbook on carpentry and the 
inevitable Petit Journal. Oourtes Jambes 
is a strong, robust man, about 45, 
with large head and biack, curly hair. 
He has a long body and very short legs, hence 
his nickname. H's wite, Felicie, is a buxom, 
motherly-looking woman, about 40 years old. 
l asked ber what it cost the family to live in 
thie cozy fittie apartment. Se said: 0. 
monsieur, about five francs a day, and we have 
pot au feu twice a week. During my visits 1 
found everywhere proof that the carpenters 
are a most industrious, sober class, and 
over balf of them are married, They have 
three meals a day; breakfast at 9, consisting 
of soup, bread, theese, and a Fluss of vin ordin- 
aire; at 2 o'clock bread and cheese, and in the 
evening, after work, a good bearty dinner of 
stewed meat and tables, cheese, bread, 
and salad, washed down with a pint of vin 
ordinaire, The average price per bead of 
these meals is: Breakfast, one trane, 50 cent- 
imes; lunch, 50 centimes; and dinner one 
franc, 75 centimes. Among the prominent 
carpenters of Paris that I have talked with are 
Messrs. Audijean, Gorion, Renard, Lefevre, 
Tournier, Ferrand, Baleine, Krasty, Pinot, 
Ratier, Chaput, Dubet, Gillard, and Gonot, 
who all live in comfortable apartments 
in the Rue Picanas, Rue d’ Allemagne, 
Rue St. Mariel, Rue Metz, Boulevard la VI“ 
lette, and Rue Ruellice. Want of svaoe makes 
it impraeticabie to reproduce all these conver- 
sations. I will, consequently, state summarily 
tae questions that | asked and the answers re- 
ceived, which seldom differed from exch other 
in important points, and the facts and figures 
contained in Wich I bave verified by compart 
son with those of we chamber of the Syndl- 
cate du Ouvriers Charpentier, Rue de Lutece, 
No. 3, and Rue Verrerie, No. 55. 

„ What is the pay per day’s work!“ 

Nine frames.“ 

„How many bours’ work ver day?“ 

“Ten hours in summer and eight hours in 
winter.”’ 

„What pereentage of carpenters are mar- 
ried?” * 

“About one-half. Carpenters’ wives are 
mostly cooks and bonnes; when they bave no 
children théy work outside the ménage. 
Otherwise they stay at bome end look after the 
children and keep house. The ohildren are 
educated at the public schools, and there is 
probably not a single carpenter in Paris that 
cunnot read and write. On the average car- 
penters manage to put aside some savings. 
The unmarried ones can live with great econ- 
omy and put aside avout a fraue ora franc 
and a half a day, and invest this in the Caisse 
d'Epargne, in the fraternity of the Devoir or 
the Liberté or of the syndicate chamber of 
the trade. Married carpenters, especieliy 
if they have children, cannot save anything 
unless the wives also work at some calling, 
suce as that of cook or bonne. The average 
total daily expenses of an unmarried carpen- 
ter are four franos aday; the average totui 
dally expenses of a carpenter and wife are five 
frances a dey, and, for a family, five and a half 
or n franos a day. The rent is usually about 
300 or 360 frances a year for 4 carpenter and 
hie family; the unmarried carpenter lives in a 
boarding-house garnis, and pays about 30 
francs a month for bed, soup, salad, cheese, 
and bread.” 

“What time do you get up mornings ?"’ 

„At 5 o'clock in summer, 6 o'clock in win 
ter. We usually go to bed about 9.” 

„ What are the relations between carpenters 
and bosees?’’ 

“There are no engagements between them 
and the bosses. The patron can dismiss bis 
workman at any time de pleases without any 
notice whatever, and the workman can put bis 
tools on his back and knock off work also at 
any time without giving notice. However, 
when the patron dismisses the workman be 
must pay the latter the entire day's wages 01 
the day of dismiesal.” 

„How often does pay-day come around?” 

“Once a month; the fret Saturday of each 
month. During the successful strike in 1876 
one of the points gained by the carpenters was 
to be paid once a fortnight, but this has now 
fallen out of use, and pay-day comes monthly 
as before.“ 

Are strikes frequent?“ 

There have been strikes in 1845, 1862, 1876, 
1879, and 1881. The strike of 1845 was the 
most important one, and it was then that car- 

nters first made memselves feit as a power. 

hey demanded that their pay should be in- 
creased from four francs to five france per 
day, and, aithough Louis Philipve proviaed the 
pavions with. soldiers to do carpenter work, 
they succeeded in their demand. In 1876 the 
carpenters Oy striking got an increase of ten 
centimes per Dour, and fortnightiy instead of 
monthiy payments. In 1879 they obtained ten 
centimes per hour. The strike of 1881 was 
disastrous for the carpenters. They demande d 
one traue per hour, and after a long and pain- 
ful etrike were unable to obtain it.“ 

**What is the present state of the trade? 

„About one-sixth of the carpenters of Paris 
are now now out of work. The future is dis- 
mal and bopeless. Wood has become so dear 
in France that the patrons can buy window- 
trainea, door-silis, and similiar constructions 
from Germany and Norway at the same price 
that the same quantity of wood alone would 
cost in France, and, moreover, iron, steel, and 
bropze are constant y replacing wood as mate- 
rial for construction.“ 

Tu sum up, the Parisian carpenter is sober 
and industrious. The secret societies watch 
over his morais and welfare, care for him 
when sick, and bury him when de dies. The 
Parisian carpenter is bright and intelligent. 
His principal recreanon is to take his wife and 
children to the circus or to walk about Sun- 
days in the Bois de Boulogne or Buttes Chaa- 
mont. His dress is simple and neat. He wears 
a black cloth cap, usually pushed off the fore- 
head to the extreme back of the head: a sbort 
vorduroy waistcoat and jacket, and enormous. 
ly wide corduroy trousers, with buge pockets at 
the sides, in which he oarries his tools. The size 
of these pockets enables bim to carry in them 
a plane, a level, numerous chisels, augers, 
screw-drivers, hammers, and gimlets that 
jingle with a pleasant fing as he walks to his 
work. Sundays he wears gold earrings repre- 
senting in mialsture the tools of his profes- 
sion. He also on gala occasions wears the 
coiors of his brotherhood, red and green for 
the Deveir and blue end yellow for the Liberte. 
Earrings in the form of a chisel with the sharp 
end to the front indicates the Devoir; with the 
sbarp end to the rear indicates the Liberte. 


BERLIN, 


A Repetition of the Tales of Misery Téid 
by Workmen of Other Cities. 

BERLIN, Nov. 27.—[Copyright, 1886, James 
Gordon Benaett.|—Com pared with his London, 
New York, or Paris brother the Bertin work- 
ingman is a slow and rather duli person; he is 
also inclined to be distrustful, a fact which no 
journalistic explorer is long in discovering, 
and oarpenters, among whom I have beea 
chiefly moving this week, seem to be the most 
distrustful of all. The Berlin corporation 
carpenters are au important body and muster 
between 6,000 and 8,000 strong. With the ex- 
ception of a few hundred they are thick and 
thin Social Democrats. Whenever there is an 
election they vote solid for the Red 
candidates. They are not doing badly, 
ali thmgs considered, at present. During 
the early part of the year they did remarkably 
well. Building is gomg on ata gigantic rate 
in Berlin, and the new market, barracks, and 
paiaces to be erected should insure wem work 
enough to tide over fhe next decade. Just 
now work is slack, but this is usual late in 
November. Houghly, six-sevenths of the car- 
penters are employed. most of whom work 
ht bours daily. The German zimmerman, 
bowever, is a divinely-discontentea anima), 
fond ot strikes, and feels unhappy unless he 
bas one each year, This spring there was only 
& partial strike here, The carpenters wanted 
five pfennigs an hour hicher wages. ‘The mas- 
ters resisted and many strikers left the city. 
Most of the better ones who remained got 
the raise and the rest were giad to 
resume work at the old prices, The 
members of the corporation muster thick- 
est in the outlying southeast and north 
districts. Their material situation varies with 
the size of their famiiies. Some live in almost 
absolute comfort; many have been miserabie 
beyond conception. Conrad Preuss, No. 6 
Zionskirchplatz towards the nortb, is an ex- 
ample of the first kind. He is married an 
bas two young childrea, with which be inhabits 
u large, lofty room, well, even lavishiy fur- 
nisbed, and attached to thu is a good-sized 
Kitchen. Preuss pars 270 marke rent and 
makes his tive marke a day pretty easily. He 
occasionally contributes to the organ ot the 
Hirsch Dunker Gewerkverein of whicn be is a 
member. He tells me now that the political 
working men’s societies have been suporessed. 
The chief carpenters’ association {is known as 
the local verband, which is part ot the great 
German Genossenschaft der Zimmerieute, Its 
members may be counted by bundreds. 

Wilbeim Franke was telping to jay the floor 
ef a new house when I interviewed him. He 
lives in the northwest district; bas a wife and 
three children; 


gemeinde schules. 
and he stays at home every evening, except 
Sundays, when he sometimes goes out. 

“Yes, we manage to pay our way, some 
now,“ be said, but as to saving, O, daran 
ist garnicht zu denken.“ 

Thirty-five pfennigs is a low rate. The most 
capabie carpenters in Berlin make 40 to 45 
pfennigs. The bosses are paid from 50 to 70 
pfennigs. Some of the best have fixed weekly 
wages. 

Herman Moronn, a poor fellow, makes noth- 
ing whatever. He hurt hie leg some time ago 
and has since been living with his wife an the 
scanty dole of 2 marks 25 pfennigs a week 
allowed bim by his Gewerkverein, and six 
marks a month ere paid by two lodgers for 
one ot the two shabby little rooms be rents 
with a black bole kitchen at No. 14 Rosen- 
thaler strasse. His windows look on to 3 
gloomy court; the paper on the walls is worn 
bare, like the covering on his chairs ana sofa. 
At one end of the room is a bed surmounted 
by a wooden clock and chromo portraits of the 
Kaiser, Kronprinz, and Bismarck. All he can 
allow himself and wife for food is six marks 
weekly. Todo this and pay bis rent, 600 marks 
ayear, be bastoeatup his savings, and bas 
only 50 marks left. Before that is gone he 
trasts his ler will be well again; 
otherwise there is a black prospect. 
How can two grown people be fed 
on six marks a week? Let Frau Marohu an- 
swer the question: Three and a half pounds 
of coarse meat cost 175: rice, 85; bread, 1 
mark: two pounds of cheapest butterine, 2; 
half a pound of coffee, 50; milk, sugar, and 
galt another 40 or 50 pfennigs. Now and then 
Marohn indulges in a 10 pfennig bottle af weiss- 
beer. This and the contemplation of 
muddy streets is their only dissipation. — 

Cari Koch lives on the third floor of a de- 
Dressing house in the courtyard at No. 50 
Reichenberger strasse, in the remote southern 
district. The whole quarter is incredibly 
cheerless; there is bardly acart inthe street 
and the bouses are monotonously awful but 
clean. Koch is doing well. He 
trifle trom bis first wife; the secoud wite has 
two grown up daughters who live with him. 
The latter are seamstresses. For two 
dark but decent rooms and kitchen 
he pays 240 marks. He himself earns 45 pfen- 


nigs an hour, and works eight hours a day the 


best part of the year. Most carpenters take 
it for granted they will be without work tbree 
months. His wite suys she spends 15 marks a 
week for food, which allows the family a 
pound of good meat daily. As for amusement, 
none cap be had for love or money. 
@ Keins, living on Bernauer strasse, near the 
Rosenthaler suburb, was surly. He supposed 
Il would be wanting to know bow often be beat 
his wife next, and piuted that the inquiry was 
some dodge for bringing down wages. 

Karl Musberg, whose address is misiaid, 
was perched at the top of five fligbts of stairs 
na depressing part of the southern quarter. 
He occupies two small rooms and kitchen with 
bis wife, five children, and mother-in-law. He 
pays 240 marks rent, spends 45 marks a week 
for food, 2 marks more for ure and petroleum, 
and earns 45 pfeonige an hour eight hours a 
day. He is *‘toierably satisfied, thank you; 
but these children’s boots cost an awful lot, 
especially those of the two eldest, who go to 
the Gemeindeschule.“ 


I tbought it needless to inquire about amuse- 


ments and savings. 

All these are bappy compared with August 
Boelcker, a veteran of 80, whom I found 
slowly starving—I can't call it living—ip a 
squalid room, ten feet long and halt as broad, 
at No. 74 Neve Reonig strasse, in Eastern Ber- 
Un. The aimosphere was shockingly foul, the 
windows bad not been opeced for days, while 
the beat from an open stove oa which a pre- 
tense of cooking was going on almost choked 
me as lentered. The walie were bare, black. 
and begrimed by the smoke of generations. The 
only turniture was a couple of rickety chairs, 
a few kitchen utensils, a bedstead on which lay 
a poor old woman, Boelcker’s partner. 
Boecker vuys d marks a month for this lux- 
ury. His wife bas deen ul four months, and 
be himself ceased to take an active interest 10 
Carpentering ten years ago. Since then, bav- 
ing prudently subscrived both to the municipal 
Kasee and the relief fund of the Carpenters’ 
Gewerkverein, be enjoys the princely revenue 
of 18 marks monthly. On this, with a few 
charitable scraps, the old couvie exist. When 
Boeicker dies, however, hie beirs will bave 20 
thaiers to bury him. 


WHY ARE WORKINGMEN DISCONTENTED! 


The Commercial Club Succeeded in Solving 
the Problem Last Night.

The subject discussed after the banquet was:

It aroused discon- 
tent because some men prospered, and caused 
many to believe that capitalists were natural 
ly oppressors. Te romove these false ideas was 
believed to be the only way of averting the 
evils of class antagon tems. Wherever it was 
found that the labor. ciase suffered from 
real oppressions relief should be given, but 
the main work was in educating them to un- 
derstand that American institudons and jaws 
are founded on just principles for the protec- 
tion of al) classes, and that capital is the triend 
and rot the enemy of labor. Education of the 
masses was, therefore, the leading remedy sug- 
gested, and in this work it was declared the 
capitalists should take the lead. Dr. Barrows 
spoke or imtemperance as one of the leading 
causes of diseontent, and said something 
Should be done to lessen that great evil.

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THE CAMPBELL DIVORCE. 
THE PROCEEDINGS STILL PANDER TO 
A PRURIENT TASTE. 


Large Crowds Pack the Court-Room to 
Listen to the Sensational Testimony— 
The Counsel for Lord Campbell Denies 
the Allegations Set Forth im the Peti- 
tlon—The Queen Deeply Affected at the 
Birth of Her Grandchild—Literary and 
Theatrical Gossip. 

LONDON, Nov. 27.—| New York Times Special 
Cable. — The talk of all London of course is 
the Lord Colin Campbell divorce, not only be- 
cause of the actual details given in evidence, 
but for the light which it is supposed to throw 
upon the manners and customs of aristocratic 
life. Nothing so shocking as much of what 
was said in court yesterday is remembered in 
English trials. I will only add that after the 
friai had been proceeding several hours a spe- 
olal messenger was sent by the manager of a 
London eveulng newspaper to his reporter in 
court, complairing of the slowness with 
which his report was coming in. The reporter 
replied that for bours be had been sitting 
biting his pen, not a word of what was passing 
betug fit for publication. 

Scarcely any progress was made today in the 
trial. The crossexaminaton did not shake 
the queer story of the mutual friend, who was 
Lady Golin’s sole and uncorroborated witness. 
The opening for Lord Colin's side was incisive 


in style, belligerent in tone, and by no means 
squeamish, notwithstanding tne presence of 


several young ladies. Monday, however, will 


bring a heavy fire on the four co 
respondents, and on Lady Colin ail along 
the line of der busband’s attack. If it 
turn out, as it opened, that sue vressed 
on the marriuge, knowing un condition, neg- 
lected him for the Duke of Marlborough 
within a month of the weading, bad a miscar- 
riage, lived like a widow in elegant libertr, 
was not recognized by the Duke of Argyll or 
any of her busbvand’s family, and was inces- 
sautly indisoreet, it is widely thought the 
sympathy now existmmg for her will change. 
The dramatic climacteric interest will evoive 
later in the week after the discharged servant's 
testimony has been heard, aad my Lord and 
my Lady and the corespondents successively 
enter the witners-box. 

The plaintiff's counsel closed her side of the 
case today. Lady Miles was cross-exawined. 
She said that she was not aware that a cabwan 
bearing a letter from the Duke of Marlborough 
onve entered Lady Campbells bedroom. A 
cabman might, witnesa thought, have handed 
Lady Campbell a letter indoors instead of 
through a servant, and might bare received 
from her a reply direct, because, under the 
ciroumstances ia which she was placed, Lady 
Campbell might have suspected her servants, 
especially her husband's nurse, and feared to 
jntrust chem with any correspondence, 

At that point certain letters which were 
written by witness to the defendant were pro- 
duced, and she was asked if they were bers. 
She said they were, and added that when sue 
wrote them ahbe thought sae was writing toa 
man of donor and not to such a person as 
Lord Colin Campbell bad turned out to be 
[sensation], and that she stil! thought a wom- 
an’s letters ought to be considered sacred. 
|Applause.| Mrs. Duffy, Lord Campbell's 


nurse, Lady Miles continued, invented the 
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Story that Lady Campbell had miscarried. The 


invention was made to conceal the real nature 
of Lady Campbeil’s affliction. Lord Colin 
Campbell had told witness be was endeavoring 
to obtain all the informanon he possibly could 
against his wife in order to sue her for divorce, 
and bad subsequently told witness that be bad 
failed to obtain any. Mr. Russell, plaintiff's 
counsel, corrected his opening statement by 
adding to it that Lady Campbell, when she 
married the defendant, brought him a fortune 
of $30,000. Mr. Russell then gave notice that 
the plaintiff's case was closed. 

Mr. Robert Bannatyne Finlay, Q. C., opened 
the case for the defense, He said it afforded 
inexpressibie relief to Lord Colin Campbell to 
have an opportunity to defend bimseif in 
open court from the gross and oruel imputa- 
tions which bad been put upon him and from 
the charge of edultery whicn had been trumped 
up. Lady Campbell's mother had been told 
the nature of the defendant's ailment ovefore 
the marriage, but she nevertheless urged on 
the union, saylug ber daugbter was wiiling to 
merely act as a nurse to ber husband, and 
even wrote to the Duke of Argyll to press 
upon him a fulfillment ot the engagement. 
During the Easter season of 1882 the Duke 
of Mariborougb, who had been corresponding 
with her, was often seen in Lady Campbell's 
company. 

They visited Leigh Court at same time. 
Doubtiess, Mr. Finlay continued, the Duke of 
Mariborough and Lady Campbell at this time 
were criminally intimate, if they had not been 
before. After this Lady Campbeil went to 
Paris. and on th s journey she was chaperoned 
by Lady Miles. They: remained in Paris one 
monte, the Duke of Marlborough being there 
also. When Lady Campbell returned from 
Paris sbe sent her maid to Switzerland, evi- 
dentiy, the lawyer said, because the maid 
knew too much. That maid would be cal ed 
by the defense and would testify. Aug. 12 
Lady Campbell went to tne Purfleet Hotel and 
remained there with the Duke of Maribor- 
ough until the following Monday. Gen. 
Buller visited Lady Campbell during 
ber husband's absence, and used to remain 
with her as long as three bours at a time. 
Once during one of these interviews some one 
called to see Lady Campbell. She came out of 
the room, shouted “Not at home,” and re- 
turned to Gen. Bulier. In the meantime Lora 
Colin Campbell came home unexpectedly. and, 
while he was still in one of the rooms down- 
stairs, Gen. Buller slipped out on tip-toe witb- 
Out meeting the husband. That same evening 
Lady Campbell was taken ill. Lord Colin 
Campbell remained in Leigh Court from 
August, 1882, to Februarr, 1883, and during 
this time Lady Campbell west to and from 
London wits Dr. Bird. Lord Colin Campbell 
then knew nothm about hie wife's bad con- 
duct, but she nad a guilty conscience, and she 
got Solicitor Lewis to write a letter charging 
Lord Colin Campbell with her iliness and re- 
fusing to lee with bim as his wife. Lord Colin 
Campbell had never beara of sucht a charge bo- 
fore, and of course refused to agree that they 
should not live as man and wife.

Just men of all 
races will applaud your resistance, and twenty 
millions of Irish- Americans will support any 
course Mr. Parnell may adopt. 


What Alexander Sullivan Says About It. 

Alexander Sullivan, ex-President of the 
Irish National Land League, said yesterday 
that coercion would be more of a failure in 
Ireland than ever before, as a greater feeling 
of sympathy exists forthe Irish among the 
English. This is due principally to Gladstone's 


advocacy and statement of the cause of the 
Irish to the English masses, and to the 
presence on the stump in England of Parnell, 
Davitt, and a large number of their colleagues, 
who have so stated the Irish cause to the En- 
giish people that the latter now understand 
precisely what itis. Said he: It would not 
beat all surprising, in view of Churchill's 
peculiar tactios and his manifest willingness 
to imitate the career of Disraeli, if he antici- 
pated the failure of coercion and was anxious 
for ite trial and failure, in order to justify him 
in jumping over tothe home-rule sie him- 
self. It would not be a surprise at any time to 
find Churchill stepping into Gladstone's shoes, 
or endeavoring to do 80. as the advocate 
of an advanced home-rule bill for Ireland. 
While be will never succeed Gladstone in 
abliity. be may be more successful in estab- 
lishing bome rule by usmg ail bis power to 
convert the Tory party. He bas this advan- 
tage, too: that he has not to convert seceding 
Liberals, who termed themselves Unionists 
and united with the Tory Government in the 
last campaign. Nearly all these Unionists 
have, at one time or another, declared them- 
selyes in favor of home rule. Most of the 
Unionists gave as their reason for opposing 
Giadstone in the last election their opposition 
to bis Land bill, which accompanied the Home- 
Rule bill. Churchill can easily persuade the 
Tories that itis better for them and their in- 
terests to recognize the situation and give Ire- 
land home rule tean to continue to attempt 
coercion; and they must agree with him that 
it can only result in failure. It the Tory Gov- 
ernment is really in éarnest and its present 
coercion policy is not a policy of tactics, then 
ite failure will be nope the less sure and em- 
phatic.” 


RACK RENTERS IN DANGER, 


A Prediction of the Struggle Which Ireland 
Will Witness This Winter. 

Si14ao, Nov. 27.—[Copyright, 1886, by James 
Gordon Bennett.]—By the proclamation of the 
Siigo meeting ‘the Tory Government con- 
fesses that its policy of ruling Ireland by ordi- 
nary law is @ failure. Under the pretense of 


governing Ireland with a strong band the 
Salisbury- Churchill combination have been 
really acting as the accomplices of the Nation- 
alist leaders in compelitng landlords to 
give considerable reductions in rent to their 
tenants. This policy of compromise was con- 
cealed under big talk intended to beguile and 
soothe the rampant Tories of Engiand. Gen. 
Bul.er, whose appointment was trumpeted as 
the sign to all men of a vigorous policy to be 
inaugurated when the Tories bad to deal wiib 
rebellious Irisu. and who was looked upon as 
a raging lion from London, bas proved very 
lamblike in Kerry. So far from using the 
military force to oomvel tenants to pay unjust 
rents he has used his power to control unjust 
landlords who wished to use the armed 
forces of the Crown to wring from 
miserable tenants the rents which 
their farms never produced. So notorious bas 
Gen. Buller's sympatby with Irlish tenants be- 
come that the same men who howled for bis 
appointment as butcher-iv-ehief to the Irish 
landlords now loudly demand bis recall as a 
bitter sympathizer with Land-Leaguers and 
other objectionabie persons of Nationalist con- 
victions. It seems evident that party repres- 
sion bes gained the upper band in the councils 
of the Tory Government and that we 
are about to see a new conflict between 
the Irish people and the English Government 
which 18 likely to be bitter and prolonged. The 
pew policy initiated in the place of the cam- 
paigo proposed by United Ireland compels ten- 
apts to deposit in the bands of Nationalist leao 
ers halt ayear’s rent to forma fund with which 
to fight landlords. Under this arraugement 
tenants once engaged in the struggie must 
fight on to the end and cannot go behind each 
other’s backs to get at their landlords. Their 
danger in this new combination is clearly per- 
ceivea by the landlords’ government, and 
Dublin Castle bas determined to make a great 
effort to crush the movement before it spreads 
or takes root in the country. So far the spirit 
shown by the people is extraordinary and 
seems growing. There is no doubt that serious 
resistance will be offered thie winter to the 
collection of rents in the west and south of 
Ireland on those estates where reasonable re- 
ductions were refused. irish members have 
resolved to push the struggle to the utmost 
mit, and there is no doubt that the Govern- 
ment on their side are equally re 
solved to meet the resistance of the 
people with a firm, even cruel, hand. 
Soldiers and police are today coming 
into Sligo in large numbers from all parts to 
suppress tomorrow's meeting by force should 
the promoters persist in holding it. There is 
the utmost excitement among the people, and 
a collision might easily be provoked by any 
intemperate act on either side. This sudden 
isturbance of the political atmosphere shows 
how little foundation there was for Hicks- 
Beach’s recent boast that tne National League 
was already beaten. it would be difficult to 
exaggerate the importance of the new conflict 
on the future of the Tory Government. 
Could they have persuaded Irish landlords to 
act with justice towards the tenants of Ireland 
it would have passed through the winter into 
absolute peace, and the Tories would have 
gained enormous prestige for pushing the 
ship of state through a stormy period 
by means of only ordinary law; but 
Irish Jandiords insist on their pound of flesh 
and to silence their outcries the Tory Govern- 
ment once more has recourée to their tradi 
tional weapon—coersion. It is, we all think, 
the beginning of their cownfall. Withina few 
weeks, probably, many members of the 
Irish party will be im jail, and the 
flood of anger strife will be 
let loose through the country. On this occa- 
gion the provocation has distinctly come from 
landlords, and their challenge has been accept- 
ed. Within a few weeks we sbail be in the 
midst of a conflict, for which the Nationalist 
battle-err will be This winter landiordism 
must die.” while the landiords will try 
with basonet and bullet to collect their rack 
rents.

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ENLARGING THE ARMIES 


ALL THE EUROPEAN POWERS EXPECT- 
ING TROUBLE IN THE SPRING. 


Germany's Proposal to Add One-Tenth to 
Her Soldiers Causes a Flutter—Awk- 
ward Questions Asked About Alex- 
ander’s Deposition—Premier de Frey- 
cinet Showing His Diplomacy in France 
— Political Parties in Germany Struggling 
Over the Septenate Bill-General News. 

Lonpon, Nov. 27.—|New York Times’ Special 

Cable. |—Russia has taken counsel of prudence 

and recoiled before the threatening jaws of the 

trap in ber path. This does not mean tha: she 
has abandoned her purpose of absorbing Bul 
garia, but ehe will go some other way about it. 

Thus we are likely to huve a few weeks of 

relative stagnation in the Eastern question, 

liable to be broken at any moment by a sensa- 
tional surprise when the Kussians shall deem 
the time propitious to move in a new direction. 

They are seriously working as hard as they 

can at Constantinople to coax and coerce the 

Suitan into consenting to make this move for 

them. Thus far the English are con- 

fident that the Turk has resisted Rus 
man pressure, but all the same they 
are not a little nervous lest be may yield. 

Every Power in Europe, as well as several 

states not powers, is proceeding now on the 

conyiction that war is coming in the spring. 

The German proposal to increase the stanaing 

army by a tenth has not unnaturally sent a 

flutter of excitement elsewhere. The press in 

every Capital of Europe discusses the scheme 
and finds a menace of coming disturbance in 
the words from the throne announcing it. 

Two significant features of the proposal may 

not bave been pointed out in the dispatches to 

Ameriva. First, it is stated that eiaborate 

working plans have been made by which the 

whole 40,000 new troops will be absorbea in 
the existing corps witbout a day’s bitch. Milita- 
ry men here say the German corps and division 
system is so carefully balanced now, so wholiy 
the result of long series of experiments, 
that Moltke would not rua the risk of swamp- 
ing it by altering ita main proportions if it 
were not for the necessity of getting the new 
forces ready fur mobilization and action soon- 
er than would be posaibie if he tried to create 
anew army corps. The second notable point 
is that the addition is fixed for April next, 
whereas the septennial law governing the mil- 
itary establishment will then still have a year 
torun. In the face of such a dificult Reichs- 
tag as the present to manage, it is felt 
to be bighly improbabie that Bis- 
marck would adopt the unusual 
and irregular course of ignoring the septenate 
arrangement unless he were able to show the 
gravest possible grounds for such action, for 
the added troops will not come in a bil) to the 

Reichstag for a second reading until the latter 

part of January. By that time much may bave 

happened. There may easily be a new 

Emperor on the throne at Berlin. Some 

new phase of the Bulgarian imbrog- 

lie may dave made absolutely im- 

possible the hope that peace can last longer 

than the snow on the Balkans.

Eugland w hostilely confronted by Russia all 
over the world. At only one point bas England 
any hope of altes in the war with Russia 
which she feels to be impending. If she is at- 
tacked by the Russians in Central Asia, or on 
the Pacific, or in Armenia, she knows perfectly 
well she would have to repel the attack alone, 
but in the Balkans she will be able to calla 
big combination to her assistance. That is 
why Russia at the last moment sbrauk from 
the position she had taxen up in Bulgaria. 
That is why England will take good care to 
force the Bulgarian question upon the Czar if 
be tries to drop it. 

In a few days it is likely that we sball hear 
that the Ghiilza revolt in Atghbanistan is a very 
serious thing. I know officials here are ex- 
tremely nervous about the absence of news, 
and the suspicion is growing that Russia has 
prepared a big diversion there, which will 
compel the English to turn their attention 
away trom the Baikans. This must be in the 
line of wnat I predicted months ago as a prob- 
able countermove of Muscovite diplomacy, 
and itis knowledge of this which renders 
Bismarck and Kalnoky cautious about enter- 
ing into an engagement with England, who 
is liable at any day to be calied to defend her 
whole Asiatic Empire and leave her European 
allies in the lurch. Under these circumstances 
it will be seen that the great game now play- 
ing is very far from being the simple question 
of fostering an iateresting nationality, and 
that the likes and disiikes of the Bulgarians 
are about the last thing any Chancellor of Eu- 
rope bothers his bead about.

Bupa Pesta, Nov. 27.—[Copyriabt, 1886, by 
James Gordon Bennett./—It is believe’ by 
well-informed persons that the Mingrelian 
candidacy will be dropped. The Bulgarians 
strongly oppose it. Even Karaveioff aamitted 
the general sentiment by telling Gadban Pasha 
that the election of Prince Nicholas is impossi- 
bie because the Berlin treaty forbade Circas- 
sians to reside in Bulgaria, which was an ex- 
cellent reply, although ethnologically inaceu- 
rate. Public feeling bere is strongly against 
the Mingrelian Prince. The opposition in the 
Hungarian Delegation consider that his eido- 
tion would be opposed to the spirit of the Ber- 
lin treaty. Count Andrassy éeaid that Prince 
Nicholas would be muon more difficult to re- 
move if eiected than Gen. Kaulbars. Another 
speaker, intimate with Tisza, also op- 
posed such an appointment, but feared 
that a refusal might eventually brovoke war. 
Many people, however, think that some con- 
céssion must be made to Russia, although 
the Government admits that the Berlin treaty 
allows no exceptional position in Russia, yet 
the general consent of the Powers as history 
proves, long allowed such a position in Bu- 
garia, because of Russia's sacrifices in war, 
and as compensation for the Austrian occupa- 
tion of Bosnia. The Berlin treaty forbade the 
election of Princes of reigning families of the 
signatory Powers, but not subjects of those 
Powers. It Battenberg, a German subject, 
was admissible, fairness would allow the elec- 
tion of a Kussian subject. The debate on for- 
eign affairs will continue in plenary session of 
the Hungarian Delegation Monday, when 
Count Apponyi, the greatest Bulgarian orator, 
will oppose Count Kainoky.

deposition. Herr Falk asked whether Count 
Kalnoky, Austro-Hungarian Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, had possessed previous informa- 
tion of the plot and had conferred with Prince 
Bismarck about it at Kissingen during their 
conterence July 22; also whether Kalnoky 
had tacitiy supported the Russian plans in 
Bulgaria, and whetuer bis negotiations in their 
support bad continued until August, resulting 
in the Russian designs being countenanced., 
Herr Szoegyenyi of the Imperial Foreien Office, 
replied for Count Kalnoky that M. Karavelotf' s 
disciosures were known to tne Foreign Minis- 
ter from newspaper reports of them only. The 
speaker referred Herr Faikto the Hungarian 
Premier (Tirsz’s) positive contradiction in the 
Diet Sept. 30 last that the Austrian Foreign 
Office had been concerned in or been previous- 
ly cognizant of the piot against Prince Alex- 
ander. Herr Szoegyenyi added that the cir- 
cumstances which M. Falk bad suggested were 
all absolutely untrue. 

The delegation today voted the credit for 
repeating-rifies for the army without debate, 
and approved the army budget and the eredit 
for occupied provinces.

The Cabinet Crisis Not So Serious as Ap- 
pearances Indicated. 

Parts, Nov. 27.—{New York Times’ Special 
Cable.|—On the surface are many indications 
and rumors that M. de Freycinet will soon be 
overthrown, the Chamber dissolved, and the 
deuce to pay generally, but thé sober observ- 
ers think the Republic really has not been so 
strong for a long time as now, or the peaceful 
reign of the Ministry so probable. It is a 
familiar trick in politics tostir up the dust and 
threaten ail sorts of troubte for the purpose of 
weakening the actual opposition by combating 
asham one. Thus they say Bismarck gets war 
Votes through the Reichstag by pretending to 
see war clearly coming. M. de Freycinet is no 
less clever, and it 18 tolera»ly safe to ascribe 
the most of the stories of dies threats 
to resign and the cabais aguinst bim to the 
shrewdness of his own brain. Certain it is 
that some of the most influential and sagacious 
Orleanist partisans are confessing privately 
that they see no hope for maintaining the 
Royalist organizanon propaganda. Ata Mon- 
archist salon of hien rank the other day, when 
the talk shifted {rom the all-engrossing topic 
of Marguerite Bellanger to the topic of poli- 
tics, even the army officers present who were 
koown to be eager devotees of the cause of 
the King said that uniess the Radicals made 
some extraordinary and incalculable blunders 
the Comte de Paris would live and die in Eu- 
giand. 

Premier de Freycinet in the Chamber of 
Deputies today, answering M. Delafosse, de- 
clared that the maintermuce of peace was the 
Republic’s interest and the Government's 
study. 

Nevertheless, the Premier continues, France 
must not entirely abdicate her position as a 
great Power. She must prevent the dismem- 
berment of the Ottoman Empire and must not 
admit that any Power may take possession of 
Egypt. [Repeated appiause.| M. de Freycinet 
said the Suez Canal question would soon be 
settled in a satisfactory manner. Referring to 
colonial subjects he said France must content 
herself with organizing her present colonial 
possessions. The general policy of the Gov- 
ernment comprised prudence and firmness. 

M. Mechelin moved the rejection of the sum 
asked for to maintain the Embassy at tho 
Vatican. 

M. de Freycinet opposed the motion, dwell- 
ing upon the practical usefulness of the Em- 
bassy. France, be suid, having a concordat 
with the Vatican by which she was charged 
with the protection of Catholic missions in 
the East, which. were rendering important 
services to the country, could not afford to 
dispense with the Embassy. The sum asked 
for waa granted, the voto standing 291 against 
258. The members of the Extreme Left hailed 
the narrowness of the majority with applause. 

M. Delafosse moved to suppress the credits 
for extraordinary missions intrusted to mem- 
bers of the Chamber. 

M. de Freycinet explained that the money 
was asked for in conformity with law and prec- 
edents. He considered that the amendment 
partook of the nature of censure. The amend- 
ment was rejected bs a vote of 313 to 185. 

After seventeen votes bad been taken on 
ameniments the foreign budget was passed 
without opposition.

GERMAN NEWS. 


The Struggle Over the Septenate Measure 
—Religious Question—Miscellany. 

BunLIx, Nov. 27.—The attitude of the various 
political groups on the question of tne septen- 
ate has already become clearly defined. The 
leaders of tne Progressists, Socialists, and 
Poles are determined to abide by their former 
insistence upon the abolition of the septenate 
and in favor of an annual contingeat. The 
Conservatives and National Liberals are equal- 
ly determined to support the Government. 
The members of the Centre continue un- 
certain. The majority are undoubtedly 
host ile, but they await a signal 


from their leaders, who, in turn, 
await the result of the negotiations 
between the Government and the Vatican on 
the recognition of religious orders and the 1m- 
terpretation of the Anzeigepfiicht. Under the 
absolute necessity of eitner acquirmg che vote 
ofthe Centre or dissolving the Keichstag, 
Prince Bismarck is inclined to submit to the 
Vatican. The question on the Anzeigepflicht 
bas arisen in connection with the nomination 
by the Archbishop of Posen of five parish 
priests. The President of the proviuee 
vetoed the nominations. The Archbishop 
refused to accept the veto or to 
name other priests in place of the 
objectionable nominees, and the dispute 
was referred to the Vatican. The Curia main- 
tains that the church engaged only to make 
known its nominees, and that it never recog- 
nized the right of the Government to use the 
veto power. Herr Puttkamer tacitly sub- 
mitted to this view of the question, and the 
Archbishop will confirm the appointments, 
Greater difficulty, however, attends the nego- 
tiations concerning the religious orders. The 
Government promises increased latitude to the 
existence of the orders, but insists upon bay- 
ing close control and supervision of their oper- 
ations. The voice of opposition in the press is 
almost inaudible. 

The public mind is most troubied with the 
demand for urgency for the army bills, and 
instead of awaiting a renewalof the national 
organization in 1888 the Government insists 
upon including appropriations for an increase 
of the army in the next budget, thus causing 
fears that the European situation is pregnant 
with dangers which are near at hand. 
pacific deciarations in the speech from the 
throne have failed to remove these feelings.

O’DONOVAN-RUSSA SHOWS HIS ABIL- 
ITY TO WRITE. 


The Turbulent Irishman’s Views on the 
Poliey of His Successor—Stanley’s Re- 
turn from Africa—All Quiet on the 
Congo—Conkling Reported to Bein Favor 
of Morton for the Senate—Two Opinions 
as to Illinois’ Choice for President. 


New Tonk. Nov. 27.—(|Special.)—The brag- 
art O’Donovan-Rossa said today that there 
wouldn't be any let-up in relentiess dynamite 
warfare on England because be bad been re- 
tired as executive of the dynamite branch of 
the Fenian Brotherhood. He said tnat be had 
resigned, and that he had resigned because 
Americans were down on any man holding 
Office longer than three terms. He declared 
that he didn’t know whether Dr. Hamilton 
Williams was his successor or not, but be did 
know that Dr. Wilhams approved entirely of 
the Rossa dynamite methods. Then Mr. Rossa 
wrote this on a slip of white paper: 

If Dr. Hamilton Williams is my successor in 
the brotherhood work I am as glad of it as is any 
Irishman in America, because with Dr. Hamilton 
Williams I can work for Ireland's freedom. I 


believe there is work for Ireland in that gentle- 
man. O DONOVAN-RoSSA. 


Rossa said that be was going to devote him- 
self to making some money bereatter, and he 
wrote this on a slip of drowu paper: 

I did not consider it proper to remain in the 
convention after my resignation and make my- 
self acquainted with the program of the Fenian 
work in the future. 

He added that be wasn’t going to take an 
active part in Fenian management any more. 
A London correspondent tried to get some- 
thing out of Rossa about the future dynamite 
policy to cable to the English papers, but 
Rossa wouldn't talk to him. It has been the 
custom of the Fenian Brotherhood, atter its 
annual convention, to issue a proclamation to 
the public stating what the next year’s policy 
would be. It was saia yesterday that this 
proclamauon will be issued in a few days, with 
Executive Williams’ approval. 

Henry Stanley Talks About Africa. 

Henry M. Stanley, the famous African ex- 
plorer and Governor-General of the Congo 
Free State, arrived this morning from South- 
ampton on the steamship Aller. He went at 
once to the Everett House, where rooms had 
been engaged ior him. To a reporter, deciar- 
ing himseif to be in good health ana spirits 
but hungry and tired, he said: 

* African alfairs are very quiet at present. 
There were two or three traders killed on the 
Niger River some time ago, but we have had 
no trouble at all on the Congo since I came 
down to it in 1877. In all Africa there have 
been recently bat few deaths among white peo- 
ple occurring in savage wartare. The Bishop of 
Hannington, an English missionary, was 
killed ashort time ago near the coast by the 
powerful King Uganda, who mistook him for 
anemissary of the Germans. The Germans 
are making annexations in Africa very fast, 
and can now lay claim to more than 1,000,000 
square miles of territory on the east coast, ex- 
tending from the Gulf of Aden south to the 
twelfth parallel of southern latitude. They 
bave also secured about 100,000 square miles 
on the west coast. They acquired the land by 
purchase, giving cloth and trinkets for t. „The 
territories on the east coast acquired by m 
are known as Soncali, Gallas, and Zanzabari. 
The savages do not much care about this Ger- 
man annexation, however, because Germany 
has possession only in name.“

* Nothing can be done with them, because 
there is no way in which the produce of those 
countries can be placed on the European mar- 
kets. Of the great rivers in Africa the Niger 
has been given to Engiand. Egypt has posses- 
sion of the Nile, while the Congo is in a free 
state. Germany has no river and can buiid 
no roads because there are no objective points 
to build them to.“ 

Mr. Stanley concluded by saving that the 
cable dispatches announcing that he had of- 
fered to lead an English expedition to the east 
coast of Africa were based upon mere gossip. 
There was notruthinthem. Mr. Staniey has 
been invited by the Rev. Henry Ward Beecher 
to attend service at his church tomorrow. He 
will deliver two lectures while in this country. 

The second Lotos Club dinner of the season 
was held tonight. Henry M. Stanley, the 
African explorer, was a guest. Whitelaw Reid 
presided. Among those present was Lieut. 
Greely. Mr. Staniey was introduced ano re- 
viewed his three African trips—tirst in search 
of Livingstone; second to follow up the great 
Nile problem opened through Livingstone; and 
third to ascertain if the river in the explora- 
tion of which Livingstone lost his life was the 
Nile. Mr. Staniey described bis journey up 
the river through many montbs and bow he 
at last found that the unknown river was the 
Congo. The speaker ailuded to the confer 
ence of the fourteen Powers called by Bis- 
marck at Berlin and the gift of a charter to 
the King of the Belgians to form a free 
State on the Congo. To this free State con- 
taining a million and a half of people the 
King had granted an annual sum ot 2400. 000 
in perpetuity, and took to himself the vredit 
ot the adoption by the conference of free 
trade into the Congo country. 

Lieut. Greeiy eulogized the great traveler, 
saying that hie name was immortal. Chauncey 
M. Depew, Gen. Porter, and others also spoke. 

Thomas Terry’s Estate. 

It is thought now that the estate of the late 
Thomas Terry of Cienfuegos and New York 
will amount to at least 870.000. 000. There is 
$20,000,000 in this country, $23,000,000 in 
France, $5,000,000 in England. and enormously 
valuable sugar plantations in Cuba. All oppo- 
sition has been withdrawn to the qualifying of 
Ewilio Terry as executor for the United States. 
He will be allowed to distribute $15,000,00u 
of the money here and $5,000,000 will 
be held here to await the presenta- 
tion of any claims against the 
estate. Mrs. Juan P. Terry and Antonio Terry 
are on their way to this city to participate in 
the distribution. Mrs. lerry also comes to 
settle ber husband's separate estate, which 
amounts to $1,000,000. Sue brings ber

Connor severed their partnership. stories of 
troubies and disputes between the two men 
and statements touching the unfriendliness 
now existing are abundant, Nothing could be 
further from the facts in the case. A close 
friend gof Mr. Gould said recently that tne 
millionaire’s respect and esteem for Mr. Con- 
nor had never suffered the slightest impair- 
ment, and their friendiy relauoas had never 
been interrupted. Mr. Connor is an almost 
daily visitor at the Western Union Building. 
The dissolution of their partnership was not 
made on personal grounds at all. The reasons 
were business reasons aitogether. The ru- 
mors referred to were probably started by 
Wall street men who bad accounts with the 
oid firm which Mr. Connor wanted to close 
out in a business-like war. 

Morton and the Senatorship. 

The story has been put in circulation that all 
the Conkling men are for Levi P. Morton tor 
Senator this winter.

The True Story of Joel Chandler Harris, 
Dialect Author. 

It is a pity to disturbd the romantic tale that 
bas gone about the country ia reference to 
this popular writer, But the truth is be was 

— not born in Africa, but 
in Putnam County, 
Georgia. He isn’t a 

great Hebrew and San- 

scrit scholar either; 

but au American 

boy, who pnever went 


to school anywhere 

enough to spoil bim. 

. Neither dia his sweet- 

— heart die of vellow- 

fever and leave him aione with bis grief and a 

dead of snow-white halr. His bair is not 

white with grief, but is thick, strong, and 

stubby, and a good, honest red. His first 

work for the public was in a shanty printing 
Office in the woods. 

But the sbanty printing office was burned 
during Sherman's march to the sea. Then 
young Harris went to Savannah, thence to 
Atianta. Like Artemus Ward, tbis luter gen- 
ulne American humorist began life a printer. 
He was a reporter on the Atianta Constitution 
when be wrote the fret Uncle Remus sketch. 
It struck the note of success. The Uncle Re- 
mus stories ere a fasting part of American 
literature as much as Burns’ poetry is a part 
of Scotch life and history. 

It is pleasant to know, too, that he did not 
invent the plantation stories and sketebes, but 
that they are genuifely what they assume to 
be. Mr. Harris has gathered up the negro folk 
lore of the South and preserved it in perma- 
nent form. Only for him many choice and 
quaint treasures of lierature would bave been 
lost. 

The best known of the sketches is the strange 
and striking legend of * Brer tox and the Tar 
Baby and Brer Rabbit.”” Mr. Harris is 40 veara 
old, a delightful friend, and a bard worker in 
literature and journalism. The Century maga- 
zine now publishes bis productions in advance 
of their appearance elsewhere.

SHE BORE TWO MAD KINGS. 


Queen Marie of Bavaria, Mother of the 
Late King Ludwig II. and of King Otto, 
From time to time rumors reach the Ameri- 

can public suggestive of the development of a 

movement in Bavaria to dethrone Otto L., who 

has been a lunatie nineteen years, and to make 
his uncle, Prince Luſtpold, now Regent, King 
in his place. In connection with these ru mors 
are evidences that there is a belief more or 
less widespread among the people of the king- 
— dom that not ouly was 

Ludwig II. foully dealt 

with, but that the mis- 

erable Otto could well 

be spared to make the 

way easy for a change 

of sovereign. Otto is 

the only one ieft of 

Queen Marie’s chii- 

dren, and she bas been 

a widow nearly twenty- 

three years. History 

searcely furnishes a 

more pathetic specta- 

cie than that presented 

in the sad story of 

Queen Marie. She is described as a Christian 
matron, possessed of sublime patience and 
steady courage. Her sweet motherly counte- 
nance is the faithful index of her serene in- 
ner life, calm amidst troubles the severity of 
which but few mothers bave to endure. 

She was born Oct. 15, 1825, a daughter ot 
the late Prince Wilhelm of Prussia. Oct. 12, 
1842, sbe was married to Prince Maxmilian, 
Crown Prince of Bavaria, who became King 
Maximilian II. in 1848, in consequence of a pop- 
ular revolt against the administration of Lud- 
wig I. Her son Ludwig, who became King at 
the death of his father in 1864, was born in the 
year 1845; and Otto, the present mad King, in 
April, 1848, shortly after the time when bis 
father ascended the throne, and also before 
the storm of political revolution had swept 
over the country.

A Brief Essay on the Facial Expression of 
Stenographers. 

In all the advertisements and circulars which 
the various shorthand schools and colleges are 
sending broadcast over, tho country regarding 
the qualifications of students whom they have 
graduated I find one point not alluded to: and 
as I believe this omitted point something nec- 
essary to the success of every one acting as 
private secretary it seems to me it should be 
taught, or, at least, spoken of as a necessary 
requisit in the proficiency of shorthand writers. 

In these days when so much attention is 
given to the Delsarte method of expression by 
those who are fitting themseives profession- 
ally for the stage, and the look without the 
accompanying words can be made to express 
emotion of auy kind, I would suggest a 
method—differing from the Delsarte in the op- 
posit extreme—which should be used in con- 
nection with every system of shorthand, that 
pupils may learn not to accompany their dic- 
tators’ words with varying expressions of 
countenance, but so train themseives that 
they can assume & stoical expression which 
they shall wear at all times, and out of which 
they will not be surprised under the most try- 
ing circumstances. 

In my experience as private amanuenais in 
a large wholesale house I have learned this 
for myseli, and now would help others just en- 
tering the field who have no idea how much 
depends upon tus cultivation of facial expres- 
sion; or rather, the cultivation of non-expres- 
sion in the face. 

Have youa keen sense of humor, and are 
you unfortunate enough to see che ridiculous 
side of everything, then I warn you to so train 
yourself that, while laughing inwaraly as 
much as you please, not even the fringe of 
your eye-lids shall quiver, or the corners of 
your mouth twist, when your dictator ex- 
presses himself in so peculiar a manner as to 
excite your risibies. 

If brought up in a conscientious family, 
with no knowledge of business entanglements 
which necessitate the telling of * white lies,” 
then again will it be well for you to be versed 
in facial expression to the intent that when 
you are receiving words from your dictator's 
lips exactly contrary to opinions expressed by 
bim in previous letters to other parties, your 
eyes shall not open wide with a questioning 
look but will maintain a down-cast, “none of 
my business.“ position, which at all times suit 
your employer, for where ig there a business- 
man who wants his conscience sitting at his 
elbow, ready to say in lookgs—because it dare 
not in words—*“* You are not telling the truth, 
Sir.“ 

If you pride yourself upon your correct 
gramnar and wince involuntarily at the indis- 
criminate mixing of pronouns and tenses when 
in the presence of people not related to Rich- 
ard Grant White, then will it be necessary for 
you to be well trained that not a shadow of 

horror will pass over your countenance when 
your dictator begins a letter in his most con- 
sequential manner. We done the best we

If you 
feel each hair rising, each muscle of your eye 
wincing, and all the wrinkles of your torebead 
holding an indignation meeting at a common 
ceutre, I warn you to suppress them all.

THE CHEAP NOVELS. 


American Authors Now to Have Their Turn 
at Popularity. 

New York, Nov. 26.— [Special Correspond- 
ence.|—John W. Ruoades, treasurer of one of 
the great news companies, talked very inter- 
estingly of the book trade yesterday. From 
one publisber or author be puts upon the mar- 
ket a new novel, original or stolen, every day: 
in fact, he thinks the number will average seven 
or eight in every six days. He thinks the pocket 
editions are knocking the big vamphlets out, 
and only about one a month of the latter are 
issued. That was not to be wondered at, but 
it is strange, as ne says, that 25-cent books 
should sell better than 10 cent ones. The peo- 
ple seem to be tiring of the very cheapest pub- 
lications. and whenever, as was the case with 
„ Kidnapped,” a book ip issued at 25 or 50 
cents as weil as at 10 cents, the dearer edition 
sells the better. 

Ine American novel is finding a sale under 
new conditions. The fact that American novels 
have always been copyrighted and sold at $1 
or $1.50 a volume bas limited the sales. Re- 
cently the experiment of putting a cheap, 20 
cent edition of E. P. Roe’s works was tried, 
and some of his books reached a sale ot 100,000 
copies. Katbariue Green's ‘* Leavenworth 
Cas e was subjected to the same experiment, 
and it also made a great hit. It looks, there- 
fore, as if the American novel needs only to be 
put on a par with the pirated novel in price in 
order th take its place among the popular in- 
stitutions of the time. 

There has been something very interesting 
to men in the book trade in watching the 
growth in saies of such heavy series as Cas- 
dell' Library, which consists in a reprint of 
the solid old classice at a few cents 
a volume. There are other libraries“ 
of the same _ sort, some religious, 
some scientific, ana some bistorical. 
All do better and better every mouth. The 
reason, Mr. Rhoades thinks, is that people tire 
of novel-reading. Macaulay calls novels the 
sweetmeats of iiterature, and too much read- 
wg of them appears to pall on the ‘taste like 
too much candy-eating. For a change and rest 
the novel-readers are turning to the classics, 
to philosophy, to scientific works and books 
on religious topics. Thus the Niagara of cheap 
noveis seems to bave done a world of good in 
tempting those who never read at ali to read- 
ing first light literature and then solid and im- 


proving works. ‘

CHICAGO’S CLOCK-TOWERS AND THE 


TIMEPIECES THEREIN, 


The Mammoth Instrument in the Board of 
Trade Building—Clocks at the Railroad 
Depots—A Suggestion for Saloonkeepers 
-—The North Division City Railway's 
Clock and the Clock on Seipp’s Brewery 
—What's the Matter with Home-Made 
Plate-Glass for Dials? 

Tower clocks were probably first invented 
by somebody who owned a Waterbury watch 


and wanted a clock to regulate it by. Chicago 


has six first-class tower clocks, and bas towers 
for about thirty more if anybody oared to put 
mem in. But six areenough. Nearly every- 
body in Chicago owns a watch—why shouldn't 
he, indeed, when storekeepers are giving them 
away? “A suit of clothes, a hat, a pair of 
shoes, two shirts, a necxtie, a pair of socks, 
and a nickel-plated watch, all for steen dol- 
lars —Who would be naked or watchless with 
such offers going a-begging? The tower clocks 
have their uses, nevertheless. They enable 
one to tell the time accurately, which is one 
great point. The trouble with a watch is that 
it is always five to twenty minutes off, and 
takes a “ghoulish giee in making its owner 
miss bis train. 

The Board of Trade clock is the largest and 
strongest clock in the United States and prob- 
ably in the world. Phil- 
sdeliphia bas been fig- 
uring for years on get- 
ting a clock for her 
new city-ball that will 
be big enough to take 
the shine out of Chi- 
cago’s Board of Trade 
clock, but the proba- 
bilities are that she 
will have to abandon 
her ambitious ideas. 
Such an enterprise 
would be too big fora 
city. like Philadelphia 
to undertake — and 
coming within ten 
years of the Centennial 
—— — would be 
sort of crowding things, 
THE BOARD OF TRADE anyhow. The Board of 

CLOCK. Trade clock vroper 1s 
much bigger than there is any call for. Its 
work is to carry the bands on the four eleven- 
foot dials of the tower, on one six-foot dial in 
the Exchange Hall, and on one thirty-inch dial 
in the delivery-room. But its diai-operating 
power is practicaliy unlimited. It could carry 
the hands on 100 dials, each twenty-five feet 
in diameter, just as easy as on the four eleven- 
foot dials—so the maker says. According 
to the regular tower-clock schedule, dials 
should be at least one foot in diameter for 
every ten feet of elevation im order to look 
well and show plainly. The Board of Trade 
ciock should therefore have twenty-five- foot 
dials instead of eleven. With this dial the 
time could be easily noted a mile off. 

But tower architects and tower clock- 
makers are never able to agree. ‘Give us a 
tower wide enough for a decent dial plate.“ 
says the clockmaker to the architect. Can't 
do it, y' Know,” says the architect to the 
clockmaker; it would spoil the beauty of 
the architecture and maybe endanger the eta- 
This is why the Board 
of Trade clock is too big for ite shelf and is 
wasting its strength in the tower. 

North-Siders have two tower clocks—one at 
Clark and Division 
streets, over the North 
Chicago City Railroad’s 
offices, and the other 
at the Northwestern 
Depot. The street-car 
company’s clock is 
probably intended for 
the use of the street- 
car conductors and 
drivers—when it gets 
around to 1 next morn- 
ing they kuow that 
their days work is 
done, and that several =~ 
hours must elapse be- 
fore they have to go oon 
duty again. If it wasu t 
tor that clock they 
micht know no better 
than to work all night. 
What is the matter 1 
with Mr. Holmes and . YERKES CLOCK. 
Mr. Cregier that they do not also put up tower 
clocks? 

The Wells. street clock is useful to let one 
know when he is too late for his train, so that 
he need not break bis neck down the stairs in 
a vain endeavor to be in time.

SPOTTING THEIR TILLS. 


Methods Taken by New York Saloonkeep- 
ers to Keep Bartenders Honest. 

New Tonk, Nov. 26.—] Special Correspond- 
ence,|—The trouble saloonkeepers are put to 
in this city to keep what they get over their 
bars is simply amazing. The mechanical de- 
vices for preventing thefts by bartenders no 
longer serve the purpose, though the number 
of checks of this sort in use increases every 
day. In the busiest places one now sees that 
an extra hand is employed to handle the cash, 
whiie the bartenders take the metal price- 
cards from the registering. machines, hand 
them to the customer, and then turn 
the cash over to the cashier and 
drop the pricecard into the ilock-box, 
whose contents are @ounted up at 
nicht and must correspond with the cash. But 
itis what one does not see that is most sug- 
gestive of the merciless robbery td whicb the 


proprietors either are, or think they are, sub- 
jected. There is one large place on Third ave- 
nue which bas the dweliing rooms of me pro- 
prietor over it. Tiny holes are cut in the floor 
over the cash-drawer and, day and night, the 
eyes of some member of the proprietor's fam- 
ily are giued to these orifices. In another 
piace, in Harlem, the proprietor employs men, 
who are unsuspected by the bartenders, to 
loiter in the barroom and surreptitiously keep 
account of every cent taken over the bar while 
they are present. Whena second one comes 
in the first one either goes away or bangs 
about to hinder the bartender from suspecting 
collusion between the two, 

In Sixth avenue, only a iittle way below 
Twenty-third street, is a large busy saloen, 
about which chere is only one feature not no- 
ticeable in any other piace of resort. That 
is a box-like protuberance in the wall parallel 
with the side street. Cases of wine and bar- 
rels are piled around this so as to make it as it 
tie noticeable as possible. It is a secret room 
entered in two ways: by a door from the street 
and by a sienderiron etaircase from the room 
oyerbead. It is always kept dark, so that no 
one can easily distinguish the little slits 
in it that command a view of the bar. 
The wife of tne proprietor spends most of ber 
time in that box watching the bartenders. 
When she wishes to be relieved sbe bas a way 
of notifying her husband, if be is in the sa- 
joon. He ther slips on bis coat and bat and 
goes Out into the street. He slips into the se- 
oret side door and takes bis wife's piace at the 
peep-hoies. If he is not in the saloon his wife 
waits for him or summons another member of 
the family from up-stairs. This saloonkeeper 
is a German, and is worth $150,000. He says 
he would not bave been worth more than half 
that except for his caution. His bartenders 
know that they are watched and bow they are 
watched, but can never tell when any one is 
in the mysterious box or when it is empty. 

All the modern tell-tale devices are in use in 
this saloon, but the proprietor has litt le faith 
in them. He says that smart bartenders can 
beat any machine that was ever invented. He 
gaye that the trouble is not that bartenders are 
any more dishonest than other men, but that 
the nature of the business is such that it is 
impossible to take account of stock as in 
other trades, and the waste must be excessive 
before it can be proved.

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AN ODD ALASKAN RACE. 
ONE TRIBE OF ESQUIMAUX AS TALL AS 
WHITE MEN. 


The “Mutes” and Some of Their Strange 
Customs—Supposition that the Race Is 
of Tartar Origin—Ivory Worn in the 
Lips—Fashions Which Have at Least 
the Merit of Originality—Throwing a 
Woman's Heart Into the Sea for Luck. 

Dwelling in that portion of the Territory of 

Alaska north of the Arot io circle is a race of 

sturdy, docile, but withal independent people. 

Little knowledge is possessed regarding the 

race by the public. W. H. Dall and R. W. Nel- 

son, both of the National Museum, are the 
only two gentlemen who have written regard- 
ing these people, and although both of them 
have compiled data through the aid of inter- 
preters, the information gained by this means 
is very meagre. An acquaintance with these 
people, gained by a long residence among 
them, travel over the country between the 
sixty-third and seventy-first parallels of lati- 
tude, together with a knowledge of their lan- 
muage, enabled me to obtain aa insight into 
their customs and manners. In previously- 


published works this race has been denom- 

inated by the word Innuit.“ This nomen- 

clature arose from the incompetence of inter- 

preters. The * Inuit“ means men,“ being 

the plural of Innuk, man.“ ‘These people 

: have no name as a race, 

but designate them- 

selves *‘ mutes,”’ which 

literally translated 

means “a dweller at or 

upon.” For instance, 

a native born at the 

village on Point Hope 

(Tig-erach) is a Tige- 

rach—tmute; one born 

at Point Barrow is a 

Noo-wuk mute, and so 

on, deriving their class- 

ification from the place of nativity. This is 

somewhat similar to our custom of saving a 

New-Yorker, a native of the Empire City, a 
San-Franciscan, or a Bostonian. 

The popular idea prevails that these people 
resemble those living on the eastern shores of 
the Arctic Ocean and Greenland, but while on 
the Greenland side thé stature of the natives 
is small, upon the Alaskan eide numerous 
measurements taken by me of both sexes show 
an average hight in the males of five feet eight 
inches and in the females of five feet four 
invhes. There are many men, and women, 
too, especially at Point Barrow and Point Hope, 
that measure nearly six feet, and ali well pro- 
portioned. In their facial characteristics these 
people partake of the Mongolian type. Ex- 
amination of skulls and living persons shows 
the high prominent cheek bones, the oblique- 
sbaped eye setting, the elongated nostrils, and 
straight, coarse black hair of the Asiatic race. 
By reason of their hardy life their limbs are of 
a strong mold. The only malformation that I 
observed among them was atendency in the 
knees and feet to bend inward. More esvecial- 
ly is this to be noticed in the women, a circum- 
atance I attribute to their carrying heavy 
weights upon the lower portuon of the spine, 
while the uneven surface of the ground forbids 
walking in any level manner. Another reason 
for this malformation is the length of time 
these people are confined to their boats when 
traveling along the coast. Throughout the 
entire Territory of Alaskaand the Aleutian 
isiands it is very rare to see a native of either 
sex exhibiting a perfect upright carriage. The 
Aleuts at the Seal Islands and Onalaska, both 
males and females, resempie in their walk the 
waddle of a duck. 

Physically these mutes are very strong, their 
powers of endurance are great, and, asa se- 
quence to the sole aim of their exristence—1. e.: 
to obtain food—their powers of observation 
and acuteness in bunting, both on land and sea, 
are strongly developed. Were it not for the 
thick layers of dirt covering their skin the 
complexion of these people would be almost 
white. Until old age comes on their teeth are 
well shaped and sound; their eyes of a deep 
brown bue, bright and sparkling. and extreme- 
ly expressive. Many cases of marked good 
looks can be seen among them, while intelili- 
gent and pleasing manners are general cbharac- 
teristics. The family 
relations existing be- 
tween these people are 
somewhat difficult to 
determine. This arises 
from the fact that when 
a wan takes a wife be 
may retain her as long 
as be pleases, or she D 
may leave him and ob- 7 * 
tain another protector. f Oy ‘\ 
Instances where the ¥ * 
woman never leaves her first protector are 
rare. The custom of adoption by purchase or 
gift is another peculiarity among these people. 
In common with Asiatic tribes, the desire for 
male offspring is great, not in any way to per- 
petuate the family name, but simply as a pro- 
vision against old age on the parents’ part. 
Adoption is generally resorted to when the 
first wife bas no male offspring. In some cases 
I bave known men to be the protectors of two 
and three women, but these are exceptions. 
When a child is adopted by either a man or 
woman the adopters bave full sway over the 
child. Should, however, at any future time 
the adopters have a male child of their own, 
it becomes the heir to all, to the exciusion of 
the adopted one. 

While the mother 16 always the first to be 
be consulted before any marital arrangements 
are entered upon, a journey undertaken, or 
trading engaged in, the father’s assent is the 
final one to be obtained. But, living as these 
mutes do in community, each one’s affairs be- 
comes his ne)ghbor’s, and every one bas some- 
thing to say in another’s affairs. Garrulity is 
a prominent trait among the women, who 
are quite on a par with thoir civilized sisters in 
retailing gossip and scangal. Whena man de- 
sires to become possessed of a giri to share his 
fortunes overtures are made to her parents 
anc berseif. Sbould acquiescence be obtained, 
presents of skins and food are made to the 
girl's parents and she becomes his spouse. 
Sach emotions as love, tenderness, or endcar- 
ment are unknown; the woman is simply re- 
garded as a worker, to sew, and cook, and 
bear children. Unless 
she by force of charac- 
ter obtains some luflu- 
ence over the man her 
Jot is anything but en- 
viable. Upon the least 
fit of anger upon bis 
part cuffs, blows, and 
kicks are showered up- 
on her, but these do 
not create much astonishment in the village, 
simply forming a theme of gossip among the 
old women. 

While, however, good relations exist be- 
tween the pair events such as goihe upon a 
hunting trip, trading for skins, or the making 
of new garments form subjects for mutual 
vonsultation. Women do by far the greatest 
share of labor. It is their lot to drag the seals 
over the ice when shot; to tramp miles to 
fetch deer or other game to the village; to 
cook, to make fires, sew, and repair boats and 
garments, and attend to every matter of 
household duty. The nobie lord of creation 
confines himself to hunting and trapping. 

A belief in the presence of evil spirits con- 
stitutes the only religious ideas among the 
mutes. There are among them individuals 
called Toonrachs, corresponding to the sha- 
mau of the Siberian tribes. If a person is sick 
before the whaling season commences, or a 
child is born before gom on a journey, or 
building a house, the services of the shaman 
is calied into requisition. The modus operanai 
in every case is very similar. The shaman, 
after a long spell of silence, suddenly begins 
to roll his eres, convulsive shakes pervade his 
frame, and he gives utterance to various 
groans aud sighs intermingled with sentences 
pertaining to the subject upon which he is en- 
gaged. During the time of his performance a 
continuous beating upon a drum is kept up. 
Toward the end paroxysms, or rather convul- 
sions of exultation similar to what bave been 
described as prevailing at the finale of a Shaker 
meeting, are exhibited by the shaman, Froth 
exudes from bis mouth, dis eyes glare and 
roll, and his whole frame is contorted, Per- 
spiration pours from bis face, and he ig en- 
tirely exhausted. The loud invocations to the 
evil spirits to vacate the body of the sick 
person, or to drive them away from the sea to 
enable the whales or seals to arrive, become 
gradually subdued, dying away into incoherent 
mutterings. Then aftera while be regains 
his composure, complacentiy smokes his pipe, 
and receives his pay for services performed. 
If the operation is performed over a sick per- 
son and recovery does not ensue the payment 
made is returned, a custom that might be ad- 
vantageously adopted among civilizea per- 
sons. 

Some curious superstitions are also to be 
noted. If a person 13 sick, iron tools, such as 
axes or knives, cannot be used in the house. 
Upon a man's grave his sied is placed, but 
broken to pieces, and bis kyack meets similar 
usage. Furs, spears, and rifies are also de- 
posited, while if the individual bas killed 
many whales the long jawbones of the baizna

u the two corners of the lips of the males 
o lateral incisions are made, into which tab- 
lets of ivory, stone, or beads ore inserted, the 
orifice becoming extended as the individual 
grows older. These tablets are oval in form, 
baving a groove upon the under surface, 
which, fitting into the orifice, prevents them 
from falling out. Within the last few years 
the custom of cutting the lips is becoming 
abandoned, and it is probabie that a decade 
will witness the young men devoid of this cr 
namentation.. The women bave ‘ongitudinal 
Stripes tattooed upon their chins, diverging 
from a centre in slight curves, 
wear bracelets of brass, iron, and copper wire. 
The male style of wearing the hair is somewhat 
like the tonsure of a monk, the centre of the 
scalp being bare, while the hair bangs over the 
forebead and ears like fringe. Hirsute ap- 
pendages upon the face take the form of a few 
straggling bairs on the upper lip and chin, and 
these are only seen on elderly persons. Women 
put their bair into plaite depending on cithe 
side, which are ornamented with long string 
of small seed beads obtained from. traders. 
Deerskin, squirre!, and «muskrat pelts are 
utilized for ciotoing. Inner shirts of fawn- 
skin and outer coats of summer deerskin, 
with pants of similar material, are worn by 
both males and females. The fair sex, how- 
ever, have their shirts cut round at the bot- 
tom and wear trousers and boots sewed into 
one piece, while the men’s garments are simi- 
lar in shape to poncbos, their trousers coming 
only to the knee. Deerskin socks, with the 
hair turned inward, with seal or deerskin boots 
having seal-hide soles, comprise the footgear. 

All the clotbing is sewn with sinews obtained 
from the deer's legs and back and made up 
into thread. Three 
cornered needies are 
used for sewing, these 
being deemed the best 
for working upon skins. 

Strips of wolf and 

wolverine hair fringe 

the hood of the outside 

sbirts, which serve as a 

protection against the icy blasts of the winter 
winds. Upon the back portion of the outside 
shirt charms, as protection against evil, are 
seen, These consist of the skin of an ermine, 
a mink’s tail, or a crow’s head and beak, while 
a belt with the tail of a woif or wolverine de- 
pending at the back serves to confine the shirt 
at the waist. Coats and trousers of the latest 
San Francisco styles are being gradually intro- 
duced by the traders among the people, but 
their use is confined to the summer months 
only. There is no doubt that in course of time 
civilized clothing will be sought after by these 
mutes, as the skins which they formerly 
utilized are disposed of in trade and prices 
paid that excite their cupidity. But owing to 
the rigor ot the winter season, dcerskin can 
never be entirely displaced.—San Francisco 
Chronicle. 
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SCIENTIFIC BREVITIES. 


Adulterated Foods and Drugs—I the Use of 
Opium Increasing ? 

The Local Government Board of London 
have just publighed an annual report setting 
forth the great advantages gained from con- 
tinued analysis of foods and drugs. In 1875, 
when public attention was first oalled to the 
matter, fully one-half of all the sam>ies were 
adulterated; while but 13.2 per cent of those 
examined last year were thus tampered with. 
The greatest per cent is liquors (23.1 per cent); 
then butter (18.8 per cent); and then, in order, 
coffee, mustard, and milk. Confectionery and 
beer are quite free trom adulterations, while 
none were reported among the samples of 
flour, sugar, pickles, tinued vegetables, jam, 
and wine examined. 

la this connection the report of Prof. 
Edward 8. Wood of Boston, Analyst of Food 
tor the Massachusetts State Board of Health, 
just published in their report for 1885-86, WII. 
be read with interest. During the year he ex- 
amined 1,747 samples received from the in- 
spectors of the board. 1,024 of which proved of 
good quality, and 723 aduiterations. The de- 
crease in aduiterations has deen steady, and 
the grade of goods of a correspondingly bigher 
quality. 

Is the use of opium increasing in the Unitea 
States? The following data from the United 
States Commerce and Navigation Reports 
would seem to indicate that euch is hardly the 
case and to haye important bearing. There 
were imported to the United States:

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Prof. F. H. Snow of the Kansas State Uni- 
versity states from observations at Lawrence 
that except in 1879 the last October was che 
warmest recorded for nineteen years, The 
rainfall was but little more than halt of the 
average. 

The artesian well at the Belding Bros.’ silk 
mill, Northampton, Mass., is at a depth of 
3.024 feet. Twenty-five thousand dollars has 
been expended already, but no sufficient sup- 
ply of water has been obtained. 

Extensive experiments ia oyster-culture 
bere bave been carried out by the United 
States Government. Particular attention bas 
been paid recently to methods for 
preserving the young. Wire baskets 
three feet wide, three feet high, and 
six inches deep are usea for coilecting 
the spat, which adhere closely to them. Mud 
is the great enemy to the oyster industry, and 
by this scheme the young oysters are kept 
clear from the destructive sediment by fre- 
quent shaking of the baskets. It is said that 
an average oyster under favorabie conditions 
will yield 10,000,000 young. 

What promises to be the largest electro- 
motor in existence is now being constructed 
at the Rhode Isiand Locomotive Works. The 
machine, designed by Messrs. R. M. Bentiey 
and W. G. Knight, is intended for use on the 
proposed underground railway in New York. 
The engine runs upon 61x wheels, sixty-eight 
incoes in diameter, and is provided with elec- 
tric head-lights, bells, and vacuum brekes, all 
working automatically by electricity. 

Mr. O. W. Huntingdon has given an interest- 
ing paper in the October Journal of Science 
upon the ‘Crystalline Structure of Meteor- 
tes. Aside from the valuable technical 
points considered, the study shows that the 
occurrence of these large masses of meteoric 
iron occluding hydrogen gas, and containing 
nickel, cobalt, phosphorus, sulphur, eto, im- 
plies a combinauon of conditions which the 
spectroscope indicates as actually realized in 
our own sun and in other suns among tho 
fixed stars, and the most probable theory 
seems to be that these masses were thrown off 
from such a suv, and that they were slowly 
cooled walle revolving in a zone of intense 
beat. 

The phenomenally high temperature during 
the October just past bas attracted considera- 
bie attention and caused a mild discussion. 
Mr. Charles Harding shows that in Eogiand 
the beat was most remarkable. The Green- 
wich observations since 1841 show that a 
bigher temperature has been registered but 
once—viz: 81° Ovt. 4, 1859; but the daily mean 
is bigber than any previously recorded. The 
observations made at the rooms of the Royal 
Society (except in 1611-10 do not show 30 
high a reading between 1794 and 1840. 

The influence of sewerage on typhoid-fever 
has been most strikingly demonstrated from 
the observations of Dr. Adeit of Buntziau, 
Germany. ‘The old part of the city bas a com- 
bined system of sewerage for that part most 
densely populated, and hore the average an- 
nual mortality from typhus and typhoid fevers 
during twenty years (1863-83) was 0.048 per 
1,000. A part of the city bas sewerage for 
rain-water, street-wasbings, and house-drain- 
age, excluding exq@eta disposed of by vaults, 
and through this section the annual mortality 
irom the same diseases was 0.202 per 1,000. In 
that part of the city without sewers the rate 
was 0.352 per 1,000.

Her 
aims have been various. The removal of the

insane from the poor-bouses to asylums, the 
prosecution of temperance laws, and the fur- 
therance of woman's suffrage, have been those 
most enthusiastically pursued by ber. Per- 
naps no other woman bas been called upon to ad- 
dress as many legislative bodies as Mrs. Gougar. 
She has twice addressed the United States Ju- 
dietary Committee and once the Home Judi- 


ciary Committee on behalf of bilis pending in 
the general interest of women and philan- 
thropy; besides this, she has addressed the 
Legislatures of New York, Indiana, Kansas, 
ana Wisconsin. Her knowledge of constitu- 
tional law 1s unusual in a woman. During the 
last summer Mra. Gougar bas waveled through 
Great Britian studying the condition of the 
Irish at bome and the working masses gener- 
ally, and constantly contributing interest- 
ing articles to the Amerigan press upon 
these subjects. Her new lecture, “ Ire- 
land Yesterday. Today, and Forever.“ has met 
with success, and the approval of economists 
and critics. Mrs. Gougar is remarkable for a 
logical fluency, a lerge and original view of 
the legisiative and domestic problems of wom- 
an's altering condition, and for a fine pres- 
ence, 

When in her 20th year she—being at that 
time Helen M. Jackson—married Jobn D. 
Gougar, an attorney-at-law in Lafayette, a 
graduate of Heideiberg College, and a success- 
ful businese-man. Mr. Gougar bas codperated 
with bis wife in ber various works of reform 
to the extent of his opportunity. They con- 
template an extensive European tour the 
coming season with the special view of noting 
the condition of the working people of the 
other continent.

Men Who Have Shown Physical Strength 
Beyond Ordinary Mortals. 

One of the most remarkabie of these was 
Thomas Topham, who, about the year 1740, 
kept the Red Lion public house at the corner 
of City road. Although of average size and 
appearance, be soon attracted attention by bis 
prodigious strength. Some of his feats are 
almost incredible. By striking an iron poker 
an inch thick on his bare arm be could bend it 
toa right angle, and pewter measures were 
crushed between his fingers. Standing on a 
platform he raised a weight of eight hundred 
pounds. He could break two-inch rope as a 
shopman breaks twine. Whilst at Derby his 
performance was patronized by Mr. Chambers, 
the Vicar of All Saints, a man of great weight 
in his parish—weigbing, in tact, twenty-seven 
stone. 

We know not whether the performer adopted 
the modern fashion of asking gentlemen from 
the audience to step up and assist bim, but 
presume this to have been the case, and that 
among the rush of small boys on receiving the 
invitation the reverend gentleman was ob- 
served to gain the platform. Here be was in- 
duced to lie down, and Topham, placing one 
band under his body, gently raised him from 
the floor. The delighted audience then beheld 
Topham prostrate oa uis back, with three men, 
each weighing fourteen stone, sitting upon 
him to keep nim down, which they failed to 
achieve. 

In addition to nis strength of body he pos- 
sessed a powerful pair of lungs and a voice of 
great compass, of which he was intensely 
proud, so much so that he sang a solc to the 
organ in St. Werbury’s Church. completely: 
drowning that instrument and. emptying the 
sacred edifice of its terrified congregation. 

Many of his feats were of a humorous char- 
acter. A hostier baving had the temerity to 
insult him, be tied an iron kitchen spit round 
bis neck, leaving the ends protruding under 
bis cbin. 

Passing a watchman who was asleep in bis 
box he took up both box and sleeper on his 
back, carried them some distance, and threw 
them over a wall into achurcbyard. The 
thougbts of a superstitions old man on being 
thus rudely awakened from his dreams tw find 
himseif mixed up with bis box and grave- 
stones may be easily imagined. On another 
occasion a butcher, strugsgiing along under the 
weight of neariy half an ox, which he carried 
on bis back, happened to pass au open window 
at which Topham was seated in calm medita- 
tion, with his mug of beer before bim. and was 
surprised to find himseif suddenly relieved of 
the weight, and as, on looking up, he failed to 
see any indications of bis beef floating in the 
air, be fled in great terror, fully persuaded 
that bis meat bed gone to supply the table of 
the evil one. But Topuam's strength of mind 
was in inverse ratio to that of his body. Mad- 
dened by bis wife’s incongtancy he put an end 
to big existence; vreviously, lest she might too 
soon forget him, bestowing upon ber a tre- 
mendous thrashing. 

A man who for many years was employed 
in carrying and delivering to subscribers the 
weighty opinions of the Hereford Journal un- 
Gertook, fora wager, a more difficult task.

HOMER LANE, THE FAMOUS WRESTLER, 
RELATES HIS EXPERIENCE. 


How He Acquired His Remarkable Skill— 
The Points to Be Considered in Wrest- 
ling—Comicai Adventures with Local 
Champlilons—An Inadvertent Foul in Sap 
Fr@ncisco—Giving One Man a Lesson— 
What Was Once A Great Temptation. 

New York, Nov. 26.--(Special Correspond- 
ence. |—The greatest wrestler America ever 
knew was undoubtediy Homer Lane. Was.“ 
because, although he is alive and etill wrest- 
ling, he bas yielded the honor of cbampion, 
held successfully for sixteen years, and 
enters no longer into the important matches 
that made him famous. He was born to the 
business and no one ever studied its possibilt- 
ties more faithfully and thoroughly than he. 

For years past he has been in the exbibition 

line, and still downs bis antagonists with old 

time vigor. He is the bero of the numerous 
popular stories that float through the news- 
papers wherein the obaracters are the local 
champion ofacommunity and an innocent, 
mediuni-sized, lightning rod worker who 
is pitted against the champion by outsiders. 
The local giant always enters the contest 
confident and poastful, and always get thrown 
speedily and easily. Lane at the present is 
performing in a Bowery show-house, where 
the writer found him. He is 52 years old, but 
there is little indication of his years in his 
appearance. His bair and mustache are black 
and his face unwrinkied, while his motions are 
aa lively and vigorous as if he were still in nis 


youth. He talked freely about bis experience 
and his business. 

„From my earliest childhood,” he said, I 
was interested in sr rts 
and shows. My facher 
was a good wrestler 
and so were many 
members of the fam- 
y. but the spirit of the 
sport seemed to be con- 
densed in me, the 
youngest of nine chil- 
dren. I took to the 
study of athletics as 
naturally as a duck to 
water: if 1 found that 
some boy could beat mo 
at putting up, oratany 
other trick, I used to 
lie awake in bed think- 

LANE’S TRAINING. ing it all over, and try- 
ing to reason out the cause of his superiority. 
I went deep into all sorts of contests, Dut as 
you want to know about wrestling I will con- 
fine myself to that. 

I bave been pretty steadily in the wrest- 
ling business since my seventeenth year. Be- 
fore that I bad trained with the boys and 
hau learned to throw them all. It was my 
ambition to tackle fellows who were bigger 
than I, who could toss me about and give 
me a good shaking up. It gave me the in- 
centive to study. For, as 1 will show you, 
the good wrestler must study to succeed. He 
must be, to start with, well developed, evenly 
strong through all his body, and he must be 
quick. My muscles were never phenome 
nally large, only ordinary, but they were pow- 
erful, and I was naturally quick. But in my 
study I saw that men vary in the quickness 
with which they use different muscles. 
Some can act. as quick as thought 
with their arms but are slow in bring- 
ing their legs into work. With others 
it ig the reverse. Now I saw that a man must 
learn to be equdlly quick with both parts of 
his body, apa must learn to move feet and 
arms at the same instant with bis thought. 
This is more of a task to accomplish than you 
perbaps think. Most wrestiers who pass for 
good ones dre expert in two or three move- 
ments; it is like a game of chess; a man learns 
to play one ortwo openings well, but may be 
ignorant of many others. Sol studied out the 
reasons why this or that hold or lock should 
be effective, and, baymg determined that, I 
tried to flud a way to make each one ineffec- 
tive. l would imagine myself in a match and 
my opponent getting, say, the grapevine lock 
onto me. How willl break that? says IL. 80.1 
studied out all the different styles 
and practiced them, and, when I had 
invented a theory while lyme in bed 
that I. thought would work weil, I 
tried it on as soon as possible. Sometimes it 
worked and sometimes it didn’t, but by con- 
stant study of the peculiarities of the sport I 
got so that 1 could break aur lock attempted 
on me, and not only that, but take the man at 
the time he was trying to accomplish some- 
thing, and so was un- 
prepared for a counter 
attempt. and worst him. 
Why, eventually it got 
so that I could tell bya 
kind of nervous tele- 
graph just what kind 
of lock or movement a 
man was going to try 
on me, and I was never 
surprised by bis action. 
That's what made me 
successful more than 
anything else, the men- 4 
tal work I put into it, a 7

„Well, this is getting ahead. I wasn't 80 
perfect when 1 began. It was whenI was 17 
years old thai acircus came to town, and 1 
went tolit, of coursé. I was crazy for shows. 
A part of the entertainment was wrestling by 
a member. of the company, who, when he had 
thrown his competitors, used to challenge any 
one from the audience to come at him. Half 
a dozen or so tried it and got badly thrown, 
and at last 1 ped out, and after quite a 
tussle 1 downed him. Well, the manager took 
quite a shine to me and asked me would 1 like 
to travel with the show. 1 was only too anxious, 
and so up i gete and runs away with them. 
When we had been out about twelve days my 
father came along and took me away and 
lugged me home. He wasn't so displeased 
though, and I was so evidently bent on becom- 
ing a wrestier that little opposition was put in 
my way. I kept ou learning more and more 
about tne sport and getting stronger.“ 

Did you train in a gymnasium?’ 

Not a bit of it. I got my development on 
a Vermont farm in what was tnen the back- 
woods. It is the best kind of gymnasium. The 
use of the fork in pitching bay and of the hoe 
in weeding potatoes is not to be excelied for 
developing the muscles of the back and arms. 
Since I left the farm my life has been divided 
between the show business and putting up 
lLightning-rods. I was bound for seven years 
to a lightning-rod concern for which I got 
81.200 a year and a good many bonuses for 
wrestimg, for that was the principal part of 
my business. And in all that time my em- 
plover never lost a dollar on any match in 
which I took part. It was quite the fasbion 
for the people of some town, sick and tired of 
the victories achieved by some local wrestler, 
to send for me. Usually I got a job at 
lightning-rod work and made tmat a kind of 
pretext for visiting the place. While there a 
match would be arranged with the champion, 

j and I never failed to 
throw him. They put 
some mighty heavy men 
against me, tuo, but the 
reason why I got away 
with them was almost 
always because with me 
to think was to act. 
Suppose you see an 

you say the 
foot must go there, and 
_“then I can bring my 
arms into ] and 
men fail to act promptly with poth extremes 
of the body. The feet may get there, but the 
arms will be slow. With me the feet, and 
arms, and head moved at the same time. I 
bave traveled ail over this contiaent, wrestimng 
all the time. I invented the harness that al! 
collar-and-elbow wrestiers use now. This style 
of wrestling, you know, means that the men 
get good, firm hold of esch other, each with 
bis hands grasping the other’s collar and elbow 
before the word is given. It is necessary to 
wear a coat in this work, for otherwise a 
man’s shirt would get torn all to pieces. But 
a coat is hot and makes aman perspire very 
freely in the violent exercise, and my barness 
was to give the wrestier a chance to work with 
less beat. It consists of straps over the sbou)- 
cers and about the waist, with one running 
down the arm to the elbow for the other fei- 
iow to take bold of. This gave the antagdnist 
& much better grip than he could 
get on a coat and prevented too much per- 
spiration tothe wearer. There are many feat- 
ures ol w ing to learn besides how to throw 
and how nd to get thrown. The usual rule for 
a fall is that the shouiders must boto be on the 
floor at the same time and at ieast one hip. 
Now suppose you teel yourself going down; . 
bow are you to prevent your opponent getting 
a tall Why, dy twisting about iu the air so 
as to fali on your stomach or by some other 
such trick.

Did you wrestie in more styles than collar 
and eibow?”’ 

Tes, but that was my favorit. In that the 
wrestier uses both legs and arms. He can trip 
and get locks on his antagonist. In Grmeco- 
Roman the action is exclusively with the arms 
and hands, and tripping is never allowed. In 
the latter, too, no bold is given to begin with; 
the contestants play for an opening, the rule 

being that no bold e- 
low the waist is allow- 
ed, and a man must 
under no cireumstan- 
Jes trip or use his legs 
n furcing bis antagon- 
ist to the ground. The 
catch-as-catcb-can 
style is really a rough 
AVOIDING A FALL. and tumble wrestle. A 
man can do most anything except kick and 
bite in it. There are several other styles. 
Side-bold, Lancashire, and so forth, but they 
are not mucb used. Tnese three are the popu- 
lar styles and the ones by which a man’s abil- 
ity is usually determ ned. In one of my best 
matches 1 tried the Greco-Roman. It was in 
Sacramento with Christol. I was showing at 
the time, and the regular thing at the end of 
each performance was for the stage manuger 
to announce that Mr. Lane would meet any com- 
er who wanted to tackle him. Sometimes there 
were volunteers, big strapping fellows who 
knew two or three tungs about wrestiing, bet 
who were generally overcome with ease on ac- 
count of my superior knowledge and quick- 
ness. I remember one case particularly of a 
man in Stockton, Cal., who came swaggering 
onto the stage and made so much noise about 
it as to irritate me. I determined to give bima 
lesson, and when we got at ſt I measured off 
the distance, and working uim near the eds 
of the stage threw bim clean off it into the or- 
chestra. He broke the orchestra ruil and 
smashed the bull fiddle when be eame down. 
But Le bad the life and nerve to get up and 
come up for another bout, and the next time 
I swung bim into the air so that his heels 
smashed the chandelier and be got rather bad- 
ly cut by the gas-fixture. He was taken to 
a hospital, and when be got well be called on 
me and said I served him right. But about 
Christol. 

“The stage manager bad given the general 
challenge. as usual, when he stood up ina 
front seat and said he would tackle me. I 
didn’t know who he was at first, but when I 
did I offered to make a maten with him for 
$500 a side. He wanted to wrestle Greco-Ro- 
man, but I aian’t, so we compromised in the 
ordinary way. one round to be Grteoo- Roman, 
one collar-and-elbow, and a penny to be tossed 
for choice of style in the third. Well, the 
match came off and Curistol’s style was fixed 
on for the first round. It was a mighty tous 
battle. He was tremendously quick and ac- 
tive, ana so was I; we were very evenly 
matcbed, but 1 was at one disadvantage—1 
was so used to working with my feet that it 
was hard to keep them stil. For over 
twenty minutes we kept at it hard ana 
earnest. At last got him in 
a favorit position and forgot myself; 
before I knew it out came my foot and I nad 
him down on his back like a flash. I knew 
that I had committed a foul, and expected to 
be declared the loser of the round by the ref- 
eree, but the whole thing was done so quickly 
that not one man among the spectators saw 
how did it. Nearin, the referee, was down 
on his knees watching the struggle, and he saw 
it. but [said nothing; it wasn’t. my place to. 
There was along pow-wow about it between 
the referee, my watcher, and Christol’s 
watcher. Meantime, the audience yelled and 
hooted and declared that it was the fairest 
throw ever seen. Nearin at last came to me 
and said, Lane, that is the neatest thing I 
ever saw done, but I s have to decide 
against you.“ I made no kick, knowing be was 
right, but the audience just bowled, and it was 
some time before we could go on. In the sec- 
ond bout I threw Christo! at collar-and-elbow 
after a comparatively short struggle. Then a 
penny was tossed and I won. I succeeded in 
throwing Christol the second time, and so won 
the match. 

„I had another interesting time in Buffalo. 
They bad a man there who had thrown every- 
body in the neighborhood, and everybody in 
fact in that part of the State. I was running 
up lightoing-rods at that time. Weil, certain 
people in the city who had heard of me, for I 
was already getting to be famous, sent for me. 
l came and the match was arranged. My em- 
ployers placed over $20,000 on me. Among 
the men who backed the other fellow were ex- 
President Fillmore and a rich man named 
Jewell. My backers kept me almost impris- 
oned during the days preceding the match for

and so break me up. But one day two gen- 
tlemen drove up to the hotel and in- 
vited me down to dine with them. I 
accepted, and after we bad had dinner they 
took out alot of money and said, ‘Mr. Lane, 
is money any object to you?’ I admitted that 
it was, and they then laid out on the table 
$6,000 in cash and greenbacks, and said it was 
mine if I would throw the match. I wouldn't 
bave agreed to such a 
proposition for any 
money, but I thought 
it over for ten minutes 
before I answered. 
Then I said I couldn't 
doit. They thought I 
was a queer cbap. 
‘Six thousand doll 
is a deal of money,’ 
said they. I admitted 
it, but 1 said that my 
employers had $20,000 
up on the matter, and 
if I took the bribe}; rn#BRAGGART’S FALL. 
they who had treated me weil would iose 
heavily. So we parted, and just as we rose to 
go wy particular backer came up with biood 
in his eye to know what I was doing there. I 
satisfied bim withodt letting on anything 
about the money. Of course I won the 
match. Four years after I was in 
Buffalo again, and in company with a 
friend I cailed on one of the gentlemen and 
reminded him of the circumstance. He ac- 
knowledged that he remombered it and said: 
‘Ab, Mr. Lane, you are a very exceptional 
man.” Now.“ said I, ‘if I had taken that 
money you would have accomplished your 
purpose and I would have got a little pocket- 
ful; but time fies, ano does money, and in 
a few years | migik have got run down, 
dilapidated like, and I would have thought 
that those gentiemen in Buffalo who were so 
generous may be there: I'll go up and see if I 
can’t make a rake there. Then when I bad 
showed up, you and Jewell would have said: 
This feliow was pretty good once, but he’s 
used up now; we'd better give him $50 to get 
rid of him.“ Well, you ougnt to have heard 
bim laugh.

THE PLAINT OF AN EXPRESS COMPANY. 


It Wants Its Contract with a Rallroad 
* Held Inviolate. 

A. bill was filed yesterday in the United 
States Circuit Court by T. C. Platt, as President 
of the United States Express Company, against 
the Chicago & Atiantic Railroad Company to 
restrain them from rescinding a contract. The 
complainant represents that bis company and 
the Adams and American Express Companies 
agreed to divide the express business of the 
country 80 as to give each eoncern a monopoly 
of a designated territory, and the custom has 
growa up among railroads to give exclübivo 
rights to only one express company on each 
road. Such contracts are not made for the 


purpose of creating anything in the nature 
of a monopoly.“ but are demanded by 


Ever since 1854 the complainant has run its 
vars Over the New York & Erie Road until 
May last, when that line or its successor, the 
New York, Lake Erie & Western, refused to 
make another contract. The express com- 
pany. then made a contract with the Delaware, 
Lackawanna & Western Road. and then over 
the Cincinnati, Hamiiton & Daytona Road as 
far as Lima, where it counected with the Chi- 
cago & Atiantic. The contract with the latter 
road was first made several years ago, but 
after the route over the Erie Road was given 
up a new agreement was made with the Cbi- 
cago 4 Atlantic by whica it was 
to receive at least $19,000 a year 
ag rent, It was explicitly agreed 
that the railroad should not grant any express 
facilities to any Other express company than 
complainant during the time ot the contract. 

About July 6 the United States Company 
discovered that the Chicago & Atlantic had 
agreed to give the New York, Lake Erie & 
Western Road the privilege of carrying on an 
express business over its line under the name 
of the Erie Express. It remonstrated and re- 
fused to pay its rentals. The compiainant 
Bays that as it owns exclusive express facili- 
ties over that road, the Erie Express ought to 
apply to it for permission, and not to the rail- 
road company, and it would have granted the 
right on reasonable terms. The Chicago & 
Atiantic bas notified the complainant that it 
would terminate the contract Dec. 1, and asks 
for an injunction to prevent it. A restraining 
order was granted by Judge Gresham and the 
argument of the motion was set for Dec. 9. 

The Chicago & Atiantic Company claim that 
itonly allowed the Erie Express to transport 
“certain sealed cara, contents unknown,“ over 
its road, which it bad a periect right to do, 
this through business not being covered by the 
contract with the United States Express. It is 
shown, however, in an affidavit by C. H. Cros 
by, an officer of the complainant, that soon 
after the advent of the Erie in the fleid rates 
from New York to Chicago fell from $2.50 per 
hundred pounds to 75 cents, but were restored 
a few days ago.

It was a State association, however. under the 
control of the Government, while this pro- 
posed “ pawners’ bank’ must be a private 
institution incorporated under the laws of the 
State. 

Eu win Lee Brown mentioned that a “ pawn- 
ers’ bank bad in his recollection existed in 
Boston for at least thirty years. The maximum 
rate of interest bad never exceeded 2 per 
cent a month, and this be believec had been 
reduced. “The great drawback to this bank 
when it started was that the pawnbrokers un- 
loaded on it in the most dextrous way all their 
most useless and unsalable unredeemed 
pledges. The bank, however, soon , got onto” 
this trickery of the “uncles,” and had now 
been working sucoessfuily for many years. 

Controlier Schwab moved that the secretary 
be instructed to apply for a copy of the 
charter and constitution of the Boston Pawn- 
ers’ Bank for their guidance in the formation 
ot a similar institution in Chicago. He thought 
that the opening up to the needy of such a 
means Of obtaining money at low interest 
would tend to wipe out that class of sharks 
who lent money on * at 2 

tes ot interest. Ihey were far worse than 
ine.’ pawnbrokers, for they choked and 
scrangfea a man when they once got a hold of 
him. For the equipmentof auch 4 loan in- 
stitution as contemplated it would be ueves- 
sary to have an office or a room attached for 

aller pledges and a warenouse 
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| deemed, whereas with pawnbrokers the rule 


was almost exactiy the opposit, as the large 
proportion of the pledges being stolen could 
never be safely redeemed. a 

Some discussion then ensued as to how 
large a capital would be necessary for float- 

ing the new project succésstully, and it was 
ultimately agreed that $250,000 would be suffi- 
cient for the first capital stock. This, by law, 
must all be subscribed, and the amouut of the 
capital stock could easily be added from time 
totime. A suggestion was thrown out that 
some old bank obarter could perhaps be pur- 
chased and revived, but this did not meet with 
general approval. as the idea is not to found 
a bank, whieh would take deposits and 
issue bills, but simple en association 
tor loaning money on collaterals at low rates 
of interest. As regards the rate of interest to 
be charged on loans, it was agreed that it 
should not exceed from 1 to 2 per cent per 
month. The interest should not be any higner 
than would pay running expenses and give a 
revenue of say about 6 per cent to holders of 
stock. It was suggested that it would be well 
to have a general law passed by the Legislaturo 
to permit the establishment of such loaning 
associations at any piace in the State, and Mr. 
Beach was instructed to look into the matter 
and report thereon. He was also instructed 
to see if a charter for such an institution 
could.be gotten from the Secretary of State. 

State’s Attorney Grinnell expressed his 
hearty approval of the establishment of a 
loan association which would prevent the 
poor trom coming in contact with the criminal 
classes. They must not attempt, however, to 
wipe out the right of any one to be a pawn- 
broker. Some one had sent bima letter that 
morning offering to sell a bank charter suitable 
for that purpose and he would lock further 
‘into the matter. Mr. Grinnell characterized 
tha chattel-mortgage men who exacted 10 ver 
cent interest per month as infernai sbarks.”’ 
There was, he said, hardly a week that poor 
people did not come to bim to complain of 
these lu-per-cent men, but as the matter did 
not amount to xs crime de could do 
nothing. The pawuers bank should be 
taken up by philanthropic people who did not 
want to make money by it, but were willing to 
take 6 per cent per annum, or even less, for 
their investments. The establishment of a 
„ pawuers dank would be à valuable aid to 
the police, for the honest poor wonld patron- 
ize it on account ot the lowness of the inter- 
est, while thieves would resort to pawnbro- 
kers, where no very strict identity of property 
was insisted upop. The police would thus 
have much less trouble in tracking stolen 
property. 

A suegestion was thrown out with regard to 
the loanme of money on furniture without 
removal, which is the main part of tne chattie- 
mortgage man's business, and it was agreed 
that this was a most important after-consider- 
ation that must be met dy the association 
when organized. 
RAWSON MAKES ANSWER TO HIS WIFE. 
He Says She Has Ample Means to Conduct 

Her Case. < 

The answer of Stephen W. Rawsonto the 
petition of his wife asking that he be compelled 
to pay an allowance for solicitors’ fees and 
expenses was filed yesterday in the Superior 
Court. He avers that no allowance is neces- 
sary; that she bas ample means, more than 
she falsely avers he proposes to 6xpend in an 
alleged attempt to injure her. He admits 
that some testimony bas been taken in the 
case, but denies that the presence of more 
than one solicitor was necessary in ber behalf. 
He denies that bas made any false accusations 
againet her, and that he intends to use any- 
thing that is false. He avers that the state- 
ments of complainant as to want of love ana 
sympathy on bis part are false: that be was 
overanxious and devoted in his attention to 
ber after their marriage because he found that 
trouble and disgrace would surely follow if 
she were treated as she deserved; and that 
only after days of remorse and wo did he re- 
solve that it was his duty to himeeif, bis only 
son, and the public to resist her encroachments 
upon his manbood, his eon, and his property. 
She demanded that be should discharge per- 
emptorily and at ono the trusty, tried, and 
true cashier of the banking institution of 
which he was President simply because the 
casbier would not allow ber son the day of the 
marriage and immediately thereafter to obtain 
money atthe bank on his (Rawson's) account 
without autbority, when ber son bad funds of 
his own at the bank. In his efforts to council 
ate her and to induce her to bebave herself he 
freely consented to anv change which she de- 
sired in the servants at the house, but that sue 
so managed the house that she could keep 
no servants and the bousegoid affairs feil into 
disorder. He delieves that the course of her 
conduct was premeditated and assumed for 
the purpose of bringing to a crisis the disrup- 
tion of the marriage relation so that she could 
avail berself of the large share of bis property, 
which she imagined the form of marriage en- 
titled ber to. He never treated ber with con- 
temptuous sueers, and manifested nothing 
put a reasonable disappointment in her as she 
exhibited herself after marriage. He denied 
that he has stated that he would expend 815. 
000, if neveseary, to bring her into disgrace or 
save him from giving a cent for ber support. 
If it is decreed by a proper legal tribunal that 
he must contribute to ber support be will ovey 
to the extent of his ability. 

He avers that when he married her she was 
worth $30,891, and that she received from him 
$4,773. Her income since March 1 has been 
Se. 987, of which she bas spent $246, and that 
she should bave on hand the balance, baving 
had no expenses of her own. He has none of 
her property, as she removed most of it when 
sbe left his house and is at liberty to remove 
the res. 


A NARROW ESCAPE. 


Two Families on Sibley Street Have an Un- 
pleasant Experience. 

Croup is the mortal dread of young mothers; 
but it is extremely probable that an attack of 
the dread disease prevented the cremation of 
ten peopie and the destruction of two hand- 
some dwellmg-houses about 2 o’clock yesterday 
morning. Lieut.-Gov. J, C. Smith and his two 
married sons live at Nos. 61, 63, and 65 Sibley 
street. The paternal roof is anew brick house 
costing about $15,000, while a double house, 
next door, also new and costing about $8,000, 
is occupied by his sons, Robert A. ana 
Samuel H. Smith, with ther tamilies. 
Yesterday the whole brood was found under 
the paternai roof in consequence of a fire at 
No, 63 during the night. All concerned were 
exceedingly ratef ul, and attributed their es- 
cape to the croup. It seems that one of Rob- 
ert’s children was croupy and his wife had 
been up with tne obilad. She began to feel 
exceeding drowsy and fell into a sort of a stu- 
por, from which she at last awoxe sufheiently 
to know that she was slowly being suffocated 
by smoke and gas. She awoke her busband, 
who succeéded in getting far enough to dis- 
cover that the front part of the cellar was all 
aflame before being driven back by the smoke 
ana escaping gas. He rang an alarm, which 
communicates with his fatier’s house, and, 
bheip arriving from there, the wife and three 
small children were removed in safety down 
the back stairs and through the kitchen door. 
The two men then bastened into Samuei's 
house, and found bim and bis wife and child 
asleep and in imminent danger of suffocation 
by the smoke and gas from No. 68. They 
were removed and an alarm turned ia. The 
patrol from the Twelfth Street Station and the 
firemen quickly responded. It was found 
necessary to break in the front door and the 
oellar windows in order to introduce a lead of 
pipe, but once in they made quick work of the 
fire and succeeded in shutting off the escaping 
gas trom the meited pipes. 

Thorough examination has failed to account 
for the fire, which evidently started in a pile 
of books some distance trom the furnace 
room. A mouse nest and matches seem to be 
the most reasonable supposition as to its 
origin. Mr. Smith examined the basement and 
that room as late as 9 o'clock and found every- 
thme all right. The damage on the bouse will 
not be more than $400, fully insured, while the 
loss on turniture is trifling. There were four 
grown people and four children in the two 
houses, as well as servants, ane the escape is 
regarded by them as Provicential. 

When Lieut.-Gov. Smith was aroused by the 
alarm bell from his son’s house he immediately 
rushed to the window and discovered that bis 
son's house was on fire. He rusbed out of tne 
house en désbabilie and summoned the fire de- 
partment. In his haste to get to the alarm 
box he stubbed the big toe of his right foot 
against some object and the nail was com- 
pletely torn off.

This was given out 
last evening by a member of the investigatmg 
committee, and is without doubt about what 
will be done. The prospects are said to 
be in favor of the establishment of . the 
house within two months at the far- 
thest.

He was opposed to 
one-man power and didn’t believe in Powder- 
ly’s peremptory order tor the strikers to re- 
turn on the ten-hour basis. If Powderly had 
toid the men to stay out until they got eight 
hours the men would now have it, for the 
packers would not attempt to fight the organi- 
zation. ‘' The Stock-Yards strikers were not 
violating any rules of the organization. The 
twenty-first plank in the constitution of the 
Knights of Labor reads: ‘To shorten the hours 
of labor by a general refusai to work more than 
eight nours“ Mr. Owens evidently did not 
notice the word general, for be continued: 
The strikers were working in accord with 
the constitution, ana the only reason I can see 
why Powderly ordered them back was the mis- 
representations of the press. It the men had 
kept up the strike regardless of Powderly 
every Knight of Labor assembly would have 
stood by them and they would bare received 
eight hours. The men got eight hours May 1 
without any strike. It was a lockout, and at 
the time very few of the men belonged to the 
organization of the Knights of Labor. The 
packers could get along Very well on the eight- 
bour system here even if they did work tep or 
more bours in other places, and it would only 
be asbort While before every packing-house 
in the country would be runaoing on the eight- 
hour plan. The packers have violated our 
State laws on the eight-hour question. All 
men who want eight hours should have it.“

gon avevues. It seems that while the property- 
owners of the blocks mentioned are willing that 
the loop line should be granted, the 
rest of the community 1s up in open rebeilion.

feet wide, while Fifty-seventh street at the 
corner is but thirty-six feet wide from curb to 
curb.’

The tracks 
of the cable line will therefore cutoff access 
by carriage to the bandsome and expensive 
Illinois Central depot at South Park, as well as 
put a practical embargo upon driving updén the 
two streets at the corner named. Thisisa 
serious objection, inasmuch as Fifty-seventh 
street is north entrance to Jackson Park 
and the east South Park. The Illinois 
Central tracks cross fFifty-seventh street 
a few yards from the corner of Lake 
avenue, and trains brought to 
a halt by the safety-gates will be in close 
quarters between the railroad and cable tracks. 
As thousands of vehicles pass the corner every 
pleasant summer or winter day the objection 
is serious. The schoo! children from ali points 
of the village who come bs train to attend the 
higb school on Fifty-seventh street will also be 
compelled to oross twice each way the car 
tracks. The objectors claim that all purposes 
of the City Railway Company are equally well 
subserved by a loop-line of one block instead 
of two, and therefore want tne track laid on 
Fifty-sixth instead of Fifty-seventh street.

Chicago’s Bid for the Indian-Supply Station 
—Army and Navy Affairs—Notes. 

WaAsutINGTON, D. C., Nov. 27.—[Speclal.— 
The Board of Trade Committee, consist- 
ing of George J. Brine and John G. Beasley, 
ably presented the claims of Chicago to bemg 
the most advantageous place for the location 
of an Indian-supply stauon before Gen. Up- 
shaw of the Interior Department today. Mr. 
Brine said that the committee felt that it was 
laboring under a disadvantage in first 
presenting its case, as the represent- 
atives of other cities would have a 
ebgnce to refute the arguments used 
in behalf of Chicago. He thought that it 
was only justice if a further opportunity was 
given the committee to reply to the arguments 
of the other delegations after they bad been 
presented to Gen. Upshaw. It was finally de- 
cided that each city should state ite own case 
independently of the others, which put them 
all on au equal basis. The arguments were 
largely in writing, but Messrs. Brine and Beas- 
ley orally stated the advantages to be derived 
from the. locauon of the warehouse in a city 
Which bad such unparalleled railroad facilities, 
which was nearer to the larger Indian reserva- 
tions than any other distributing city, and in 
which supplies could be purcbased in great va- 
riety and at less cost. Gen. Upshaw was very

Col. G. N. Lieber, Acting Judge Advocate 
Genera: of the Army, in bis annual report rec- 
ommends that to commissioned officers within 
certain narrow and well-defined limits be in- 
trusted the power of summary punisbment, 
such as is conferred by the English code. The 
lack of power in a court-martial to punish civ- 
Uian witnesses who refuse to testify is said to 
be likely to lead to an entire failure of justice 
in some cases. The Eug ish code and the arti- 
cles of our navy confer this power, and its ex- 
tension to army courts-martial is recom- 
mended. 

Paymaster E. N. Whitehouse, in charge of

AN EXAMPLE OF THE ANGLO-SAXON 
RACE LN ITS FLORESCENCK. 


—— — 


The Fascinating Study Afforded by the 
Drama of the Fat Knight—Aa Incarna- 
tion of Worldliness, Let in a Measure a 
Gentieman and Superior to His Fellows 
~—Prince Hai—The Falstaffian Influence 
— Matters of Musical Interest at Home 
and Abroad. 

What Sancho Panza was to Spain, with 
his wisdom that could see no further than 
the end of his nose; what Pantaione was to 
Italy, the stupid made the butt of the acute; 
or Gargantua to France, the wit of sensuality 
uorefined; or Reinecke Fuchs to Germany, the 
inteiligent duping the dull and strong—that 
which the literature of every nation possesses, 
a type mirroring a people's condition at a 
stated period—was Sir John Falstaff to the 
Angio-Saxon race in its florescence, and in 
particular to the crescent England of Queen 
Elizabetu. He symbolizes grasping selfisuness 
and satisfaction with life. As a laugh is the 
truest indication of character, humor, which 
may be roughly defined as the intensified per- 
ception of human kinship, gives us the exact 
measure of popular culture, and we may fol- 
low it in any language, from its cruel, bearish 
beginnings to its first merciless intellectual. 
strength, until we find it touched by morality 
and softened by sentiment, its loudness lull- 
ing into a sigh and its hardness moistened by 
tears. Whata chasm of changes in one na- 
tion's mode of thought is bridged in writing 
side by éide the names of Sir John Falstaff and 
Charies Lamb! 

Turning from the type to the man the drama 
affords no more fascinating study than that of 


* the character of the fat knight. As Caliban 


stands for earthliness Falstaff on a higher plane 
is the incarnation of worldliness. He is the 
union of the physical and intellectual, made 
Singular by the absolute negation of the moral 
nature. This biear-eyed drunkard, this un- 
blushing liar and unrepenting thief, spending 
his nichts and days in the stews of London, 
cursing, bragging, or plunged ia porcine sleep 
—why is it, one may ask, that be was one of 
Sbakspeare’s favorit creations; why is it that 
be charmed and attracted that cherisher of the 
ideal, Prince Hal, and why won be the sympathy 
of so essentially inartistic a nature and so nar- 
rowly didactic a critic as Dr. Samuei Johnson? 
Putting the last question aside for a moment, 
the reason of Shakspeare’s love for Falstaff is 
not bard to divine. Between the esthetic tem- 
perament which worships the sensuous in all 
ite forms and whicb even clothes the spir- 
itual with sensuous attributes, and the 
Sensual nature which abandons itself 
to grosser gratification, there is a bond 
ofeympathy growing out ofa fundamental 
community ot interests. Morality, under- 
standing it as the desire to improve one’s nat- 
ure by baiking some of its instincts, is an- 
tagonistic both to pleasure and to art. No 
more unchristian writer tban William Sbake- 
peare has ever lived; be delights in the char- 
acters of Iago and Falstaff as passionately as 
he does in those of Desdemona and Hermione; 
he paints life in its truth—truth idealized only 
in the fact that it is concentrated; and whether 
that truth tends to make men morally better 
or morally worse is a matter of supreme indif- 
ference to bim. Those who think they find 


ethical inspiration in Shakspeare bring it tem- 
gel ves to the study of his writmgs. A monster 
of seifisbness will get as much to delight bim 
in the pages as will a hero of generosity. It is 
true of ail great poetry, as aGerman critic 
has expressed it, that it may make us more 


romantic, but it cannot make us better. 


Practicaily identical with the poet’s love of 
Faistaff is Prince Hal's affection for the swag- 
germ knave. Here is a higb-bred man with a 
strong moral side to bis nature which be stunts 
for a moment while be lets bis animal nature 
Jose among bestialities. There is this differ- 
ence between him and his companions: that 
while they are boofing it in the mire he knows 
that be has wings to rise whenever he may 
wish. The attraction that dissipation bas for 

nius is explained to those who examine 

nee Hal's character. There is something 
deiiciousiy frank in the question he puts to 
Poins alter be bas redeemed himself and gained 
giory. “Doth it not show viiely in me, he 
asks, to desire small beer?“ Many Olympian 
minds since bis dave left their nectar for smali 
beer. In all Failstaff's lying, bragging, and 
jesting one clear aim is discernible—to flatter 
the mtelligence of the Prince. ‘‘Sirrah, do I 
owe you a thousand pound?” the latter indig- 
nantiy asks when told of Faistafi's assertion. 
A thousand pound, Hail? a million; thy love 
is worth a million; thou owest me tuy love.“ 
This is irresistible. Whatthe Prince finds in 
Falstaff besides flattery is an intelligence that 
serves as a Hint to hisown wit; all bis other 
companions will notor cannot contend with 
him. Bat Falstaff, who is his master in wit, 
cannot see the Prince bas noble ambitions 
stronger than petty passions for mental or 
pbysical amusement. He loves the Prince 
wholly; the Prince admires part of him and 
despises part. The Prince can break with him 
with only balf a reeret, but the shock to Fal- 
staff, unexpected and incomprehensible, 
* «ills his heart. 

The poet's love is deeper and keener than 
the Prince's, understanding as it does all de- 
fects, and Shakspeare dismisses the character 
with a touch of that infinit pity which is divine 
in te sweep and in its capacity. The one wild 
ory from the depths, the merciful lunacy de- 
gulling death of sharpness, the babbie about 
green ficids, as the poor creature of earth re- 
turns to dust—this inimitabie passage failing 
from the lips of the uncouth and the simple is 
Shakspeare’s requiem over Falstaff, and its 
music can never cease to echo in human bearts. 
* Letting Dr. Jonnson stand as a representa- 
tive of the Philistine public, for with ali bis 
strong judgment be never penetrated the inner 
sanctuary of pure art, his verdict rep- 
resents the impression made by Falstaff 
upon the common mass who feel his charm 
yet cannot graspite subtiety. ** Unimitated, 
unimitable Falstaff! bow sball I describe wee? 
Thou compound of sense and vice; of sense 
which may be admired but not esteemed; of 
vice which may be despised but bardiy detest- 
ed. Tet the man thus corrupt, thus 
despicable makes bimself necessary to the 
Prince that despises him by the most pieasing 
of ali qualities, perpetual gayety; by ac unfail- 
ing power of exciting laughter, which is the 
more freely indulged, as bis wit is not of the 

Splendid or ambitious Kad, but consists in 
easy scapes and sallies of levity which make 
sport but raise noenvy. It must be observed 
that be is stained with no enormous or san- 
guinary crimes so that his licentiousness is 
not so offensive but that it mav be borne for 
its mirth.” Im other words, the geniality of 
Falstaff is as ettractive to the mass who love 
those that take lite easily and jocosel as the 
intellect of Iago is to the men who, conscious 
of the power of inteliect to trample down 
inherited instincts of morality, rejoice in it 
with pride when they bebold it in its triumph- 
ant, indepeadent exercise. 

it is curious lu studying Falstaff’s influence 
on other minds—on Bhakspeare who vebolds 
in nim some of the spiendor but more of the 
pathos of Dumanity, on otvers wbo love bia 
intelligence or comicality—to notice with what 
fidelity his inferiors look up to bim and love 
him in their bund, unreasoum way. Bardolpb, 
Tor instance, a low, worthiess guzzier, whose 
very ugiiness bas appealed to the Kaigbt’s 
love of the picturesque, bears of bis patron's 
death and speaks this sentence which starties 
one as if the dog of a dead beggar bad 
suddenly found language for its grief: 

“Would Il were with bim wrereso'er he 
either in Heaven or in Hen!“ Dame Quickly, 

too, bas ateuderness for him that she never 

even tries to understand. Wen sbe bas bim 
arrested for dent a few soft words from him 
are all that ere needed to make ber pawn ber 
tapestries to fod bm more funds. Wherever 
human sympathy exist«, whether in common 
sot or bighest poet, there, according to the 
Gegree of the sympathy, is a love for Falstaff. 
And why? Beoause in the absence of the ele- 
ment ot morality in bis composition his gross 
-bumanity takes on a richer buman tinge; be 
u common Of the commonpiace because he has 
not a gieam of that aspiration which lifts one 
epirit higher than another; therefore obarac- 
ters like Bardoiph see in bim fiesh Ifke them- 

no better than themseives, but more 
powerful, baving the power of mind. If be 
were better than they, they would hate him 
instead ot loving him. Again, although base 
and common as any nigbt-brawier, be is un- 
common in baving eu inteiiect that for alert- 
ness and shrewdness cannot be matched at 
court. This is what the Prince admires while

men are capable of lauguter or 
the strong, rich wine of art, they will love the 
old fat Knight to whom this heavy world was 
but a joke; who, with the brain of a man but 
without the conscience of a man, lived the life 
of a jolly animal and carried inte his d 

age some of the invincibie innocence of ob lid- 
nood. No country was fit for tim but the 
country of roast beef and sack and cross 
bows; no age would sult bim but that in wkich 
the poet bim when men lived largely, 
hved for action, tived for pleasure, lived 
like Harry Hotspur to pluck bright honor 
from the pale-faced moon.” Then there was 
room for Falstaff; then there was a world for 
bim to bustle m. for then life was poetry and 
men lived it. There is no place for him here 
now: his strength would be cruei in its fric- 
tion with our delicate sensibilities, our refine- 
ments of scrupulosity, our analyses of mo- 
tives. He feit but did not know; we know 
but do not feel, In the age of Elizabeth he 
came bome to every man, learned or un- 
learned, thoughtful or thoughtless, for be was 
part and parce! of the Eoglish ple chen. 
Now we bring philosophy to bear on the old 
prodigal; in imagination we create for bim bis 
antique atmospbere that we may see bim in 
bis right relations; we get at bis beart some- 
now or other, but the task gets harder every 
year, for, although be is the g rough, virile, 
human figure as when be grew from Suaks- 
peare’s wind, we are moving farther trom bim 
dav by day. 

Tne Falstaff of the historical plays is tre 
only Falstaff worth understanding and worth 
enjoying. He is a shadow of himself ian The 
Merry Wives of Windsor,“ and yet one could 
wish that those who essay to personate bim 
would try in the comedy—try even barder thao 
Shakspeare dia—to preserve some of the oid 
shrewdness and brilliancy; also the subtle dig- 
nity which fine minds never lose no matter 
bow grossly the body wallows. The one great 
requirement of the actor who would essay & 
typical character is what may be called sym- 
pathetic spaciousness. He must expand him- 
gelt to the proportions of the character; he 
must rise to its level; de cannot bring it to 
bis. Tom Keene, for instance, never becomes 
Richard III., out Richard III. becomes 
Tom Keene—quite a different matter. 
“When Irving becomes Charles I., on the other 
hand, be becomes as great as Charles 1.—more 


have been. Mr. Crane bas not yet become 
Falstaff, although be gives us some true brief 
glimpses of the Kuight's shrewdness, wit, and 
animalism. He plays the part with some rel- 
ish, which is the highest praise one can give 
him. At the same time the admission must 
be made that one does not know how any 
actor can make the Falstaff of the comedy 
vivid and complete when Sbakspeare left bim 
(in that particular play) shadowy and without 
full development. The most that. Mr. Crane 
can do isto grow by degrees into the individ- 
uality of Falstaff. study and sympathy botu 
heiping him to saturate bimseif witb its es- 
sense, and thereby to more effectually conceal 
his own personality. 

The changeableness of humor which has 
been referred to may account in a measure 
for Mr. Robson's misinterpretati of the 
character of Slender. In Elizabeth's day Sien- 
der was a type of young rural dandy, proba- 
biy daring in field sports, dut insufferably 
vain, aping good manners and good words 
while possessing neither, and made up in 
equal quantities of iguorance and of conceit. 
A satire on a dandy of the present day is 
amusing in comedy, but the old type 
nav us disappeared a copy of it is worthless; 
for satire presupposes a knowledge of the 
thing satirized. Hence Mr. Robson bas failed 
to grasp what Shakspeare meant by Slender. 
and paradoxicaily portrays the character as a 
mixture ot fop and coward; but, even if he 
could catch the right drift, one doubts very 
much the possibility of conveying its signifi- 
cance to audiences of the present time. Sleu- 
der is the particular character of a time and 
place; but Sir John Falstaff stanas out in bis 
rank humanity a type of the nation that pro- 
ducea bim and in iterature a study and de- 
ight for all the world.

“Mam zelle ’ and“ Divorgons.“ drew small audi- 
ences at the Columbia. “The Rag Baby” 
showed its hold on — affection by attract 
ing fairly large attendance at the Grand, The 
patronage of The Merry Wives of Windsor“ at 
the Chicago Opera-House was satisfactory with- 
out being overfiowing. 


The suggestion is ventured by a corre- 
spondent that one of the theatres dispense with 
its orchestra and get in place of it a string quar- 
tet that would be made up of the best talent and 
would render the best selections. If one must 
sit between the acts to listen to music why should 
it not be the very best obtainable, he asks? That 
the change would be popular is doubtful, and it 
is hardly likely that a manager will be found to 
try the experiment. 

Pantomime, says Mr. Alfred Ayres in his 
lively discussion with Steele Mackaye, is only‘an 
ajjunct of elocution. It is the easy part, far the 
less intellectual part, and far the less important 
part of acting. If the engage be thorough! 
well spoken, though the y be badly handied, 
we accept and applaud the personation. It was 
to their wonderful powers as elocutionists, and 
to — else, that Mr. Forrest aud Miss Cush- 
man ow their great fame. Why is Mr. Mac- 
kaye himself, after many years, playing second- 
rate—oftener third-rate—parts? Why is this? 
Is it the fault of Mr. Mackaye’s pantomime? 
Certainly not. Isit because Mr. Mackaye does 
not define, and reason, and scientize, and philos- 
ophize enough? Well, hardly. It is because Mr. 

Mackaye's elocution is too much like that of his 
pupil, Miss Gale. Itis because nature did not 
endow Mr. Mackaye with that peculiar instinct 
called dramatic genius—a thing we all delight to 
see soar, but never do see soar except when it is 
winged by the art commonly called elocution. 


MUSICAL MATTERS, 


Mr. Pratt and His Opera of “ Lucille.” 

A number of years ago, in that vague, re- 
mote perioa, * After the Fire,“ Mr. S. G. Pratt 
produced in Farweil Hall the fragments of an 
opera entitled Or. Antonio.’"” The shy dam- 
sel Success gathered up ber skirts and went by 
on the other side of the street without as much 
as turning der head. Within the last few 
months Mr. Pratt bas resurrected the opera, 
rewritten it in part, and dubbed eit Luciiie.” 
An informal rebearsal of it was given Friday 


evening in Weber Musie- Han. The story is 
taken from Ruflini’s onee-famous novel, Dr. 
Antonio.” Years ago nine women out of ten 
wept over the sad plight of Lucille and her 
poor devil of a lover. In these rather irrev- 
erent days, however, the sentiment falls rather 
fiat and one is inclined to believe that 
the novel readers of bygone days failed 
to recognize the difference between sentiment 
and mawkishness. There isa difference, Mr. 
E. F. Roe to the contrary. One is bardiy abie 
to say what Mr. Pratt has made of the story. 
as the rehearsal was very fragmentary. From 
the synopsis be gave, however, it seems that 
the first two acts cousist chiefly of billing and 
cooing, and until the latter part of the tnird 
uct there is hardy a hint of dramatic action. 
An opinion in regard to the musical setting is 
much easier formed. The excerpts made from 
the opera were varied in character and in- 
trusted to capabie singers. Mrs. Carrington 
sang a few of the songs written for the nero- 
ine, and certainly did them full justice. Mr. 
Pratt 1s a rather barren writer: he is not fer- 
tile in invention, and when at odd moments he 

es out in undoubted origimality one 
can dut wish that he were conven- 
tional again. In eu ot fresh im- 
puise he has merely tirciess iteration. The 
eborus—not a good one, by the way—sang a 
serenade. It was built on two phrases that 
long ago became part of, the stock in trade of 
writers who write to seil. These are bandied 
about between the tenors and bassos, twisted 
together and then unraveied time and again. 
It is dexterously done, but the effect is not 
exhilarating. is way madness lies. It -is

In Giovanni Dupre’s delightful autobio- 
aphical memoirs that have just appeared in 
nglish under the title Thoughts in Art“ a new 
incident is added to the voluminous Verdi liter- 
ature. Verdi was in Florence rehearsing the 
Macbeth,“ and he and the poet Maffei loafed 
away many hours in the artist's studio studyin 
his virile statue of Cain—then just finished. 
Maffei, who was translating Byron's Cain,“ 
suggested the subject as one fit for operatic 
treatment, and Verdi was much taken with the 
idea. The sharp contrast between the gentle 
piety of Abel and the strong blasphemy of Cain: 
the chorus of angels inyisible in midair and the 
chorus of demons under ground; the grief of the 
parents and the tragic devotion of the young 
wife impressed him as tensely dramatic. It is 
said that at the time he did nothing toward body- 
ing forth his &ieas, but, side by side, with the strik. 
ing characterizations and deep colors of A¥da,”’ 
one may some day place the gloomy master’s 
vision of the world’s first tragedy. 


There are few musical organizations in the 
city that are doing a better work than the Chica- 
go Costa Club. No class of composers is so little 
known as the composers of oratorio of our own 
day. Macfarren, Benedict, Ouseley, are little 
more than names save to the few whose musical 
reading is unusually wide. Even Sir Michael 
Costa is better known as the composer of two 
unsuccessful operas—“ Malvina’ and Don 
Carlos — than as the author of the popular ora- 
torio of El“ and the much more interesting 
oratorio of Naaman.“ Last May the Costa 
Club gave the “Eli” in a very creditable man- 
ner, and this season it announces a performance 
of the “ Naaman.” The concert occurs in 
Central Music-Hall Dec. 21, and the large 
sale of seats already made guarantees its finan- 
cial success. The chorus of the Costa Club 
comprises seventy-five voices, and the choir boys 
of St. James’ Episcopal Church, under the 
direction of Mr. W. Smedley, will assist. The 
soloists are said to be wisely chosen. and there 
is €very indication that “Naaman” will be in- 
troduced to Chicago music lovers under the most 
favorable circumstances.

osks are set up by the Nile and the slaves of 
the wicked asha march up the stage 
and then Gown again, one tinds a 
dozen sturdy negro damsels properly un- 
dressed. This is realism with a vengeance. 
But it is artistic realism in spite of its bluntness. 
The tawny slaves add a touch of Egyptian color 
that no amount of burned cork could give. In 
fact the background of the opera is exceedingly 
rich and deep-toned. Lillian Russell. a white, 
sweet thing, stands out against it in brilliant con- 
trast. Miss Russell is one of the best artists on the 
light opera stage,and her general adaptability 
tends to delude one into the idea that she is a 
— singer. Ot course she is not; her voice is 
imited, and the greater part of its charm is due 
to her dainty use of it. other singers who 
brighten the trivial opera into vivacity need no

affectionate favor by houses that might have

The Remarkable Incident Recorded in Rev- 
elation—Circumstances Under Which the 
Vision Was Deacribed—The Coming of 
Christ” to Receive the Attention of 
Most of the Mihisters Today—Subjects 
Announced for Most of the City

The lesson for Sunday-schoo! discussion to- 

day is John’s Vision of Christ — Rev., I., 4- 

18. John bad been banished from Ephesus to 


the Island of Patmos by the Roman Emperor 
There he had 
the remarkable vision recorded in Revelation. 
Patmos was in the gean Sea, west of Mile- 
tus. It was a rocky islet of volcanic origin 
probably about twenty-five miles in circum- 
ference, dreary and barren, and used as an 
exile for criminals, Fifteen or twenty years 
bad elapsed since John's episties were written. 
The church bad been subjected to ten perse- 
cutions, but it was yet powerful. While on the 
desolate island John, the beloved disciple of 
Jesus, wrote the wonderful vision from which 
the following lesson is taken: 


4. Jobn to the seven churches which are in 
Asia: Graceto you and peace, trom Him 
which is and which was, and which is to come; 
and from the seven Spirits which are before 
His throne: 5, and from Jesus Christ, who is 
the faitoful witness, the first-born of the dead, 
and the ruler of the kings of the earth. Unto 
Hm that loveth us, and loosed us from our 
sins by His blood; 6, and He made us to be a 
kingdom, to be priesis unto Hs God anda 
Father; to Him be the glory and the dominion 
fur ever and ever, Amen. 7. Bebo.d, He com- 
eth with the clouds; and every e,e shali see 
Him, and they which pierced Him; and all the 
tribes of the earth shail mourn over Him. 
Even 30, Amen. 

8. Kam the Alpha and the Omega, saith the 
Lord God, which is and which was and which 
is to come, the Almighty. 

9. 1 Jobn, your brother and partaker with 
you in the tribulation, and kingdom, and pa- 
tience which are in Jesus, was in the isle that 
is called Patmos, for the word of God and the 
testimony of Jesus. 10. I was in the Spirit on 
the Lord’s day, and I heard behind mea great 
voice, as of a trumpet, 11, saying, What thou 
seest, write in a book, and seud it to the seven 
churches; unto Ephesus, and unto Smyrna, 
and unto Pergamum, and unto Thyatira, and 
unto Sardis, and unto Philadelphia, and unto 
Laodicea. 12. And I turned to see the voice 
which spake with me. And having turned 1 
saw seven golden candlesticks; 13, and in the 
midst of the candiesticss one like unto a son 
of man, clothed with a garment down to the 
foot, and girt about at the breasts with a 
golden girdle. 14. And his ead and bis bair 
were as white as white wool, white as snow; 
and his eyes were as a flame of fire: 15, 
and his feet like unto burnished brass, as if 
it bad been refined in a furnace; and bis voice 
as the Voice of many waters. 16. Aud be had 
in his right band seven stars; and out of his 
mouth proceeded a sbarp two-edged sword; and 
his countenance was as the sun sbineth in his 
strength. 17. And when I saw him I fel! at bis 
feet as one dead, And he iaid bis right band 
upon me, saying, Fear not; I am the first and 
the last and the Living one; 18. and I was 
dead, and beboid, I am alive forevernf re, and 
1 have the keys of death and of Hades. 

It will be perceived that John's vision was 
of Christ’s glorious character, His second com- 
ing, His Kingdom, His church, His giorified 
body, His method and spirit, bis claim gnd 
power. Christ is shown to be king, judge, and 
priest, holy and glorified, human and conde- 
scending, yet eternal and infinit. The golden 
text is: *‘lam He that liveth, and was dead; 
and, behold, I am alive forevermore.“ — Heu., i., 
18.

BEECHER ON THE LABOR QUESTION. 


What He Thinks of Socialism and Eight- 
Hour Men. 

New York, Nov. 27.—At yesterday's services 
in Piymouth Church the Rev. Henry Ward 
Beecher created somewhat of a sensation by 
the position he assumed on the labor question. 
In commencing his discourse be commented 
on the prosperous condition of the United 


States and the harmony that pervaded ever 
thing. These blessings, he said, could only be 
fully realized by viewing the internal strifes 
existing in the British Isles. And the English 
were not alone in their troubies. Every 
European nauon had some cause for complaint. 
and there was pot one of them that was not 
guarded by soldiers whom the people were 
compelled to support. 

Reverting to the condition of affairs across 
the water, be sad: England is surely verg- 
ing on to democratic principles, and will be- 
fore long have assumed the early forms of 
American government, D. sestavlisoment, 
disendowment, the land question, and other 
matters dealing with organic principles of the 
Government were evidences that such a change 
would occur.” Speaking on the severance of 
cbhurcbd ana State, he intimated that such a 
change would be to Eogiand’s good, as re- 
ligion had nothing to do with politicians and 
politiciacs nothing to do with religions 

Again touching on the prosperity of this 
country Mr. Beecher spoke of several elements 
that have been introduced recently. Social- 
ism, be averred, was a skin-disease and noth- 
ing but Anarchy disguised. Its aim is to ar- 
complish everything through the Government, 
whereas American instituttons teach that 
everything should be attained through in- 
dividual exerton with the help of the 
Governinent. Many are at present filled 
with tear and doubt because the news- 
papers are filed with accounts of labor 
troubles, of strikes, and the streets crowded 
with idle men. These people are not able to 
distinguish between the surface trouble and 
the disease of the body politic. He asked 
whether such matters were not arguments cof 
hope in the future. It can be seen that they 
are now causing a change in society and will 
eventuaily do much good. Alter stating that 
absolute individualism is the one great thing 
to be desired, because it begets intelligence 
and forms the basis of society, and also ex- 
plaining that discontent among the people was 
beneficial because it tended to make them as- 
pire to greater things, he said: 

„That space between society which now ex- 
ists is daily becomime smaller, not because the 
bigh classes are being lowered, but because 
the lower classes are being lifted up. It is an 
inspiration from God. Only tyrants velleve 
that it comes from the Devil. At present the 
labor movement is adulterated with elements 
which are no part of it and which it will reject 
in time. Socialists and Anarchists, who have 
no cexcuse for existing, rush to every party 
which they expect to profit by. Ido not 
know whether the Anarchists are responsi- 
ble. If we could only imprison them all it 
would be a good thing, for they are as much 
out of the pale of society as the wolf, and it 
would be no more culpable to exterminate 
them than it would be to stamp out the cop- 
perheads, adders, and other vipers. Socialism 
is absolutely the worst formof monarchy. The 
believers in that doctrive reason that five 
should be treated as ten, which is rather pecul- 
jar arithmetic. Then there are people who ask 
the Government to supply them with every- 
thing. They want their clothes made and their 
bread baked by the Government. Give the 
Government these privileges and you give it 
ail power. Let it do this, that, and the other 
thing, and place a crown on it all, and you bave 
aczar. The most active men of the Labor 
party are foreigners, educated in other coun- 
tries, and have not yet abandoned their home 
ideas. The foreigu brand has not been ground 
out of it yet. It is not standing for universal 
labor, but fighting corporate labor. Walle 
they stick to that I shall not crit.cise them, be- 
cause corporations are bad and any fight in 
that direction might benefit the workingman. 
The labor troubles are somewhat like the 
complaints of children and should be watched 
the same. While children must tave measies 
and whooping-cough, yet they do not kill as a 
rule, and one attack prevents a recurrence of 
the disease.“ 

Referring then to the equality ciaimed by 
workinamen he said: “A man of talent could 
not be likened to one without. Classes are go- 
ing to exist, and there is going to be top, bot- 
tom, and middie, and labor organizations cap- 
not bree’ that down. The idea of men want- 
ing an t val number of working buurs to pre- 
vail amuag all is preposterous. I don't believe 
such a plan exists. If a man put bis own 
clothes on his 6-weeks-old infant does that 
make the child his equal? The workingmen’s 
position is better in this country than it is in 
any other or ever was before. The reason 80 
many of them are sufferme is because of the 
immorality of industry. They want the en- 
joyment toaay and are not willing to look to 
the future. There is more food squandered in 
their kitchens than would be wasted in the 
household of a good housekeeper for a week. 
Domestic economy should be practiced by 
them. Some time ago 1 visited a nail manu- 
factory and was told that some of the employés 
earned from $40 to $80 per week. I at once 
remarked that the men must be nicely situ- 
ated, but to my surprise was told that but few 
of them were situated in that manner. An 
expianation proved that their money was spent 
in gambling and drinkmg. These men were 
making $80 a week and spending it reckles!:. 
and then they talk of their labor grievances.” 

Speaking of the employers, Mr. Beecher said 
that some of them got but four dars work 
out of their empioyés, as Sunday they were 
drunk, and Mouday they were recovering 
from the effects, The next four days they 
jabored, but Saturday was tacitly a day of 
rest. He said he supposed that be would be 
hated for his utterances, but thought that be 
was always destined to be unpopular because 
he told the truth. 

“They will say,” he continued, “that I 
stand in this pulpit wearing broadcloth clothes 
and preach to church magnates and that I 
bave no sympathy with workingmen. I, who 
have come from the common peopie—if I have 
no sympathy with them, who bas? But were 
our foretathers of New Eogiand satistiea with 
eight hours a day? Time was the only capital 
those men bad, and the good uses they made 
of it laid the foundations for our Government. 
When I hear of men asking the Government 
for eight hours with more pay I cannot bear 
it. Il bave no sympathy with eight-nour men 
who have fourteen-bour wives. I want equal 
ity for everybody. There are men in New 
York ers ing for land. These men do not want 
land. It is the only thing they don't want. I 


cause it tends to educate them, but 1 do not 
think the labor problem can be solved on the 
basis adopted by workingmen who seek equali- 
ty in labor.

Col. Quay’s Pluck. 

Col. Quay’s presence in the city calls to mina 
the last occasion when be bore that title into 
active service and carried $354,000 in a haver- 
sack. He was Colonel of the One Hundred ana 
Tuirty-fourth. In the fail of 1862 be had a 
severe attack of typhoid-fever. He survived, 
but was so broken and enfeebied in health that 
the surgeon deciared that he would not be fit 
for duty again during the term of service of 
his regiment. He was accordingly mustered 
out about the Ist ot December, 1862. He re- 
mained with the army, however, quartered in 
the surgeon's tent and under treatment while 
settling up his regimental accouuts. 
men ot bis regiment bad just received their 
first pay since August, and almost all of 
them gave it to Col. Quay, knowing he 
was going home, to take to their fam- 
ilies. Some of them had received their bounty 
money at the same time, and the sum in- 
trusted to his keeping amounted all told to 
$34.742. The surgeon came into bis tent one 
morning and said: * You've got to go to the 
bospital. This army is going to move and 
there is going tobe a feht. Quay said he 
wouldn't go to the hospital. If there was 
gomg to be a fight, he was going into it. The 
surgeon insisted and Col. Quay finally appealed 
to Gen. Tyler, commanding the briwade, de- 
ciaring that be was going into the battie. If 
he couldn't command his rcgiment he would 
goin as a volunteer. Gen. Tvler told him he 
was a fool; that the exposure alone would kili 
him. in bis feeble state of health. 

“All rigut.“ said Quay. I would rather 
die a foo! than live a coward.” 

Gen. Tyler finally yielded, and gave Quay 
an appointment on his staff to serve during 
the engagement. But there was the money, 
the $34,000 of the men’s pay. There was no 
safe piace to put it, and the men wouldn't 
take it back. They said it was pretty certain 
some of them would be killed, and the money 


‘was safer on the body of a staff officer than 


with them. Tou keep it,“ they said, *‘and if 
you get knocked over we'll take you off the 
field." There was no belp for it, and so he 
packed the greenbacks in a naversack, 
strapped it about his waist, carried it through 
the battie and afterwards brought the money 
bome and distributed it among the wives and 
families of his men. The battle was the san- 
guinary struggle of Fredericksburg. The 
ne Hundred and Thirty-fourth was in the not- 
test of it, and many a doliar of the money 
Col. Quay carried in the haversack came home 
as a bequest to the widow and the orpnans.—

An Action for Damages.

The Luck Guinea. 

An English journal gives this droll incident 
inthe history of the great Coutts bunking- 
house: 

It would be wearisome to our readers were 
we to trace out the history of this house 
through all its changes; suffice it to say that 
it has ever since the time of Thomas Coutts 
retained its high position, equaled by but very 
few, surpassed by none of the banks in Lon- 
don. Among ite customers it bas numbered 
Lord Nithsdale, Pitt, Sir Waiter Scott, the 
Duke of Wellington, Lord Chatham, Beniamia 
West, Cnarles Dickens, etc. 

There is a good tale told ot one of the prom 
nent members of the Coutts family. Period- 
ically Mr. Coutts used to make visits to a town 
in the vicinity of the country seat of one of 
his married daughters. On these occasions he 
had attracted the atrention of a benevolent old 
gentieman, who, noticing the neat but some- 
what worn appareil of the eminent banker, im- 
agined that ne bad most probably seen better 
days, but that bis financial position was cer- 
tainly not flourishing. 

The iast time they met was Christmas-time, 
and the benevolent old gentieman—no doubt 
warmed up with the glowing prospect of 
Coristmas festivities—dropped a guinea into 
the hands of Mr. Coutts as be passed quickly 
by him, bidding him get a good dinner. Huv- 
ing discovered the name of his benefactor, Mr. 
Coutts soon after invited him to dinner, where 
he made himself known to him, and, relating 
the anecdote to his guests, told them how he 
had bad the guinea given him, and stated that 
he meant to keep it. itis still preserved and 
is called the luck guinea.’ 

A Strange Shot at a Deer. 

A gentleman residing near the Napa and So- 
noms County lines, and whose name we witn- 
hold by request, tells the following story of a 
remarkable shot: He wasoutin the mount- 
ains in quest of a deer Monday, and had expe- 
rienced poor luck until about noon, when he 
spied a tall, magnificent deer raising its proud 
bead over a rock pile ata distance of about 
200 yards from bim. The branches of a young 
madrona tree formed a natural bronze red and 
green above the animai’s bead. He hesitated 
for some time in doubt of chancing a shot at 
that distance, the position of the target being 
so unfavorable. He decided to risk it, how- 
ever, and biazedaway. When the little wreath 
ot smoke bad cleared he found that the crested 
nead haa disappeared. He made bis way 
as rapidly as possible to the spot, and 
found the game awaiting bim. After perform- 
ing the customary surgical operation upon the 
deer’s throat with his hunting-knife, he com- 
menced to look for the death-wound. What 
appeared to be a bullet-hole was found in the 
centre of the deer's forehead. In passing his 
hand carelesly over the wound be detected a 
rough, sharp protuberance. Thinking it was a 
piece of the shattered frontal bone, he tried 
to withdraw it. He was unable to move it at 
the first attempt, and commenced tugging iu 
earnest. He finally succeeded, but, to bis sur- 
prise, it was not a pece of skull. I was a 
splinter of madrona wood, four inches 
in length by an inch and a halt 
thick, gradually narrowmg to a point at 
one end. Upon a careful examination he 
found that his bullet had pot touched the ani- 
mal, but bad struck one of the limbs of the 
madrona tree about six inches above his head, 
chipping out the splinter that bad Killed the 
deer. The splinter withdrawn from the ani- 
mal's skull was fitted to the limb ubove, and 
the result proved be ond a doubt that the deer 
was killed by the splinter of wood.—Svnoma 
(Cal.) Democrat, 

Dining the Kent Volunteers. 

The greatest dinner ever known in England 
was that given by Lord Komney to the Kent 
Volunteers Aug. 1, 1799. when George III. re- 
viewed them near Maidstone. The tables, 
amounting to ninety-one in number, were 
seven miles and a aalf long, and the boards 
for the tabies cost £1,500. The entertainment, 
to which 6.500 persons sat down, consisted of 
sixty jambs in quarters, 200 dishes of roast 
beef, 700 fowls (three in a dish), 220 meat pies, 
300 bama, 300 tongues, 220 fruit pies, 220 dishes 
of boiled beef, 220 joints of roast veal. Seven 
pipes of port were bottled off and sixteen butts 
of ale, and as much smaller beer was also 
piaced in large vessels to supply the company. 
After dinner his Majesty’s bealth was given in 
a bumper by the volunteers, ail standing un- 
covered, with three times three, accompanied 
by the music of all the banda. 


CHICAGO NIGHT-SCHOOLS. 


HOW HUNDREDS OF ADULT un- 


GRANTS ARE TAUGHT ENGLISH. 


Schoolmistress Palmer Gets a Few Invita- 
tlons to Dinner Thanksgiving-Day— 
Diversified Character of the Evening- 
School Pupils—The Evening High School 
~—Shorthand and Mechanical Drawing— 
Superintendent Sabin's Ideas Regarding 
Evening High Schools. : 

Of the 4,850 pupils at present enrolled in the 
public evening schools 1,100 are adult foreign- 
ers who, when the schools opened eight weeks 
ago, were practicaily ignorant of the English 
language. They could tell their names, and 
that was about all. Not one in twenty could 
understand the questions as to his age, ooou- 
pation, or address, if asked in Engiish. Many 
could read and write their native ianguages, 
but English print was as big a mystery as Greek 
or Sanscrit. The nationalities of these 1,100 
adult pupils, as furnished by Mr. A. R. Sabin, 
Superintendent of Night Schools, is approxi- 
mately as follows: 
17117ͤ 1 ( ec 
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These pupils are taught in separate classes, 
distinct from the juvenile pupiis and the adult 
English-speaking pupils, who are both graded 
together. The total numberof eventing schools 


in session this winter is twenty, four of which 
are in the North Division, four in the Soutb 
Division, eleven in the West Division, and one 
evening bigh school; and in eleven of these 
twenty schools classes for adult toreigners 
bave been opened. 
Division and Sedgwick streets, there are five 
of these classes out of a total of eleven; in the 
Wells School, corner of Cornelia street and 
Ashiand avenue, there are five out of a total of 
seven; in the Throop School, four out of ten; 
Garfield School, four out of ten; Newberry 
School, three out of seven; Montefiore School, 
turee out of eight; Froebe! School, two out of 
five; Ward School, two out of six; and in the 
Raymond, La Salle, and Huron Schools, one 
each out of atotai of four each. These 1,100 
pupils are therefore distributed in thirty-one 
separate classes. No attempt is made to 
teach them anything but the English lan- 
guage. The only books used are the second 
and third readers. It is no uncommon thing 
for a whole family, or the greater part of it, 
to attend evening school together to learn the 
English language. In the Wells, Franklin, 
Throop, ana Garfield Schoois there are in- 
stances of fathers and children being enrolled 
together, though not taught in the same 
classes. The father is put ic a class of 
adults who speak his own language, and the 
children in the rst grade of juveniles. Sev- 
eral polyglot teachers are employed to heip 
the adult foreigners along, but the rule is that 
as far as practicabe nothing but LEoglish 
shall be spoke a. 

By this system results bave been attained 
that seem almost marvelous. A few evenings 
ago, for example, a TRIBUNE reporter had an 
opportunity to bear Miss Palmer, the teacher 
ofa ciass of aduit Swedes in the Franklin 
School. give a lesson to her pupils. All of the 
pupils were full-grown men and women, some 
ot them apparently over 40 years old. and 
none of them knewany English when the 
school opened seven wegiis previously. It 
might be mentioned bere that of the 1,100 
pupils referred to about 150 are women. Miss 
Palmer uses only the Enviish language. The 
teaching is mostiy bry conversations. The 
theme of her discourse on this par- 
ticular evening was an invitation 
to dinner Thanksgiving-Day. She wanted the

class to invite her to dinner, and gave them 
many general suggestions as to how they 
should do it. After taiking the matter over 
with them for a while, and mending the 
broken English in their many queations, she 
instructed them to write out their invitations. 
The exercise was evidentiy a pleasing one to 
the pupils, judging by their many grins while 
grindmg it out. The following specimens are 
by no means the worst of the thirty invita- 
tions handed in to Miss Palmer:

The regular evening-schoo! classes—that is, 
the English-speaking and juvenile classes—are 
as interesting in their way as the classes of 
adult foreigners. An evening school is no 
more like a day school than a Salvation Army

barracks is like afashionabiq, churen. Two 
striking characteristics of the evening scbools 
are the diversified appearance of the pupils 
and their eagerpess to learn. The reporter 
dropped into the evening school in the Scam- 
mon School Building, Monroe and Halsted 
streets, a few evenings ago and spent 
a while with tbe various classes. In 
the first classroom entered about thirty 
pupils were at work. Their ages ranged 
from 8 to30 years. A man of at least 25 stood 
upat bis desk laboriously reading a first-reader 
lesson. The teacher, a young fellow who 
looked like a theological student, stood facing 
the clase and prompted the reader in encoura- 
ging tones every time he struck a snag in the 
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In the Franklin Scnoo), . 


of a word of more than three letters. 


In these juvenile and English-speaking 
classes the first, second, third, introductory 
tourte, and fourth readers are used. There 
are 300 pupils in the urst and second readers. 
500 in the third, 350 in the introdugtory fourth, 
and 750 in the fourth. Tne fourth reader pu- 
pile rank with the grammar pupils in day 
schools. The only branches taught are read- 
ing, writing, spelling, and arithmetic. The 
great bulk of the first, second, and third read- 
er pupils come properly under the compulsory 


‘education law of the State, which provides 


that chilaren between the ages of 8 ana 14 
years shall attend school for a period of not 
less than twelve weeks in each school year. It 
is an open question whether attendance at 
nigbt school is a compliance with the law, but 
as the law is a dead letter in Chicago 
the question will remain oven. Nirht-school 
attendance can be only a makeshift means of 
education for children, anyhow. Cbildren who 
are obliged to work all day and attend schoo: 
at night must become stunted, both physically 
and mentaily, and no education at al! would 
seem to be better than education under such 
circumstances. Night-scbool attendance might 
be a compliance with the letter of the State 
law, but would surely be a violation of ita 
spirit. It was probably with something of this 
feeling that Principal Westcott, on observing a 
little fellow asleep in tne bookkeeping class the 
other evening, said: 

„Don't disturb him, poor little chap. The 
sleep will probably do him more good th an the 
lesson.“ 

The Board of Education, however, could not 
attempt to enforce the compulsory law in the 
city at present, for the reason Wat there is 
barely sufticient accommodation for the pu- 
pile who attend voluntarily. In many schools 
the first-reader pupils are allowed to come 
only balfa dar, so that the classes may be 
doubled, The board bas now about eighty- 
five fine schoo! buildings, with accommocation 
for perhaps 85.000 pupils, and is continually 
getting new schuois erected, but owing to the 
great continuous growth of the city the de- 
mand for accommodations always keeps pace 
with the supply. 

The evening high school 1s also conducted in 
the Scammon School buildings. Over 400 pu- 
pils are enrolled, with an average attendance 
of about 375. Of these about 125 are 
femaies. Only three branches are taught— 
mechanical drawing, bookkeeping, and 
shorthand. It is, therefore, more a school

of speciaities than what is generally 
understood as a bigh school. The school has 
nine teachers, tbree in each branch, and all of 
them experts. As each class occupies the full 
two hoursineach branch the pupile can be 
taught only one of the three branches during 
the sesston. At present there are 150 pupils 
studying shorthand, 150 at bookkeeping,gand 
seventy-five at mecbanicail drawing. 

The shorthand department is always the 
most popular in the beginning of a session, 
and the most discouraging inthe end. Full 
one-half of the 150 papiis now at work are 
young women. The etudents are divided into 
three classes, with a teacher to each 
class, and the system taught and meth- 
ods of instruction used are as good as 
are known. Entering the first class-room the 
reporter found the teacher perched on a desk 
in the centre of the floor and most of the pupils 
working on the biackboards which lined the 
walls of the room. The pupils were working 
in conoert, chalking down simple exercises 
dictated by the teacher. In the adjoining 
room the teacher was lecturing to the class, 
illustrating his remarks with figures on the 
blackboard. He was trying to drill the pupils 
on the sound symbol for bash or ash as 
in nation, national, etc. Thus they bad to 
epell nation with three letters or signs— 
n-aish-n—and national with four—n-ash-o-1. 
The stumbling- block Was that the 
“ash” symbol and the ‘*aish”’ 
bol bad to be the same 
this case because the one word was a deriva- 
tive of the other, and it took much iteration 
of the laws governing the case to make the 
pupils confess they understood it. 

The bookkeeping clasees also bad a fair pro- 
portion ot female pupiis. The lessons were in 
the simplest practical form and the pupils 
seemed very assiduous in their work. 

The mecbanical-drawing class is conducted 
on the upper floor of the manual training de- 
partment, the pupils being all in one class un- 
der direction of three skilled teachers. All 
the pupils are young mechanics who are earn- 
ing wages at their trades, and who are learning 
drawing for the practical advantage it will 
give them in their occupations. Mechanical 
drawing is the proper foundauon of manual 
training and is tnerefore the most valuable 
brauch of study offered in the schools. It is 
the coniectimg link between intellectual and 
industrial education. It is a feature that de- 
serves the utmost encouragement and gives 
the largest resulta in the way of practical 
benefit. The new quarters for this class are 
much superior to anything it has had before, 
being lighted with incandescent lights and 
properly ventilated and heated. The 
pupila Are taught first by the biack- 
board and next by drawing-les- 
sons at their benches. The teachers say 
they never saw pupils more anxious to suc 
cod than the class now at work, nor any that 
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MECHANICAL DRAWING. 
have shown as good results for the same length 
of time. 

Mr. Sabin proposes to ask the board to in- 
augurate a new and genuine high schoo! de- 
partmeut in the evening schools next sear, 
similar to the New York evening bigh schgol. 

„shall recommend three evening gh 
schools, one for each division of the city,” 
suid Mr. Sabin. “We should admit only 
eighth grade pupils who have graduated from 
the day schools. Many of these pupils have 
to go to work and have no chance to enter the 
day bigh school, and it is these we would want 
to gather into the evening bien schools. 
I shall propose a two-years’ course—aigebra, 
physiology, and civil government for the first 
year, and geometry, physics or natural philos- 
ophy, and English classics for the second 
year. These high schools would be no hin- 
drance to our keeping up the special studies 
we have at present. i think about five rooms 
on the North Side, five on tne South Side, and 
eight on the West Side would do us—for the 
first year, at least. 

The total present enrollment at the evening 
schools, as has been said, is 4,800. The average 
attendance is about 2,000. Last winter the 
average attendance for the session was 1,992, 
with a total enrollment of 7,190. The 
total enrollment for che present session 
will probably be as large as last year’s, and 
will show a much larger average attendance. 
The irregular attendance in former years wae 
undoubtedly due ina great degree to the loose 
and perfunctory manner in which the schools 
were conducted. Teachers were appointed 
without examination as to their qualifications, 
and owed their positions more to their political 
activity and their recommendations theretor 
than to any aptitude or fitness they had for 
the posts. There was also a general lack of 
supervision and a tendency to let the schools 
run as they pleased witnout any proper regu- 
lations. Al! this is now in a great 
measure changed. When the schools opened 
two months ago the office of Supgrintendent 
of eventing schools was created, and Mr. Sabin, 
the principal of the Franklin School. appoint- 
ed to the post. The teachers, before being 
appointed, bave to pass an examinauon and 
obtain a certificate from Superintendent How- 
land, a plan which was introduced only a year 
ago. Mr. Sabin visite every schooi twice a 
month, and makes a ciose persona! inspection 
of the progress of the pupils as well as of the 
work of the teachers. .

FRITZ KOBUS’ DINNER. 


Come here! 
vou. 

Ludwig took the groschens, thrust them deep 
into hie pocket, and passed his hand under his 
nose, as much as to say—CGood! 

“Go to Frederick Schultz in the Rue Plat 
@Etain and to Prof. Ham at the Cigogne 
Hotel: do vou understand?” 

Ludwig bent down his head suddenly. 


“Tell them Mr. Fritz Kobus invites tnem to 
dianer at 5 precisely.” 

es, Mr. Kobus.“ 

Stop: go to the Rabbi David, aiso, and say 
— By expect him at 6 o'clock for coffee. Now! 

Ludwig descended the stairs like a shot. 

Kobus saw him an instant after. fiying over 
the rond; he was gone. The butler, Katel, was 
Still standing there. 

Listen. Katel. I want you to go to the 
Market at once. Select the best fish and 
game Anything especially choice you will 
buy without regard to price; it is essential 
only that it must be the best. I will set 
the table and select the wine; you take 
the kitchen entirely. But hurry. for 
lam certain Prof. Speck and all the other town 
gourmets are already there snapping up the 
Choice bits.“ 

After the departure of Katel Fritz entered 
the kitchen and lighted the candle: he wanted 
to.inspect bis vault and choose some old bot- 
tles of wine for the féte. He descended with 
the candle in bis hand, the bunch of keys ip 
Dis pocket, and the basket on his arm. Low 
under a stairway he opened the door of a cave. 
It was a very dry old cave, and tne wails, cov- 
ered with saltpetre, shone like crystal—the 
cave of the Kobuses 150 years before where the 
grandfather, Nicholas, had come tor the first 
time with the Markobrunner of 1715. 

At the first turn, and as he was about to enter 
the second cave—the cave of the bottles—he 
stopped to snuff the candle, which he did with 
bis lingers, baving forgotten the snuffers—and 
after baving put his foot on the snutting he 
advanced with a bent back under a iittie 
Vauited cave out in the rock. At the end of the 
entrance he opened a second door, shut by an 
enormous padiock ail covered with dust, 
straightened his back again and joyously 
cried, “Ah! ah! Here we are!“ and his voice 
resounded through ail the high gray vault. 
At the same time a biack cat clutching the 
wall sprang to the window, its green eves 
gieaming, and saved itself by springing across 
the Rue Coin Brulé. This cave, the best of 
Hunebourg, Was partly cut in the rock and for 
the rest was constructed of enormous pieces 
of stone. It was not very large, having oniyv 
twenty feetof depth by filteen in width, but it 
was high, separated in two by a lattice,and shut 
b. a door, also of lattice; the whole length was 
snelved, and on the shelves were the bottles, 
arranged in admirable order. 

They had been there all these years from 
1780 to 1840. The ligrt of three windows in the 
lattice sparkied against the botties in an agree- 
able and picturesque fashion. Kobus eutered; 
he carried a basket made of water-willow with 
compartments intended to hold a bottle each. 
He set the basket on the ground and held the 
candie high. The sight of all these good 
wines, some in blue seals, the others in cases 
of lead, softened him and be said to bimseif: 

It the poor old people who fifty years ago, 
with all their wisdom and perception put aside 
these good wines—if they could come back, I 
am sure that they would be contented to see 
me following their exampie, and would find 
me worthy to succeed them in the worid. Yes! 
they would be satisfied! Those three rows 
there I have filled, and, [say it myself, with 
discernment. I have always taken the paius 
to go to the vineyard myself and treat with 
the vinedressers in the face of the tubs them- 
selves. Aud for the care of the vault I am not 
any more sam of myself than 1 
should be; and these wines here, al- 
though they are younger than the oth- 
ers, are not of any inferior quality; 
they will age and replace their predecessors. 
It is thus that the good old traditions are main- 
tained and develop not only as good but bet- 
ter things in families. Yes, if the old Nicholas 
Kobus, the grandfather ot Franz Sepel, and my 
own father, could come back and taste these 
wines they would be satisfied with their son. 
They would say be has the same wisdom and 
the same virtues as ourselves. Unhappily 
they cannot return; it is done! done! I must 
replace them all in all. It is sad ali the same; 
they were 60 prudent and such good livers! 
To think they can’t even taste a giass of their 
own wine and yet rejoice in seeing the Lord 
ana His angels! Weil! well! we are all 
the same; we all come to the same 
end, sooner or later, and while we are here 
we are wise if we profit by the good things set 
before us, 

After these melancholy reflections Kobus 
busied bimself in choosing the wines which 
they would drink: and this brought back his 
good humor. We commence.”’ said he, 
“with the wines of France, which my dignified 
grandfather, Franz Sepel. vaiued more than 
all the rest. He was, perhaps. not far wrong, 
tor the old Bordeaux is very good fora founda- 
tion. Yes! I will take, on this side, these six 
botties of Bordeaux; they will makea jolly 
commencement; and al terwards, three bottles 
of Rudesbeim which my poor father loved vers 
much. Iwill put in four for bis memory. 
That now makes ten. But for the two others, 
they close the dinner and, therefore, must be 
the choicest, the oldest—thegy must make us 
sing! Wait! wait! wale l examine these.” 

Then Kobus, bending over; moved the 
straw underneath carefully, and on the old 
labeis be read Markobrunner of 1798, 
Affenthbal of 1804;"° “Johannisberg of the 
Capuchins.“ said he, then straightening up, 
and, clacking his tongue, be lifted a bottie 
covered with dust and put it in the basket. 

know that wine.“ said be, and he took 
one moment to reflect on the Capuchins of 
Hunebourg, who, ia 1792, arrived at Custine, 
abandoning their caves to escape the French 
p Hage. His grandfather, Franz, had received 
200 o, 300 bottles from them. It was a goiden- 


yellow wine, excoedingly delicate. When you | 


drank it it was ike ap Oriental perfume in the 
depths of your mouth. Kobus recalled this all, 
and was contented. Then, to complete his 
basket, he said: “There is enough, but yet 
another bottie of Capuchin, and we will roll 
under the table! We must use, as my ven- 
erated father used to observe, but not 
abuse.“ Then, placing with care the 
basket outside, he closed carefully and 
locked the gate, put tme keys in his poekct, 
and took the way to the first cave. As be went 
along be completed the basket witb a bottle 
of oid rum which be found apart from the 
others intrenched between two piliars of the 
vault, then be went up the stairs waiting for a 
minute to lock the doors. On coming near the 
vestibule he beard the bustie uf making cakes 
and flxing the fire; be stopped in the entrv on 


“the sill of the kitchen and cried: 


„Here are the bottles! On this occasion, 
Kateil, I expect you to surpass yourself, that 
you shall make a dinner. But, a dinner!“ 

„ Rest contented, sir.“ answered the old 
cuisiniére, “you will not be any less satisfied 
with me on this occasion than you bave been 
on any other for the last twenty years. 

„believe it—but then, one can do well, 
very weil, and incomparably well. 

„I will do all in my vower,“ said tne old 
man, and you can ask no more.“ 

Kobus, then, seeing on the tabie wood hens, 
asuperior pike rounded in the tub, dainty 
trout, for fr) ing, and a superb piite de fois gras 
—thougnt all would pass off weil. 

* Very well,“ he said, very well, indeed: 
that will do, ba! ha! ba! we shall laugh inte- 
riorty 1” 

Instead of going to his ordinary dining-room, 
be turned to the right and set down his basket 
before a high door, put a key in the lock and 
opened it. It was “The Gala Hall of the 
Kobuses. No onedined there but in great 
atate. The curtains of the three high windows 
of the room were closed; you could see in the 
balf shadow anc ent furniture—yellow lounges 
—a great chimney of white marbie—iong walls 
with great frames covered with white musiia. 

Fritz first opened the windows and drew aside 
the curtains. The hall in its old, oak carvina, 
was dignified and almost solemn. 

You could see ata giance that good eating 
bad descended there from father to son. 

He then took off the covers of the portraits;. 
one was the portrait of Nicholas K obus, Coun- 
selor of Frederick William in the year of our 
Lord 1715. 

Monsieur the Counselor wore an immense 
Louis XIV. peruke and a chestnut coat with 
large sleeves turned over to the elbows; the 
bosom, fine lace: bis figure was large, erect, 
and dignified. Another portrait represented 
Franz Sepel Kobus—ensign in the regiment ot 
dragoofs of Leiningen—with sky-biue un- 
form, a surtout of s.iver, a white scarf on the 
left shoulder, powdered hair, and chapeau set 
on the ear. He appeared to be about 20 
sears of age and as fresh as a bouquet of 
egiantine. The third portrait represented 
Zachariah Kobus—a Justice of the Peace— 
in a dlack robe: be beld in his hand his 
snuff vox, and wore a peruke with a rat cue. 

These turee portraits. of the same size, were 
large and solid paintings: one could see that 
the Kobuses had aiways had gufficient money to 
pay artists properly to send their physiogno- 
mies down to posterity. 

Fritz had features in common with them all. 
that isto say. blue eyes, a broad flat nose, a 
round chin broken witb a dimple, a wide mouth, 
and a satisfied expression. On the right side 
against the wall was the portrait of a woman, 
Kobus’ gravdmother, fresh, |\aughing, ber half- 
opened mouth showing as beautiful white 
teeth as one could tmagine; her bair raised 
onacushion and der torm enveloped in a 


velvet robe of sxy-biue bordered with rose, 
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ba was a relief representing 
Love cargied away ig. a car by three doves. lu 
a word, ail the ure—the doors of the 
armories—the old closets in rosewood— 
the buffet with large sculptured panele—the 
oval table with twisted ess. and even the oak 
floor, alternately iniaid with yellow and black 
—all announced the good style in which the 
Kobuses bad lived for 150 years. 

Fritz now pusbed the table on its rollers to 
the centre of the hall, then opened the double 
doors of the high armories. In one was the 
table-linen, beautiful as it was possible to de- 
sire, with an infinity of glister. In the other

flowered, molded, and gilded; piies of plates, 
services of all sorts, sugar-bowis, and above 
ali, the silver. Kobus chose a beautiful 
damas« cloth and extended it carefuliy on the 
tabie, passing his band over it toefface the 
creases, and making at the corvers great knots 
to prevent it sweeping the floor.
